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Frank H. McCourt Jr. became the fourth owner of the Los Angeles Dodgers after receiving unanimous approval from 
Major League Baseball on January 29, 2004. Under his stewardship, the Dodgers have reached postseason play 
three of the past five years (after doing so only twice in the previous 15) and have drawn their three highest attend- 
ance totals. 


The 2008 club won the National League West, swept the Chicago Cubs in the Division Series, and came within 
three wins of the World Series before bowing to the eventual World Champion Philadelphia Phillies. The Dodgers’ 
performance in October was their best in 20 years. 


Amid a season-long celebration in 2008 of the club’s 50th anniversary in Los Angeles, McCourt committed to save 
Dodger Stadium. Expressing a vision for “The Next 50” years, McCourt on April 24 ended speculation about the 
future of the aging jewel, now 47 years old, and announced long-term plans for renovations and innovations that 
would in essence create a "new" Dodger Stadium designed to allow Major League Baseball's third-oldest ballpark 
to thrive for the next 50 years. 


Expressing geographical vision as well, McCourt fortified the legacy of the pioneering franchise by playing Major 
League Baseball's first-ever games in China, March 15 and 16, at Beijing's Wukesong Stadium. 


Two weeks later, the Dodgers made history again, returning to the LA club's original home, the Los Angeles Memorial 
Coliseum, for a charity exhibition game that drew a Guinness record 115,300 fans, the largest crowd to ever attend 
a professional baseball game. The event raised one million dollars, a total matched by the McCourt family, for 
ThinkCurel, the club's innovative official charity that accelerates collaborative research to cure cancer. 


In 2009, another vision became a reality with the creation of Camelback Ranch — Glendale, a year-round training facil- 
ity in Arizona that brings Dodgers Spring Training close to Southern California fans for the first time. The state of the 
art campus and its faculty will educate players in “The Dodger Way,” a blueprint for success that McCourt has revived 
and applied to the team, the fans, the community, and the family that comprises the Dodgers organization. 


Improving the amenities at Dodger Stadium, McCourt has invested $140 million since 2004, replacing the seats in the 
stadium bowl, planting a new playing field, upgrading the warning track, renovating concourses with new concessions 
offering new menu options, and reconfiguring parking to improve traffic flow. 


Invigorating the Dodgers’ community 
efforts, the McCourt family describes 
the areas of focus as the “four bases of 
a diamond.” First Base represents youth 
sports and recreation, with its Dodgers 
Dreamfields program refurbishing or 
building 42 more baseball fields for chil- 
dren to bring the total to 50. 


At Second Base, the focus is on edu- 
cation and literacy, illustrated by the 
Dodgers Scholars program. Each year, 
the Dodgers Dream Foundation donates 
$105,000 to the Jackie Robinson 
Foundation to provide 42 college schol- 
arships of $2500 each. 


Third Base addresses health, an 
effort led by ThinkCure! Inspired by 
the legacy of his grandfather, Francis 
McCourt, who helped create the Jimmy 
Fund when he owned the Boston Braves, 
McCourt launched the club's official 
charity in 2007 in partnership with City of 
Hope and Childrens Hospital LA.

The completion of the diamond, the “home plate” of the club's community efforts, is the environment, in which the 
Dodgers “Think Blue, but Act Green.” 


Within the Dodgers family, McCourt in 2009 is appointing former pitching star and social pioneer Don Newcombe as 
a Special Advisor to the Chairman, where he joins medical pioneer Dr. Frank Jobe, appointed in 2008, and legendary 
Hall of Famer Tommy Lasorda, appointed in 2006. 


In 1977, the Boston native founded The McCourt Company, which specializes in the development of major com- 
mercial real estate projects. His real estate development roots span five generations, and his family has been asso- 
ciated with nearly every major Boston real estate project, including the city's Back Bay, Logan Airport, and Boston's 
waterfront. McCourt earned a reputation as a visionary leader and influential businessman, leaving a positive and 
lasting impact on the city of Boston and revolutionizing Boston's new Seaport. Today, this booming area boasts a new 
convention center, hotels, offices, residential buildings and numerous commercial, government and cultural facilities. 
The McCourt Company moved to Los Angeles in 2006. 


McCourt serves on the Board of Directors of Georgetown University, from which he graduated in 1975, and co- 
chaired Georgetown University’s Third Century Campaign (New England Region), which raised more than $1 billion 
for the university. He is active in an array of educational, trade, civic, and charitable organizations. 


He and his wife, Jamie, were married in 1979. They have four sons: Drew, Travis, Casey, and Gavin. McCourt coached 
several of their baseball and ice hockey teams as part of his commitment and passion for youth sports. 
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When Frank McCourt officially purchased the Dodgers from News Corp. on January 29, 2004, he became owner of 
one of the most successful franchises in Major League Baseball history. Since the Dodgers entered the National League 
in the 1890 season, they have made 26 postseason appearances, the second most in the Major Leagues and have made 
18 World Series appearances, second most all time to the New York Yankees.

Jamie McCourt joined the Los Angeles Dodgers as Vice Chairman on February 13, 2004, was named President of 
the club on August 12, 2005, and was named CEO March 17, 2009. An attorney of 30 years who also earned an 
MBA from MIT, Jamie is a visiting professor at UCLA's Anderson School of Management, an inspirational voice for 
women, a philanthropist, and a mother of four boys. She is the highest-ranking woman in Major League Baseball 
and serves on the MLB Enterprises Board of Directors. 


A conscience-driven business leader, Jamie has applied to her work the passion she has for the game she loved as 
a child and the game that holds so much promise to unify families, connect generations, and bring people together 
from all walks of life. Above all, she values relationships. 


“lam convinced that baseball is tied to family values,” she says, “It is classic Americana, and it is the National 
Pastime for a reason. We are focused on strengthening our ties to families.” 


Blending business development, financial acumen, and marketing savvy with a family atmosphere, a compassionate 
operation, and a fan-friendly attitude, the Dodgers under her leadership have drawn their top three season attend- 
ance totals and have twice advanced to postseason play. The Dodgers in 2008 advanced to the National League 
Championship Series for the first time in 20 years. 


Over the past three seasons, Jamie has rebuilt the front office, appointed new leaders, and instilled a fresh, posi- 
tive, values-driven culture in the organization, based on vision, integrity, social responsibility, family, accountability, 
a can-do attitude, and excellence. 


In 2008, Jamie led the club's season-long celebration of the 50th Anniversary of the Dodgers’ move to Los Angeles. 
The historic year started with a New Year's float in the Tournament of Roses Parade, followed by MLB's first games 
ever played in China, and a charity exhibition game at the Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum in March to benefit 
ThinkCure! The event drew a Guinness World Record of 115,300, the largest crowd to ever attend a professional 
baseball game. During the season, the club honored its illustrious alumni, received a Star on the Hollywood Walk 
of Fame, enjoyed a musical tribute three nights at the Hollywood Bowl, and received an Emmy Award. 


Among Jamie's innovations is DodgersWIN, a Women's Initiatives Network that brings women closer to the game, 
brings the game closer to women's lifestyles, and helps inspire women to use their voices. To that end, she is an 
Executive Producer of the documentary, “Carissa,” the story of a young woman's rise to success from a life on the 
streets. In 2009, WISE (Women in Sports and Events) named Jamie one of three “Women of the Year" for her 
leadership and service as a voice for women. 


Also in 2009, Jamie is leading the 
effort to establish a unique Zip Code 
for Dodger Stadium and its envi- 
rons that will make it Dodgertown, 
California. The new number is 
expected to be announced by the 
Postmaster General in the spring. 


Vowing “to make a difference in 
people's lives," Jamie focuses 
the Dodgers’ community efforts 
on four primary areas: recreation, 
education, health, and the environ- 
ment. Each has its own marquee 
program: 


-Dodgers Dreamfields: The 
Dodgers Dream Foundation has 
committed to build 50 Dodgers 
Dreamfields for children, with 8 
complete and 42 to go.

Jamie also has the distinction of being an Honorary Member of the Los Angeles Rotary Club—only the second 
woman to have been bestowed the honor in the club's 100-year history. 


Admitted to the bars of Massachusetts and New York, as well as the District Courts for the Eastern and Southern 
districts of New York, Jamie first practiced law in New York, where she specialized in international and securities 
law. She then moved to Boston and practiced corporate, real estate, and family law. She spent the next ten years 
in commercial real estate development with the family business. 


At the MIT Sloan School of Management, Jamie serves as a member of the Visiting Committee and the North 
America Executive Board. At the UCLA Anderson Schoo! of Management, she serves on the Executive Committee 
and teaches “The Pursuit of Leadership: A Female Perspective.” At the Pardee RAND Graduate School, she serves 
on the Board of Governors. A member of the Washington Speakers Bureau and Leading Authorities, Inc., Jamie is 
an accomplished speaker who addresses organizations nationwide. 


As a philanthropist, she serves on the Board of Trustees of the Los Angeles County Museum of Art and has been 
honored numerous times, including receipt of the SCOPUS Award from the American Friends of Hebrew University 
in Jerusalem, 


Jamie earned her B.S, degree in French from Georgetown University. She holds a diploma from La Sorbonne at the 
University of Paris, She received her J.D. from the University of Maryland School of Law and spent a semester of law 
school abroad at Hebrew University. She then earned her M.S. (MBA) degree in management from the MIT Sloan 
School of Management, with a concentration in both organizational learning and corporate finance. 


An avid swimmer who grew up in Baltimore, Maryland, Jamie resides in Los Angeles with her husband Frank. They 
were named the Los Angeles Business Journal's “Power Couple of the Year” in 2008 and received the “Heart of 
the City” Award from the Central City Association of Los Angeles. They have four sons, Drew, Travis, Casey, and 
Gavin.

TOMMY LASORDA 


SPECIAL ADVISOR TO THE CHAIRMAN 


Regarded by many as baseball's most popular ambassador, Tommy Lasorda begins his 60th season in the Dodger 
organization and fifth as Special Advisor to the Chairman. He was named Vice President in 1996 after retiring as 
manager, a position he held for the previous 20 seasons. Lasorda assumed all player personnel responsibilities 
when he was named the Dodgers’ interim General Manager on June 22, 1998. He relinquished his General Manager 
duties when he was promoted to Senior Vice President on Sept. 11, 1998. 


In his current position, Lasorda reports directly to the Office of the Chairman, serving as an advisor on all areas 
of the Dodger organization for Owner & Chairman Frank McCourt and Chief Executive Officer Jamie McCourt. 
Lasorda’s current responsibilities include scouting, evaluating and teaching minor league players, acting as an 
advisor and ambassador for the Dodgers’ international affiliations, and representing the franchise at more than 100 
speaking engagements and appearances to various charities, private groups and military personnel each year. He 
has spoken to troops at more than 35 military bases around the world. 


Lasorda compiled a 1,599-1,439 record and won two World Championships, four National League pennants and 
eight division titles in an extraordinary 20-year career as the Dodgers’ manager. He ranks 13th with 1,599 wins 
and 12th with 3,038 games managed in Major League history. His 16 wins in 30 NL Championship Series games 
managed were the most of any manager at the time of his retirement in 1996. His 61 postseason games managed 
rank fifth all-time behind Bobby Cox (132), Joe Torre (130), Tony LaRussa (107), and Casey Stengel (63). He is only 
one of four managers to manage the same team for 20 years or more, joining Walt Alston, Connie Mack and John 
McGraw. 


Lasorda's role in the globalization of the game of baseball is now more evident than ever before, as Commissioner 
Selig appointed him as the Official Ambassador of the inaugural World Baseball Classic in 2006, and again for the 
2009 Classic to be played at Dodger Stadium. In that capacity, Lasorda served as a spokesperson for the tourna- 
ment and continued his travels around the globe to promote the game of baseball, as he has visited 23 countries 
in his lifetime - Australia, Bermuda, Canada, Colombia, China, Chinese Taipei, Cuba, Denmark, England, the 
Dominican Republic, Italy, Japan, Mexico, Monaco, Norway, Panama, Puerto Rico, Scotland, South Korea, Spain, 
Sweden, Venezuela, and throughout the United States. In 2008, he was awarded with the Order of the Rising Sun, 
Gold Rays with Rosette by the Emperor of Japan for his contributions to Japanese baseball. He has made countless 
trips to Japan over the years, serving as a key liaison between the Dodgers and the Orix Buffaloes in their “friend- 
ship" agreement, Lasorda was also the Dodger ambassador for other “friendship” agreements that the Dodgers 
had with other Asian teams including the LG Twins from Korea and the Sinon Bulls from Taiwan. He also also threw 
out the first pitch in the China Baseball League's first “World Series” in 2002. 


As baseball's ambassador, Lasorda was called upon by Commissioner Allan H. (Bud) Selig to star in an ad campaign 
on behalf of Major League Baseball during the 2006 postseason. The campaign, entitled “Tommy's Tough Love,” 
featured Lasorda in a tuxedo, motivating fans to continue to watch baseball even though their favorite team was not 
in postseason play. 


During his six-decade career, Lasorda has met seven U.S. Presidents - Richard Nixon, Gerald Ford, Jimmy Carter, 
Ronald Reagan, George H.W. Bush, Bill Clinton, and George W. Bush, who asked Lasorda to serve as a delegate 
to the U.S. National Day at the World Exposition in Aichi, Japan in June 2005. The World Exposition was not the first 
time that President Bush has called upon Lasorda for his assistance, as the Hall of Fame manager participated in the 
festivities surrounding the President's inauguration in January 2005. Two months later, Lasorda accompanied Frank 
and Jamie McCourt, in addition to the family of Jackie Robinson, during a visit to the White House to represent the 
Dodgers in a ceremony that posthumously awarded Robinson with the Congressional Gold Medal. In 2007, Lasorda 
joined Dodger legend Don Newcombe in leading a contingent of Little Leaguers from Los Angeles to Washington 
D.C. for a tee-ball game on the South Lawn of the White House. 


In 1997, Lasorda was elected to the National Baseball Hall of Fame by the Veterans Committee in his first year of 
eligibility. He was the 14th manager and 52nd Dodger inducted into the Hall of Fame. In 2007, Lasorda was asked 
by the Hall of Fame to be a member of the committee on managers and umpires, leading to the elections of Billy 
Southworth and Dick Williams to Cooperstown, who will be inducted this summer. 
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Though the National Baseball 
Hall of Fame is his most prestig- 
ious, Lasorda has been enshrined 
in nine different Halls of Fame, 
including the Pacific Coast League 
HOF (2006), Canadian Baseball 
HOF (2006), Italian American 
Sports HOF (1989), California 
Sports HOF (2006), Montgomery 
County Coaches HOF (2002), 
South Atlantic League (2001), 
Albuquerque Baseball HOF (2007), 
and the Louisiana Italian American 
HOF (1985). This summer, he'll add 
three Halls to the list - the Brooklyn 
Dodgers HOF, the Pennsylvania 
HOF and the International League 
HOF.

During the 2000 Olympic Games in Sydney, Australia, Lasorda managed an underdog United States team to the 
Gold Medal over the highly favored Cuban National team just five days after celebrating his 73rd birthday. The 
Olympic Gold Medal, which Lasorda considers his greatest professional achievement, marked his return to the 
dugout after his retirement in 1996. 


Lasorda posted a 3-1 record as the NL manager in four All-Star Games. He joined St. Louis’ Gabby Street (1930- 
31) as the only managers in NL history to win league titles in his first two seasons when he led the Dodgers to titles 
in 1977-78. Lasorda also managed nine of the Dodgers’ 16 Rookies of the Year, more than any other big league 
skipper in history. 


Prior to replacing Hall of Famer Walter Alston as manager on Sept. 29, 1976, Lasorda spent four seasons in Los 
Angeles on Alston's coaching staff from 1973-76. He spent eight seasons as a manager in the Dodgers’ minor 
league system at Pocatello (1965), Ogden (1966-68), Spokane (1969-71) and Albuquerque (1972). Lasorda also 
spent four years as a Dodger scout after retiring as a player following the 1960 season. An astounding 75 players 
Lasorda managed in the minor leagues went on to play in the Majors and he serves as a godfather to nearly a dozen 
of their children. 


Lasorda compiled an 0-4 record and 6.52 ERA as a left-handed pitcher in parts of three Major League seasons with 
the Brooklyn Dodgers (1954-55) and Kansas City Athletics (1956). In all, he spent 14 seasons in the minor leagues 
from 1945-60 and he served two years in the military from 1946-47. 


He has won numerous awards throughout his career, including being named Minor League Manager of the Year 
by The Sporting News in 1970, Manager of the Year by UPI and AP in 1977, Manager of the Year by AP in 1981 
and N.L. Manager of the Year by Baseball America and Co-Manager of the Year by The Sporting News in 1988. 
He was the recipient of the Association of Professional Baseball Players of America’s inaugural Milton Richman 
Memorial Award with Sparky Anderson in 1987, the BBWAA Philadelphia Chapter's Humanitarian Award in 1993, 
Los Angeles Junior Chamber of Commerce's Award of Merit in 1997, Touchdown Club of Columbus’ Baseball 
Ambassador of the Year in 1997, Arete’s Courage in Sports Award in 1997, and was honored by the President of the 
Dominican Republic in 1997 for his dedication to the game of baseball throughout his career. In September 2006, 
Lasorda received the Branch Rickey Award from the Denver Rotary Club for his lifetime of community service. 


Lasorda has been a spokesperson for the American Heart Association and regularly visits patients at the Tom 
Lasorda Heart Institute at Centinela Hospital Medical Center in Inglewood, CA, which opened on Nov. 6, 2000. He 
is a founding member of the Professional Baseball Scouts Foundation and serves on its Board of Directors. The 
PBSF now gives an annual award in his name for the most outstanding manager of the year and in 2006, the first year 
of its existence, Lasorda received the award as the Manager of the Century. Lasorda also sits on the board for the 
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Statue of Liberty/Ellis Island Foundation. In

More than 30 years have passed since the Dodgers’ team physician, Dr. Frank Jobe, made history. 


It was 1974 when Dodger pitcher Tommy John was diagnosed with a ruptured medial collateral ligament (MCL) in his left elbow, an 
injury that previously had no cure, Th until Sept. 25 when Jobe tried a procedure in which he removed a tendon from John's 
forearm and repaired his elbow, thereby changing the game of baseball forever. 

John, who had won 124 games prior to the operati 
that time, without ever missing a start due to el 


on, went on to pitch 14 years after the operation, compiling 164 more victories in 
problems.

On Feb, 21, 2008, the Dodgers announced that he had been promoted to Special Advisor to Chairman Frank McCourt and he took 
part in a special pregame ceremony at Holman Stadium in Vero Beach, FL. Jobe was honored again in front of the home crowd at 
Dodger Stadium on Sept. 23 in a ceremony that included his two most famous patients, John and former Dodger Orel Hershiser, 
among others. 


“Dr. Jobe's contribution to the game is only bested by the exemplary character he has bestowed upon our organization for more than 
40 years,” McCourt said. “If ever a person had Hall of Fame credentials, it is this history-making medical pioneer.” 


Of course, since Jobe’s experiment on John, several things have changed about the procedure. What was once a four-hour surgery 
can now be done in about an hour and the rate of recovery has increased exponentially. Though Jobe originally put John’s chances 
of returning to the Major Leagues at less than 
five percent, Jobe now estimates that 92 to 95 
percent of patients will return as good, if not 
better, than prior to the surgery.

DON NEWCOMBE 


SPECIAL ADVISOR TO THE 
ae : 


Don Newcombe enters his 47th season in the Dodger organization and 39th year as the team's director of community 
relations. In 2009, he takes on a new title as Special Advisor to Chairman Frank McCourt. 


Still the only man in baseball history to win the sport's three major honors — Rookie of the Year, Most Valuable Player 
and Cy Young Award - Newcombe played an often overlooked role in the country's civil rights movement, along with 
Dodger teammates Jackie Robinson and Roy Campanella. 


Newcombe, 81, spent the first seven years of his 10-year big league career with the Brooklyn Dodgers before joining 
the franchise in its move to Los Angeles in 1958. The right-handed pitcher helped the Dodgers win their first World 
Championship in 1955, leading the National League that season with an .800 winning percentage (20-5). That sea- 
son, he also became the first NL pitcher to hit seven home runs in a season. 


The New Jersey native was a four-time National League All- Star and registered a record of 149-90 with 1,129 
strikeouts and a 3.56 ERA, 136 complete games and 24 shutouts. He pitched in three World Series and at 22 years 


old in 1949, he became the second rookie ever to start the opening game of a World Series, striking out 11 Yankees 
in eight innings. 


When Newcombe signed with the Newark Eagles of the Negro Leagues in 1945, he had no idea he was on the verge 
of changing the course of sports history. Dodger President Branch Rickey had decided to integrate Major League 
Baseball, as an unwritten role had prevented blacks from playing since the 1880s. 


Rickey secretly began scouting players from 
the Negro Leagues and he eventually signed 
Jackie Robinson, catcher Roy Campanella 
and Newcombe. In 1946, the trio broke the 
minor league color barrier as Robinson played 
at Triple-A Montreal while Newcombe and 
Campanella were standouts for the Class B 
Nashua Dodgers of the New England League. 


Robinson joined the Brooklyn Dodgers in 1947 
and he won National League Rookie of the 
Year honors. Campanella was promoted to the 
Dodgers in 1948, and Newcombe finally arrived 
in May 1949. From 1949 to 1956, the Dodgers 
played in five World Series and narrowly missed 
the playoffs in 1950 and 1951. 


While the Dodgers were winners on the field, 
the trio still faced challenges off the field. There 
were death threats, isolation, degradation and 
insults hurled by fans and opponents, along 
with snide comments from certain Dodger team- 
mates. Throughout the early 1950s, there were 
some hotels and restaurants that wouldn't serve 
black players during the season. 


After his career, Newcombe had a fateful meet- 
ing with Dr. Martin Luther King, just 28 days ef. : az 

before his assassination in 1968. Concluding a 

tour of speech-making, protests marches and peaceful demonstrations, King had dinner at Newcombe's home in Los 
Angeles before King returned to Atlanta. 


According to Newcombe, King said, “Don, you'll never know how easy you and Jackie and (Larry) Doby and Campy 
(Roy Campanella) made it for me to do my job by what you did on the baseball field.” 


Ten years after his retirement in 1960, Newcombe started the Dodgers' Community Relations Department in 1970. 
He makes dozens of appearances throughout the Los Angeles area each season, speaking to youngsters and par- 
ticipating in the Dodgers’ Speakers Bureau. In that role, he has helped numerous others in their own battles against 
substance abuse. 
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DENNIS MANNION 


PRESIDENT & CHIEF OPERATING OFFICER 


Dennis Mannion joined the Dodgers as Executive Vice President/Chief Operating Officer in November, 2007, and 
was promoted to President/COO in March, 2009. During his first season with the Dodgers, he led the effort to 
create the club's first Sports Lab, an innovative production facility of distributable content that integrates marketing, 
merchandising, and media (M). He also created a new Telemarketing Center and a new Fan Hospitality Center. 


Mannion was involved in the club's season-long celebration of its 50th anniversary in Los Angeles, including the 
Dodgers’ historic visit to China, farewell to its Vero Beach Spring Training home, and the launch of its new home at 
Camelback Ranch — Glendale in Arizona. 


The Dodgers’ championship of the National League West and sweep of the Chicago Cubs represented the 11th time 
Dennis had been with organizations in postseason play. 


Mannion, 49, holds the rare distinction of having experience in all four Major League sports, where he has been part 
of two World Series (1983 and 1993 with the Phillies), an All-Star Game, an NHL Conference Championship, and a 
Super Bowl (with the Ravens). The 2009 season is his 28th in major league sports. 


The New York native joined the Dodgers following eight seasons with the Baltimore Ravens of the National Football 
League, where he served as the club's Senior Vice President of Business Ventures. In that role, Mannion oversaw all 
revenue streams, image, and brand-generating properties. He led and coordinated the development of more than 60 
Ravens sub-brands, 12 season-long Ravens television and radio shows, and annual events such as Spring Football 
Festival, Ravens Kickoff Week, State of the Ravens, and the Ravens All Community Team. 


While in Baltimore, Mannion also led successful bids to host the 2000 and 2007 Army-Navy Game, the 2002, 2006, 
and 2008 Navy-Notre Dame game, 2005 and 2010 Maryland-Navy football and the 2003, 2004, and 2007 NCAA 
Lacrosse Championships at M&T Bank Stadium. 


He pioneered the Ravens’ efforts to converge Ravens programming (Rave-TV, Ravens Radio, baltimoreravens.com, 
Ravens Mobile-In-Zone, Ravens Podcast and Video on Demand). Mannion also represented the team for the sale of 
its stadium naming rights to M&T Bank. 


Mannion served on the NFL Business Ventures Committee, the board of Vehicles for Change, the Baltimore Classic 
Fund, the steering committee for Camden Yards Sports and Entertainment Commission, Medstar Hospital System 
Foundation, Salisbury University Foundation and is the founder of the Ravens All Community Team. 


Prior to joining the Ravens in 1999, Mannion spent three years as Senior Vice President at Ascent Sports, owner 
of the NHL's Colorado Avalanche, NBA's Denver Nuggets and the Pepsi Center, where both teams play. While with 
Ascent, he handled all business operations of both clubs and transitioned the teams’ operations to the newly-built 
Pepsi Center as well as signing the agreement for the 2000 NHL All-Star Game. 


With his hiring by the Dodgers, Mannion returned to Major League Baseball, where he spent 16 years with the 
Philadelphia Phillies from 1982-97, ultimately holding the position of Vice President of Marketing and Sales for eight 
seasons. He was noted for enhancing the fan experience at Veterans Stadium during his tenure and was instrumental 
in both the acquisition and the staging of the 1996 MLB All-Star Game in Philadelphia. In 1996, Mannion was named 
as a “40 Under 40" award winner by the Philadelphia Business Journal, as the Phillies received two MLB Marketing 
Excellence awards during his time with the club. 


Mannion graduated cum laude from the University of Massachusetts in 1981 with a bachelor's degree in business and 
sports management. He received the “Distinguished Alumnus Award” from his alma mater in 1998. 


He and his wife, Pam, have five children and reside in Pasadena. 


NED COLLETTI 


GENERAL MANAGER 


Ned Colletti enters his fourth season as General Manager of the Los Angeles Dodgers, a position to which he 
was appointed on Nov. 16, 2005. In this capacity, he is responsible for overseeing the team's baseball operations, 
including all scouting, player personnel and player development. 


Colletti, 54, became the 10th general manager in Los Angeles Dodger history and is entering his 28th year in Major 
League Baseball. During his three years at the helm of the club, the team has reached the postseason twice, making 
him the first general manager in Dodger history to accomplish that feat. Among the 30 current Major League GMs, 
only Brian Cashman, Theo Epstein, and Kevin Towers constructed teams that reached the postseason in at least 
two of their first three years, Since Colletti joined the Dodgers, inheriting a team that finished with a 71-91 record, 
the team has posted a 254-232 record (.523), the third-best mark in the National League behind the Mets (.564) and 
Phillies (.647). In his 12 seasons as a General Manager or Assistant General Manager, teams he has been associ- 
ated with have finished over .500 in 11 seasons. 


Since joining the Dodgers, Colletti has been charged with competing for the postseason each year while keeping 
the team’s abundance of young talent intact for the future. To that end, he has put together a team for 2009 centered 
around a core group of players under the age of 26 while surrounding them with talented veterans, including free 
agents Rafael Furcal, Casey Blake, who both re-signed with the club during the past winter. In addition, Colletti 
signed Randy Wolf and Guillermo Mota to solidify the pitching staff, added All-Star Orlando Hudson, and to top it 
all off, he negotiated a two-year contract to bring back future Hall of Fame outfielder Manny Ramirez, who became 
one of the most popular players in franchise history when he was acquired at last year's trade deadline. 


In 2008, the Dodgers won the National League West division and swept the Cubs in the Division Series to reach the 
NLCS, capturing their first postseason series victory since their World Championship season of 1988. In addition to 
trading for Blake and future Hall of Fame right-hander Greg Maddux, Colletti pulled off arguably the greatest trade 
in Dodger franchise history, acquiring Ramirez for the stretch run just minutes before the trade deadline. Ramirez 
went on to put together two of the greatest months in team history before continuing his torrid hitting during the 
postseason. That trade and the subsequent play of Ramirez was named the top moment in Los Angeles sports in 
2008 by the Los Angeles Sports Council. 


The team's current 40-man roster boasts 27 players who have come up through the Dodger farm system, a dramatic 
increase over the past decade, while Colletti also played an integral role in bringing future Hall of Fame manager 
Joe Torre to Los Angeles as the 26th manager in franchise history. 


With a focus on developing top talent, Colletti and his staff launched an offseason Player Development Program 
in 2008 that included instruction both on and off the field. In addition to learning the game from Dodger legends 
like Duke Snider, Maury Wills, Don Newcombe, Wes Parker, and others, the young players took part in classroom 
sessions that helped acclimate them to Los Angeles and the Major Leagues upon their eventual arrival. In fact, 
among the group of prospects that attended the inaugural program, seven reached the Major Leagues in 2008 
(Blake DeWitt, Clayton Kershaw, James McDonald, 
A.J. Ellis, Cory Wade, Ramon Troncoso and Scott 
Elbert), including several who were well ahead of 
schedule. He also created the Dodger Pride Awards,

Since the beginning of the 1997 season, 


the club had played just 14 games that did not have playoff implications and during that nine-year span, the tea 
advanced to the postseason four times and was eliminated on the final day of the season on two occasions. 


Colletti played an important role in helping assemble the Giants’ club through trades and free agency. From 1997- 
2004, the Giants posted a .570 winning percentage, the best eight-year record in San Francisco history and the 
third-best record in Major League Baseball. The club's .585 mark from 2000-04 was its best five-year mark as 
well. 


Prior to joining the Giants, Colletti worked for the Chicago Cubs, beginning his Major League career in 1982. He 
worked in both the media relations and baseball operations departments while handling salary arbitration 
assisting in player acquisitions and contract negotiations. He was a member of the organizatio he Cubs v 
National League East Division titles in 1984 and 1989 and was honored with the Robert O. Fishel Award for Public 
Relations Excellence in 1990. 


The Chicago native graduated from Northern Illinois University and East Leyden High School in Franklin Park, 

the same high school attended by former Denver Broncos head coach Mike Shanahan, former Toronto Ra Hos 
general manager Glen Grunwald, and former NBA head coach Jimmy Rodgers. He was iniduisted into the Triton 
College Sports Hall of Fame in 1993, entering the same time as former Major League players Kirby Puckett, Lance 
Johnson and Jeff Reboulet. 


Colletti has made a commitment to the Los Angeles community and for the fourth consecutive season, during select 
home games he will donate his personal Dodger tickets to local community based pcnianine and the families of 
enlisted service men and women, allowing them a chance to enjoy a Dodger game and spend time in the general 
manager's box. Colletti has regularly supported the UCLA Mattel Children’s Hospital with his time and assisted the 
Boys and Girls Club.

DR. CHARLES STEINBERG 


EXECUTIVE VICE PRESIDENT, CREATIVE AND COMMUNICATIONS 


Dr, Charles Steinberg joined the Dodgers in January, 2008, and oversees the club's creative production, communica- 
tions, community relations, and fan services areas. He also serves on the boards of the Dodgers Dream Foundation 
and the club's official charity, ThinkCure! 


Steinberg joined the Dodgers following six seasons with the Boston Red Sox, where he served as the team’s 
Executive Vice President/Public Affairs. His move to Los Angeles represents a return to the West Coast for the 
Baltimore native, who after 19 seasons working for the Orioles, worked seven for the San Diego Padres. He has 
earned five championship rings, including World Championships with Baltimore (1983) and Boston (2004, 2007). 
He also won league championships with Baltimore (1979) and San Diego (1998). 


In his six seasons in Boston, Steinberg was a creative force in the franchise's fan-friendly attitude, warm hospitality, 
and ceremonies, special events, and marketing. Responsible for the fan's experience at Fenway Park and for the Red 
Sox' relationship with the community, Steinberg oversaw the club's communication, good will, and fan relationships. 
These areas included public and community relations, electronic and live entertainment, television and video produc- 
tion, and advertising and customer service. 


Among his responsibilities and innovations with the Red Sox were the Opening Day ceremonies (including the pres- 
entation of the championship rings in 2005), players greeting fans at the gates, the Father's Day Catch at Fenway, 
the Tribute to Ted Williams, the Fenway Ambassadors program, as well as community events on September 11, 
Halloween, Veterans Day, Thanksgiving, Christmas, the birthdays of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. and Jackie Robinson, 
and Valentine's Day. 


When he came to Boston for the 2002 season, Steinberg was instrumental in developing the club's consecutive- 
game sell out streak, cultivating the passionate Red Sox Nation fan base, and contributing to the improvements that 
enabled the ownership to save Fenway Park. 


In the community, Steinberg helped re-energize the club's record-setting efforts, creating the Red Sox Scholars 
program ($5,000 college scholarships for 125 Boston middle schoolers since starting in 2003), the Boston Area 
Church League, and Red Sox Children’s Retreats at the Ron Burton Training Village. 


With the Padres, Steinberg had similar responsibilities and was a contributor to San Diego's successful campaign 
to build franchise-saving PETCO Park. He also created the Padres Scholars, a similar scholarship program that now 
has more than 300 students, many of them now college graduates. 


Steinberg won an Emmy Award for his television production of the story of the 1998 National League Champion 
Padres, and a Telly Award for the video of the 1989 Orioles. 


On the field, Steinberg orchestrated the finale of Baltimore's Memorial Stadium in 1991, the opening of Oriole Park at 
Camden Yards in 1992, and the ceremonies surrounding the 1993 All-Star Game. He also started the planning of Cal 
Ripken's “Streak Week" festivities, and created the celebration of the career of Hall of Famer Tony Gwynn in 2001. 


The Baltimore native's baseball career began at age 17 with an internship from Gilman School arranged with 
the Orioles’ Jack Dunn III, grandson of the man who first signed Babe Ruth. He was Hall of Fame Manager Earl 
Weaver's statistician for six years and continued that position with manager Joe Altobelli through the Orioles’ World 
Championship season of 1983. 


Steinberg created the Orioles’ first video production department in 1985, first customer service department in 1993, 
and ultimately headed its public relations department. 


He worked for the Orioles while earning his undergraduate degree from the University of Maryland and his doctorate 
from Maryland's dental school, and continued his front office work while also assuming the role of team dentist. It 
was with the Orioles in 1979 that Steinberg first worked with Larry Lucchino, who became his mentor in Baltimore, 
San Diego, and Boston. In 1982, Steinberg became a founding and charter member of the Academy for Sports 
Dentistry. 


A musician and songwriter, Steinberg wrote “That's When | Fell in Love With Baseball,” recorded by Marilyn McCoo 
and Billy Davis Jr. He served on the board of the San Diego Symphony and performed “Take Me Out to the Ballgame" 
on the Fenway Park organ during Jimmy Buffett's concerts in 2004, He was part of group that sang on the Dropkick 
Murphy's hit song, “Tessie,” and had a cameo with Drew Barrymore in the Farrelly Brothers’ hit film, “Fever Pitch.” 
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Sam Fernandez begins his 28th season with the Dodgers and 11th as Senior Vice President and General Counsel. He was 
appointed to his current position in 2000. Fernandez joined the organization and was named General Counsel on June 1, 1984. He 
was assigned the additional responsibilities of Assistant Secretary in 1987 and Secretary in 1998. Before joining the organization, 
Fernandez was an associate with the law firm of Latham & Watkins from 1980-84 and served as the Dodgers’ resident counsel 
from Feb, 1, 1983 until he formally joined the team. 


During his tenure with the Dodgers, Fernandez has been responsible for overseeing all of the team's legal affairs. His duties have 
included negotiating and drafting contracts with the team’s broadcasting partners, concessionaires, sponsors, and players, licens- 
ing the team's marks and other intellectual property, leasing the stadium for concerts and films, and supervising all litigation. 


Fernandez has worked on matters ranging from the establishment of the Dodgers’ training facility in the Dominican Republic to 
serving on the Board of Directors of Major League Baseball Properties, Inc. He has also served on the Boards of Directors of Los 
Angeles Dodgers, Inc., Major League Baseball Enterprises, Inc., The Pediatrics and Family Medical Foundation in Los Angeles, 
the Southern California Chapter of the American Corporate Counsel Association, and the Leadership Advisory Board for the 
Association of Media & Entertainment Counsel. 


Fernandez graduated magna cum laude from UCLA in 1976 with a Bachelor of Arts degree in sociology and political science. He 
received his Juris Doctor in 1980 from the University of California, Hastings College of Law, and was elected to the Order of the 
Coif. He was admitted to the practice of law in 1980 and is an active member of the California State Bar, the Los Angeles County 
Bar Association, and the American Bar Association. 


Fernandez and his wife, Susan, reside in Manhattan Beach, CA. They have two children, Kristina and Mike

CHIEF FINANCIAL OFFICER 


Peter Wilhelm enters his third season as the Los Angeles Dodgers’ Chief Financial Officer. He oversees all financial aspects of the 
Dodger organization, including payroll, capital planning, budgeting, financial reporting, strategic initiatives, and cash management 
In addition, Wilhelm oversees Information Technology and the technology infrastructure of the organization. 


Prior to joining the Dodger organization, Wilhelm served as Chief Financial Officer of McCourt Group, Inc. advising on the parent 
company's cash management and strategic investments. Wilhelm's tenure as a strategic advisor to Frank and Jamie McCourt began 
in 2001 while he was a Vice President at MZ Sports 


Since 2001, in addition to engagements with the McCourts, Wilhelm has advised on more than 30 acquisitions of sports properties 
Focusing on buy-side engagements in all four major leagues, Wilhelm successfully closed acquisitions including the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, Washington Nationals, Cleveland Cavaliers, Anaheim Ducks, Seattle Supersonics, and Georgia Force. Wilhelm focused 
on acquisition due diligence, asset valuation, operational analysis, capital structuring, facility financing, strategic analysis, capital 
raise, vendor negotiations, and league issues and approvals.

VICE PRESIDENT & ASSISTANT GENERAL MANAGER 


Kim Ng (pronounced ANG) enters her eighth season as Vice President and Assistant General Manager of the Los Angeles Dodgers. 
She is one of only two female executives in Major League Baseball to hold such a position in baseball operations and was the first 
woman to interview for a general manager's position in Major League history when she did so with the Dodgers in 2005. This past 
winter, Ng was a finalist for the GM position in Seattle. 


Ng's primary responsibilities are to assist General Manager Ned Colletti in player acquisitions and contract negotiations in addi- 
tion to coordinating player transactions. She oversees the club's arbitration efforts, player development, and professional scouting 
departments and manages the day-to-day operations of the baseball department including the medical, clubhouse, and team travel 
divisions. 


Considered one of the future leaders of baseball, Ng was recently tabbed one of “10 to Watch” by Baseball America in its 25th 
anniversary issue saluting the most influential people in the game. Additionally, she was featured by Newsweek during its year-end 
“Who's Next?” edition in 2006. 


In 2007, she was one of 20 fellows that were named to the Young Leaders Forum for the National Committee on United States-China 
relations and took part in a four-day retreat in Nanjing, China. The Young Leaders Forum (YLF) provides an opportunity to enhance the 
dialogue between the two countries and build lasting economic, geopolitical and cultural ties among the people of both nations.

Considered one of the future leaders of baseball, Ng was recently tabbed one of “10 to Watch” by Baseball America in its 25th 
anniversary issue saluting the most influential people in the game. Additionally, she was featured by Newsweek during its year-end 
“Who's Next?" edition in 2006. 


In 2007, she was one of 20 fellows that were named to the Young Leaders Forum for the National Committee on United States-China 
relations and took part in a four-day retreat in Nanjing, China. The Young Leaders Forum (YLF) provides an opportunity to enhance the 
dialogue between the two countries and build lasting economic, geopolitical and cultural ties among the people of both nations. 


Ng's tenure at the Dodgers has been highlighted by dramatic improvement in scouting and player development, lead-ing to numerous 
accolades including the most recent honor, as the Dodgers were named the 2006 Organization of the Year by Baseball America. The 
publication also called Ng a top general manager prospect in its “Best Tools" issue. 


In 2004, along with her other duties, Ng assumed the interim position of Director of Player Development and was responsible for 
overseeing the Dodgers’ Minor League department, including developing and evaluating all players in the farm system, appoint- 
ing minor league managers and coaching staff, and overseeing the club's winter ball participa-tion and relationships between the 
Dodgers and their minor league affiliates.

She 
approved all player transactions and contracts and assisted American League General Managers to interpret and apply the Major 
League Rules and the Basic Agreement 


She began her career in baseball with the Chicago White Sox serving as Special Projects Analyst (1991 - 1994) and was then pro- 
moted to Assistant Director of Baseball Operations in 1995. In those positions, she assisted in analyzing player tendencies, signing 
free agents, tracking Major League player movement, arbitration, negotiating contracts, and budgeting. 


Ng graduated from the University of Chicago, where she played softball for four years and earned a Bachelor's degree in Public 
Policy. She also served as a coach at her alma mater in 19xx-xx.

VICE PRESIDENT, COMMUNICATIONS 


Josh Rawitch is entering his 15th season in Major League Baseball, 13th with the Dodgers and second as the team’s Vice President of 
Communications. In his current capacity, he is responsible for the overall baseball communication and media relations efforts of the organi- 
zation while also directing the team’s business communication efforts and publications department. He serves as the organization's primary 
liaison with their broadcasters and assists in the team's community relations efforts 


During his tenure with the Dodgers, he has overseen the club's public relations efforts for their historic trip to China in 2008, as well as 
their international exhibition games in Mexico City in 2003. He directed the organization's communications and media relations throughout 
their 50th anniversary season in 2008, which included a record-setting return to the Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum in which the team set 
a Guinness World Record for attendance at a baseball game (115,300). He also oversaw the public relations and media relations for the 
Dodgers’ final year at Dodgertown in Vero Beach, FL, which included a month-long celebration of the historic Spring Training site 


Rawitch, 32, serves as one of the organization's primary spokespeople and is responsible for the team's baseball, business, multicultural 
and entertainment public relations while assisting in the organization's internal communications and strategic planning efforts. A bilingual 
Spanish-speaker, he directs the team's media strategies within the Hispanic marketplace and operates a daily weblog called “Inside the 
Dodgers," where he and other front office members provide daily insight into the Dodger front office. 


He joined the Dodgers in 1995 in the Advertising and Special Events Department and spent parts of five seasons in the team's marketing 
department before moving over to Public Relations in 2000, He left the organization for two seasons and helped to integrate MLB.com, 
the league's official website, from an independently operated site to a profitable venture that now covers all 30 Major League teams and 
receives more than one hundred million visits per season from fans across the world. 


During his time with MLB Advanced Media, Rawitch served as a daily beat reporter, covering the Dodgers in 2001 and the Giants in 2002

In this role, he is responsible for developing and evaluating all players in the Dodgers’ minor league system, appoint- 
ing all minor league managers and coaching staff, as well as all coordinator and instructor positions. He also over- 
sees the clubs’ winter ball participation, Latin American player development, and relationships between the Dodgers 
and their minor league affiliates. Watson serves as an advisor to General Manager Ned Colletti on 40-man roster 
moves and Major League acquisitions in addition to overseeing all minor league transactions. 


He and his staff conducted the second annual Winter Prospect Development Program this January that included 
instruction both on and off the field. In addition to learning the game from Dodger legends like Duke Snider, Maury 
Wills, Don Newcombe, Wes Parker, Ramon Martinez, and others, the young players took part in classroom sessions 
that helped acclimate them to Los Angeles and the Major Leagues upon their eventual arrival. In fact, several of the 
players who took part in the inaugural two-week seminars reached the Major Leagues in 2008 well ahead of sched- 
ule. Among the current Dodger players who have seen significant development since Watson's arrival are pitchers 
Clayton Kershaw, James McDonald, Ramon Troncoso, and Scott Elbert and infielders Blake DeWitt and Chin-lung 
Hu. 


Since joining the Dodgers, Watson has brought several former Dodger players back into the fold as minor league 
instructors, including Tim Wallach, Lenny Harris, Franklin Stubbs, and Aaron Sele. 


Watson, 42, is beginning his 25th year in professional baseball. He joined the Dodgers from the Cleveland Indians, 
where he was the Director of Professional Scouting for three seasons (2004-06), working directly with the general 
manager on building the Major League roster through trades and free agent acquisitions. Prior to joining the Indians, 
the Baldwin Hills, CA native served as the Reds’ Scouting Director from 1998-00, where more than 25 of his draft 
choices reached a Major League 40-man roster, including future big leaguers Adam Dunn and Austin Kearns. He 
moved to the professional scouting side with the Reds in 2001 and 2002.

DOUBLE TROUBLE 


th 1953, Brooklyn's Carl Furillo won the batting title with a .844 mark and Roy Campanella took home the RBI 
crown with 142. Since then, no National League team has had two different players lead the Jeague in those two 
Categories. The last American League team to do so was the 2001 Mariners, who had Ichiro Suzuki (.353) and Bret 
Boone (141) accomplish the feat. Since 1920, the year that the RBI became an official statistic, this has happened 
only 14 times in thé Major Leagues and just three times in the National League.

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LOGAN WHITE 


ASSISTANT GENERAL MANAGER, SCOUTING 


Logan White begins his eighth season with the Dodgers and third as Assistant General Manager, Scouting. In this capacity, White's 
primary responsibilities are overseeing the organization's amateur and international scouting efforts, including the annual June First-Year 
Player Draft, along with assisting the GM in various capacities. 


Prior to 2007, White served as the Director of Amateur Scouting for the Dodgers for five seasons. In that role, he headed up the draft 
selections or signings of 18 players who appeared in the Major Leagues for the Dodgers over the past two seasons - Tony Abreu, Chad 
Billingsley, Jonathan Broxton, Blake DeWitt, Scott Elbert, A.J. Ellis, Chin-lung Hu, Eric Hull, Clayton Kershaw, Russell Martin, James 
McDonald, James Loney, Matt Kemp, Eric Stults, Cory Wade, and Delwyn Young. Along with his staff of amateur scouts, White's history 
of success in the draft helped lead to the Dodgers being named Baseball America's 2006 Organization of the Year. 


White has had unparalleled success in his first six drafts for the Dodgers, as his June 2004 First-Year Player draft was rated by Baseball 
America as the best draft in the National League and second best in baseball. His 2003 draft was tabbed as the best in the Major Leagues 
by the publication and his 2002 Draft was rated as the fourth-best draft in baseball. The Dodgers were the only team to have their draft 
rated in the top five in each of those three seasons. 


Right-hander Ethan Martin, the club's first-round pick last season, was the fifth high-school pitcher taken with the Dodgers’ first pick 
in the seven drafts conducted under White's direction. Three of those five have already reached the Majors ~ Billingsley, Kershaw, and 
Elbert — while another high school pitching phenom, Loney, was drafted as a first baseman and has also become a fixture on the big 
league club. 


In 2005, the Dodgers’ second first-round selection and 28th overall pick of the 2004 draft, third baseman Blake DeWitt, was rated by 
the magazine as having the fourth-best season by a high school draft pick. He has continued his development and is now rated as the 
fifth-best prospect in the Dodger organization, according to that publication, 


The Dodgers’ scouting success hasn't been limited to the first few rounds, either, as the team's 17th-round pick in 2002, Martin, has 
emerged as one of the game's top catchers while Wade, a 10th-round selection, reached the Majors last season for the first time and is 
expected to play a significant role in the bullpen this year. 


In addition to his work at the amateur level, White played a significant role in the signing of Takashi Saito, a non-roster invitee in 2006 who 
became one of the game's top closers, as well as the scouting and signing of right-hander Hiroki Kuroda, who joined the Dodgers last 
season following a successful professional career in Japan. 


Prior to joining the Dodgers, White spent seven years with the Baltimore Orioles as the West Coast Supervisor with responsibilities 
including overseeing all area scouts from the Western part of the United States, as well as evaluating players in Canada and Australia. 


White's scouting experience is extensive, as he served as the West Coast Supervisor for the San Diego Padres from 1993-95, an area 
scout with Baltimore from 1990-92, and an associate scout with the Seattle Mariners from 1988-89. He was a minor league pitcher in the 
Seattle Mariners’ organization from 1984-87 and was signed by Jeff Malinoff 


Originally from Portales, NM, White graduated from Western New Mexico University with honors, and was an Academic All-American in 
1984. In 1996, he was inducted into the Western New Mexico University Hall of Fame 


White, his wife Deena and son, Logan, Jr., reside in Phoenix, AZ 


LEE ELIA 


SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE GENERAL MANAGER 


Former Major League player, coach, and manager Lee Elia joins the Dodgers’ front office in 2009 as a Special Assistant to General 
Manager Ned Colletti. 


Elia, who played for the White Sox and Cubs in 1966 and 1968, respectively, went on to serve as a coach for the Phillies, Yankees, Blue 
Jays, Devil Rays, and Orioles in addition to his time as a Major League manager. Elia, 71, piloted the Cubs (1982-83) and the Phillies 
(1987-88). 


The Phildelphia native attended the University of Delaware and was signed by his hometown Phillies in 1958 as an amateur free agent 
He made his Major League debut on April 23, 1966 and played all but two of his 77 big league games at shortstop. He was inducted into 
the Pennsylvania Sports Hall of Fame in 2000. 


Most recently, Elia was a member of the Seattle Mariners’ organization, serving as a special assistant to the manager before taking over 
as the club's hitting coach in June. Two weeks later, he was promoted to bench coach for the remainder of the 2008 season, a position 
he had previously held in Seattle from 1993-97 


Elia and his wife, Priscilla have two daughters, Tana and Ashley. 
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TONEY HOWELL 


SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE GENERAL MANAGER 


Toney Howell enters his third year with the Dodgers as a Special Assistant to the General Manager. His responsibilities include Major League 
scouting, consulting with player trades, acquisitions, and roster moves in addition to other special assignments 


Before joining the Dodgers, Howell was a professional and Major League scout for the Milwaukee Brewers for three seasons (2004-06). 
Prior to his time with the Brewers, he spent eight seasons (1996-2003) with the Texas Rangers as a professional scout. His career in scouting 
began in 1985 with the Chicago Cubs as an amateur scout, a position he held for 10 seasons. He was also a minor league hitting instructor 
forthe Cubs, 


Howell attended Ohio State University, where he played baseball as an outfielder and football as a strong safety for three years, twice being 
named an All-American in both sports. He was drafted by the Cincinnati Reds following his junior year in 1980 after leading the nation in batting 
average. In addition to his professional playing career, which included brief stints with the Houston Astros in 1984 and 1985, Howell was an 
alternate in the 1992 Olympics as a third-degree black belt in Tae Kwon Do.

VANCE LOVELACE 


SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE GENERAL MANAGER 


Vance Lovelace enters his ninth season with the Dodgers and third as a Special Assistant to the General Manager 


In his current capacity, Lovelace is responsible for professional scouting, and reports directly to GM Ned Colletti regarding roster moves and 
player acquisitions. Lovelace joined the Dodgers as a professional scout in 2001, and was promoted to Special Assistant on Nov. 7, 2006. His 
career in baseball operations began in 1997 as a pitching coach and assistant general manager for the New Jersey Jackals of the Northern 
League, a position he held for three seasons. 


Lovelace enjoyed a 13-year career (1981-94) in professional baseball, appearing in nine games over three seasons in the Major Leagues with 
the Angels (1988-89) and Mariners (1990) as a left-handed pitcher. 


After being drafted in the first round (16th pick) in 1981 by the Cubs, he was traded in 1983 to Los Angeles with Dan Cataline for Ron Cey. At 
the time, Dodger General Manager Ned Colletti was a member of Chicago's front office. 


That season, Lovelace won eight games for the Dodgers’ Single-A affiliate in Vero Beach before posting a 3.88 ERA in 16 starts for Double-A 
San Antonio in 1984. He split time with those two teams in 1985, appearing in 18 games before the Angels drafted him from Los Angeles in 
December of that season. He made his big league debut in the 17th inning of a game on Sept. 10, 1988 vs. Texas. 


Lovelace also played for the China Trust Whales in Taiwan in 1995. 


BILL MUELLER 


SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE GENERAL MANAGER 


Former American League batting champion Bill Mueller enters his fourth season in the Dodger organization and third as a Special Assistantto 
the General Manager. He returned to the front office for the 2008 season after serving as the Dodgers’ interim hitting coach during the second 
half of the 2007 season. He began the year as a Special Assistant to General Manager Ned Colletti, the role he resumed last season and in 
that capacity, he will assist the GM with special projects and player evaluation on the Major and minor league levels. 


Mueller, 38, became the fourth-youngest coach in Dodger history in 2007 when he took over the hitting coach duties on June 14. The only 
coaches younger than him were Mark Cresse (27), Rube Walker (32) and Ron Roenicke (35) 


He joined the front office following an 11-year Major League playing career with the Giants, Cubs, Red Sox and Dodgers. He finished his 
career with a .291 lifetime batting average, 85 home runs and 493 RBI in 11 seasons and was a member of the 2004 World Champion Boston 
Red Sox. 
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He was signed to a two-year contract the Dodgers in 2006 but was limited to 32 games before surgery on his right knee forced him to miss 
the remainder of the season and ultimately retire. He batted .252 with three homers and 15 RBI while striking out just nine times in 127 plate 
appearances before the injury. 


In 2003, Mueller enjoyed his best season in the Major Leagues, winning the American League batting title and Silver Slugger Award at third 
base while setting career highs in average (.326), hits (171), homers (19) and RBI (85). 


The Maryland Heights, Missouri native made five postseason appearances, including the 2004 World Series in which he hit .429 (6-for-14), 
helping the Red Sox sweep the Cardinals in four games. In 1,182 career games in the field, primarily at third base, Mueller compiled a .958 
fielding percentage. 


Mueller’s time with the Dodgers marks his third stint with Colletti, with the first two coming when Colletti was the Assistant General Manager 
in San Francisco.

RICK RAGAZZO 


SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE GENERAL MANAGER 


Rick Ragazzo enters his second season with the Dodgers and 19th in professional baseball. As a Special Assistant 
to General Manager Ned Colletti, Ragazzo is responsible for Major League scouting as well as assisting the general 
manager with Major League roster moves. 


Ragazzo joined the Dodgers during the offseason following 17 years with the San Francisco Giants’ organization, 
where he headed the club's international operations, particularly in Latin America and the Pacific Rim and assisted 
GM Brian Sabean on Major League matters. Among the numerous Latin players he was responsible for signing was 
left-handed pitcher Francisco Liriano. 


Prior to joining the Giants, Ragazzo served as an assistant coach at Fullerton College (1985-88) and Loyola 
Marymount University (1988-90), He began his professional baseball career as an area scout for the Giants in July 
1990, He scouted the Southern California and Hawaii territories for six years before being promoted to his final 
position in 1997. 


He holds a bachelor's degree in Physical Sciences from California State University, Fullerton and a Master’s degree 
in Education Administration from Azusa Pacific University. 


Ragazzo and his wife, Eileen, reside in Leona Valley, CA and have four sons, Austen, Ryan, Dominic and Trevor. 


JOSE VIZCAINO 


SPECIAL ASSISTANT, BASEBALL OPERATIONS 


Jose Vizcaino joined the Dodgers’ front office in 2008 after an 18-year big league career that started when he was 
signed by the Dodgers as a 17-year-old out of San Cristobal in the Dominican Republic. Now in his second season 
as a special assistant to the baseball operations department, Vizcaino works on special projects in baseball opera- 
tions and serves as an on-field instructor during Spring Training. He will also instruct at the Dodgers’ academy in the 
Dominican Republic, Campo Las Palmas. 


Vizcaino, 40, came up through the Dodgers' farm system in the 1980's. He made his Major League debut on Sept. 
10, 1989 as the second-youngest player in the National League that season and also played for Los Angeles in 1990 
before moving on to a productive career with the Cubs, Mets, Indians, and Giants. 


He returned to the Dodgers in 1998 and played with the club through 2000, when he was traded to the New York 
Yankees and helped them to a World Championship. Vizcaino played for the Houston Astros from 2001-05 before 
finishing his career with the Giants and Cardinals in 2006. 


The switch-hitting Vizcaino posted a .270 batting average with 36 home runs, 480 runs batted in and 74 stolen bases 
in parts of 18 seasons in the Majors. He played primarily as a shortstop but appeared at all four infield positions and 
left field, compiling a .976 lifetime fielding percentage. 


Vizcaino appeared in the postseason six times, including the 2005 World Series with the Houston Astros and the 
2000 Fall Classic, in which his game-winning single in the 12th inning of Game 1 ended the longest game in World 
Series history and propelled the Yankees to a title in five games over the Mets. 
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MARK WEIDEMAIER 


SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE GENERAL MANAGER 


Mark Weidemaier enters his eleventh season with the Dodgers and his seventh as a Special Assistant to the General Manager. Now in his 
29th year of professional baseball, Weidemaier joined the Dodgers in 1999 as the club's Major League Advance Scout. He served in that 
capacity for eight years, adding the Special Assistant title in 2003. In 2009, his primary responsibility will again be handling the Major League 
Advance Scouting where he will work hand in hand with Manager Joe Torre and his staff, providing them with comprehensive scouting reports 
on all Dodger opponents, as well as serving as a working coach and helping to coordinate Major League Spring Training. He also consults 
on player trades, acquisitions, and roster moves. In addition Weidemaier scouts the Arizona Fall League and the Winter Leagues, including 
the Dominican Republic and Venezuela. 


Prior to joining the Dodgers, Weidemaier was the Major League Advance Scout for the Chicago White Sox from 1996-98. He also worked for 
the Cleveland Indians as a regional crosschecker and was responsible for scouting the Eastern United States and Latin America, as well as 
covering Winter Ball in Mexico, Puerto Rico, Venezuela, and the Dominican Republic from 1991-95. 


In 1989 and 1990, he worked in Player Development for the New York Yankees as the Coordinator of Defense and was also the Director of 
Baseball Operations for the Yankees Dominican Republic Academy. 


The Columbus, Ohio, native managed the Union Laguna Club in the Mexican League in 1988 and also served as the Director of Player 
Development for the Mexican League's Pasteje Academy. He worked for the California Angels as a scouting supervisor, roving infield instruc- 
tor, and as the Angels Field Coordinator at their Dominican Republic Academy (1984-87). He began his career with the Kansas City Royals 
and started in player development as a minor league coach in 1982. 


Weidemaier served as the Head Coach at Montreat-Anderson Junior College (NC) and during this time, also managed the Waynesboro 
Generals of the Shenandoah Valley League. 


During his career, he has signed a number of Major League players including Paul Sorrento, Herbert Perry, and Jonathan Nunnally. 
Weidemaier holds a Master's Degree in Sports Administration from The Ohio State University where he was an Assistant Baseball Coach. He 
received his bachelor's degree in English and Journalism from Union University in Jackson, Tennessee. 


Weidemaier and his wife, Tracy, reside in Tierra Verde, Florida. 


MAURY WILLS 


INSTRUCTOR 


Maury Wills returns in 2009 in his role as an instructor for the Dodgers’ Major League and minor league players. In this capacity, Wills serves 
as a baserunning and bunting coach during Spring Training as well as throughout the regular season in Los Angeles. Wills also worked with 
the Dodgers’ prospects during the the past two Winter Development Programs in January and is a regular instructor at the Dodgers’ Adult 
Baseball Camp in Vero Beach, FL 


Wills, 76, first came to Spring Training with the Dodgers in 1951 at the age of 19 and worked his way up through the farm system, making his 
Major League debut with Los Angeles on June 6, 1959. He played 14 Major League seasons with the Dodgers, Pirates, and Expos and had a 
career batting average of .281 with 586 stolen bases, the 19th highest total in Major League history. 


The seven-time All-Star helped to transform the game of baseball with his speed in the 1960s, as he led the league in stolen bases for six 
consecutive seasons from 1960-65, including a then-Major League record of 104 in 1962. That season, he earned the National League Gold 
Glove Award and NL Most Valuable Player honors when he batted .299 with six homers, 48 RBI and 208 hits in 165 games 


The Washington, DC native appeared in four World Series with the Dodgers (1959, 1963, 1965, and 1966), including World Championships 
in his first three visits to the Fall Classic. 


Even during his playing career, Wills began managing in Hermosillo, Mexico between seasons in 1970-71 and was voted the top manager 
in the league. He realized his dream of becoming a Major League manager when he served as skipper of the Seattle Mariners during the 
1980-81 seasons. 


Wills also spent six years as a baseball analyst for NBC Sports on the Major League Baseball Game of the Week and one year as an HBO 
network in-studio sports personality. He also has been a trainer for 15 different Major League baseball teams, teaching the art of base running 
and stealing and trained the Osaka, “Hanky Braves" in Japan for four years. 

Under then-Governor Ronald Reagan, Wills was the Chairman of Athletics for Youth in the State of California. He has also worked as Assistant 
to Pittsburgh's Mayor Barr in Youth Relations and was Assistant to the District Attorney of Clark County, Nevada for Youth programs. Currently 
he is involved with the Red Ribbon Program, a national organization dedicated to the prevention of drug abuse whose slogan is “Hugs not 


Drugs,” and he is a Youth Drug Program Role Model for the Redondo Beach Crime Watch. Wills also makes numerous appearances for the 
Dodgers’ community relations department throughout the year. 


Wills has written two books, “How to Steal a Pennant,” (1976) and “On the Run," (1992). 
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From the time that the Dodgers first moved West in 1958, 
Los Angeles has embraced the team while celebrating five 
World Championships and many memorable seasons. Off the 
field, the Dodgers have always made it a priority to give back 
to the community as a show of thanks for its wonderful support 
over more than half a century. In recent years, the organization 
has redoubled its efforts while focusing on four primary areas: 
recreation, education, health, and the environment. 

The signature programs in those four areas are: Dodgers 
Dreamfields, which has committed to building 50 fields for 
children through the Dodgers Dream Foundation; Dodgers 
Scholars, as the DDF provides more than $100,000 annually 
to send 42 scholars to college; ThinkCure, the Dodgers’ offi- 
cal charity which was created to help fund this innovatve effort 
that accelerates research to cure cancer; and Think Blue, Act 
Green, an overall plan to help improve the environment. The 
team’s numerous charitable initiatives are detailed below.

Classic against the Minnesota Twins gave the Dodgers their third world championship. He played for Los Angeles from 1965-67 
as part of an eight-year big league career with the Dodgers, Cubs, Angels, Indians, and Braves. 

The Lexington, KY native played for the Kansas City Monarchs of the Negro Leagues before a long minor league career with 
several franchises. The Dodgers acquired him in exchange for Larry Sherry prior to the 1964 season and he became the team’s 
regular left fielder for three seasons after Tommy Davis suffered an ankle injury in 1965. 

That year, Johnson hit 12 homers to tie for the team lead and stole 15 bases, earning him 24th place in the National League MVP 
voting. He was second on the club in home runs in 1966 (17) when he helped the team reach the World Series against Baltimore 
and also finished second in homers for the Dodgers in 1967 (11). 

On Sept. 9, 1965, Johnson played left field and had the only hit for either team in Sandy Koufax’s perfect game against the 
Cubs. 

In an eight-year big league career, Johnson posted a .258 average with 48 home runs and 232 RBI in 677 games.

Steve Garvey enters his 28th season in the Dodger organization and 13th year as a member of the front office. In his current 
role, the former All-Star first baseman makes numerous appearances on behalf of the team in the community and in conjunction 
with the club’s corporate sponsors. 

Garvey, 60, played for the Dodgers from 1969-82, becoming one of the most popular players in franchise history while set- 
ting the Los Angeles Dodger record for games played at his position (1,672). A 10-time All-Star and the National League's Most 
Valuable Player in 1974, Garvey established the National League record for consecutive games played with 1,207. 

In his 19-year big league career, including 14 seasons with the Dodgers, Garvey posted a .294 batting average with 272 home 
runs and 1,308 RBI in 2,332 games played. 

A four-time Gold Glove Award winner, Garvey had 200 or more hits in six seasons and batted .393 in 10 All-Star Games en 
route to twice winning All-Star Game MVP honors (1974, 1978). 

A native of Tampa, Florida, Garvey played 193 consecutive errorless games at first base to set a Major League record and his 
eight and a half seasons alongside fellow Dodger infielders Davey Lopes, Bill Russell and Ron Cey is a record almost certain to 
remain in perpetuity. 

The most dramatic moment of his career was his game-winning home run in the ninth inning of the decisive Game 4 of the 1984 
NL Championship Series which beat the Chicago Cubs and propelled the San Diego Padres to their first-ever National League 
Pennant and World Series appearance. It marked the fifth time that Garvey would play in the Fall Classic, including appearances 
with the Dodgers in 1974, 1977, 1978 and 1981, when he helped the franchise capture its fifth World Championship. 

From 1993-98, he served as an analyst for CBS’ coverage of the College World Series and since 1988, he has owned his own 
company, Garvey Communications, and is also a highly sought-after motivational speaker, traveling both domestically and abroad 
to speak at corporate functions. 

A father of seven children, Garvey and his wife, Candace, reside in Los Angeles. 


FANS WRITE IN GARVEY TO ALL-STAR TEAM 


In 1974, first baseman Steve Garvey became the only Dodger to be elected to the All-Star Game as a write-in 
candidate, Garvey's name didn’t appear.on the ballot at the beginning of the season, but a .338 batting average 


through May gained national attention. Garvey went 2-for-4 with a double and RBI in the National League’s 7-2 victory 
over the American League at Pittsburgh's Three Rivers Stadium. Garvey was named All-Star Game MVP, an honor 
he Would also win in 1978.

Ron Cey begins his 28th season in the Dodger organization and his 13th year as a member of the front office. In this capacity, 
he makes numerous appearances on behalf of the team in the community and in conjunction with the club's corporate sponsors. 

Cey, 61, spent 17 seasons in the Major Leagues, including 12 with the Dodgers from 1971-82, Nicknamed “The Penguin,” he 
was a six-time National League All-Star and is the franchise's all-time home run leader among third basemen with 228. He retired 
as the Los Angeles Dodgers’ all-time home run leader, a mark that was surpassed by Eric Karros. 

A lifetime .261 hitter with 316 home runs and 1,139 RBI in 2,073 games, Cey will forever have his name etched in Dodger lore 
for his performance against the Yankees in the 1981 World Series, when he batted .350 with six RBI to earn co-MVP honors as 
the Dodgers captured their fifth World Championship. 

Cey spent eight and a half seasons alongside Bill Russell, Davey Lopes and Steve Garvey, as the Dodger infielders set a record 
that will likely never be broken. 

The Tacoma native attended Washington State University and was drafted by the Los Angeles Dodgers in the third round of 
the 1968 amateur draft. He made his big league debut on Sept. 3, 1971 and subsequently appeared in four World Series with the 
Dodgers (1974, 1977, 1978 and 1981). 

He and his wife, Fran, reside in Woodland Hills and have two children, Dan and Amanda. 
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Since 1958, the Dodgers have been the leader 
in MLB in Hispanic market outreach. More than 40 
percent of Dodger fans are of Hispanic descent and 7.4 
million Hispanics call Los Angeles home. Each season, 
the Dodgers attract more than 1 million Hispanic 
fans. Fifty-one years ago, the Dodger instituted the 
first and now longest-running Spanish-language radio 
broadcast. The Dodgers were also one of the first MLB 
teams to implement a Spanish-language Web site, 
losdodgers.com. 

The Dodgers have played a major role in fostering

Ramirez, just to name a few. 

In 2008, Hall of Fame Broadcaster Jaime Jarrn celebrated his 50th year as the Spanish voice of the Dodgers. 
Jarrin was inducted into the Hall of Fame in 1998, was given the highest award by the National Association of 
Hispanic Journalists, and received a star on the Hollywood Walk of Fame. In 2008, the Dodgers paid tribute to 
the Hall of Famer’s 50th season in a pre-game ceremony that included an introduction by fellow Hall of Fame 
broadcaster Vin Scully and a tribute to Jarrin's career on DodgerVision. 

The 2008 season marked the sixth year Fernando Valenzuela hosted “Los Amigos de Fernando” children’s 
program that reaches out to the Hispanic community and connects several groups throughout the season with a 
special gameday experience at Dodger Stadium. Dodger third baseman Nomar Garciaparra also hosted “Carne 
Asada Sunday with Nomar Garciaparra” at Dodger Stadium once again as a way to celebrate his Mexican- 
American heritage with fans, This tradition will continue in 2009. 

The Dodgers celebrated the Hispanic Los Angeles community throughout the 2008 season with events 
including Dominican Day on May 25, Cinco de Mayo, and the Viva Los Dodgers festival during National Hispanic 
Heritage month on September 20. The Dodgers also hosted several prominent members of the Hispanic 
community for first pitches including Super Welterweight Boxer Oscar De La Hoya, two-time Academy Award 
winner Gustavo Santaolalla, three-time Grammy Award winning band Ozomatli, KHJ personalities Don Cheto and 
Humberto Luna, and the Dodgers’ own Jaime Jarrin and Fernando Valenzuela. 

Last season, Valenzuela also received the Lifetime Achievement Award at the inaugural Premios Deportes that 
aired nationally on Univision and Hispanic Business Magazine included Hall of Famer Jarrin and outfielder Manny 
Ramirez on its 100 Influentials list.

KHJ/La Ranchera's signal covers all five counties 
of Los Angeles and is the home of the Dodger’s 
All-Star Spanish-language broadcasting team — Hall 
of Famer Jaime Jarrin, broadcaster Pepe Yfiguez, 
and Dodger pitching legend Fernando Valenzuela. The 
station broadcasts all 162 regular-season games and is the fourth Spanish-language radio home of the Dodgers 
since the team moved to Los Angeles. 


The Dodgers reach their Hispanic fans in Spanish via marketing campaigns, in-store promotions, special 
events and advertising in Spanish. The team has a long-standing relationship with La Opinion, the largest Spanish- 
language paper in Los Angeles, and Univision, the largest Spanish-language television network, as well as KRCA 
channel 62. In 2008, the Dodgers continued to publish a weekly insert, “Desde el Diamante Azul” with Spanish- 
language daily, Hoy. 


Members of the Mexican media visited Glendale, Arizona during Spring Training for the second year in a 
row. Representatives from Mexican media outlets including Puro Beisbol, Seminario Zeta (Tijuana), Sintesis 
TV Baja California, La Cronica de Mexicali, El Mexicano (Tijuana), Televisa, El Sol de Tijuana, La Voz de la 
Frontera (Mexicali), and Periodico Frontera (Tijuana) are extended hospitality in an effort to continue the Dodgers’ 
connection with Mexico.

Mark Sweeney enters his first year as the Dodgers’ assistant coach after announcing his retirement as a player in March of 2009 follow- 
ing 14 seasons with the Cardinals, Padres, Reds, Brewers, Rockies, Giants, and Dodgers. In his new role, Sweeney will will be in uniform 
for all pre-game workouts during the regular season, and will also serve as an instructor during Spring Training. Sweeney will serve as a 
liaison between the Dodgers’ advance scout and the club, including series preparation, 

Sweeney, 39, was one of the best pinch-hitters in baseball history, finishing second all-time in pinch-hits with 175, trailing just Camelback 
Ranch ~ Glendale Senior Hitting Coach Lenny Harris, who had 212. In 2007, Sweeney surpassed Dodger coach Manny Mota for second 
place all-time, collecting his 151st pinch-hit on July 27. Less than two weeks later, Sweeney was traded to the Dodgers, where he finished 
out his career. 

The Massachusetts native has played 1,218 games with the Cardinals (1995-97), Padres (1997-98, 2002, 2005), Reds (1999), Brewers 
(2000-01), Rockies (2003-04), Giants (2006-07), and Dodgers (2007-08), compiling a lifetime .254 batting average, with 42 homers and 
250 RBI. 

Sweeney's best season came in 2005 with San Diego, when he established career highs in games (135), at-bats (221), hits (65), doubles 
(12), average (.294) and stolen bases (4). In 17 career postseason contests, Sweeney hit .357 (5-for-14) with three runs scored, a double, and 
an RBI. The 1991 graduate of the University of Maine went 2-for-3 with an RBI in three games during the 1998 World Series for the Padres. 

The Dodgers originally selected Sweeney in the 39th round of the June 1990 First-Year Player Draft out of Maine, but he returned for his 
senior season and was drafted by the Angels the following year.

Scott Akasaki enters his fifth season as the Dodgers’ Manager of Team Travel following five seasons in the club's 
Asian Operations Department, most recently as the Manager of Japanese Affairs. 


Akasaki, 32, is the youngest person to hold his position in the National League and was the first Asian-American to 
be named to the post in Major League history. He is just the fifth team travel representative for the Dodgers since they 
moved to Los Angeles in 1958. 


In his current capacity, Akasaki coordinates all of the Major League club's travel during Spring Training, the regular 
season, and the postseason. Specifically, he is responsible for Spring Training scheduling, flight negotiations and 
scheduling, hotel negotiations and booking, game-day ticket requests, as well as bus and equipment truck transpor- 
tation. He is also in charge of the Major League team's Spring Training home and visiting clubhouses, and team travel 
budgets. Akasaki also serves as an interpreter for Japanese Dodger pitchers. Last spring, Akasaki spearheaded the 
team's trip to Beijing, the team's simultaneous departure from Vero Beach, and the full squad's reunion in Phoenix. In 
2009, he was instrumental in the club's move into its new spring home, Camelback Ranch - Glendale.

Eric Hansen enters his 14th season as the Dodgers’ Assistant Director of Stadium Operations for Turf & Grounds. 
Prior to joining the Dodgers, he spent six years as the Field Superintendent for the Toronto Blue Jays’ Spring Training 
facility in Dunedin, FL. He was previously the assistant superintendent at Hills of Lakeway Golf Course in Austin, TX 
from 1988-90. 


Hansen received a BA degree in biological sciences from Southern Illinois University and was a high school teacher 
and coach for seven years before earning his Bachelor of Science degree in Agronomy from Texas A&M University. 


He and his wife, Nancy, have one son, Stephen (19), and reside in Shadow Hills, CA. 
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ABSCESS: an infection, which produces pus; can be result of a blister, callus, wound or laceration. 

ANAPHYLACTIC SHOCK: shock that is caused by an allergic reaction. 

ANTERIOR CRUCIATE LIGAMENT (ACL): a primary stabilizing ligament within the center of the knee joint that prevents 
hyperextension and excessive rotation of the joint. A complete tear of the ACL necessitating reconstruction could require up to 
12 months of rehabilitation. 

ANTI-INFLAMMATORY: any agent, which prevents inflammation, such as aspirin or ibuprofen. 

ANTERIOGRAM: a film demonstrating arteries after injection of a dye. 

ARTHROGRAM: x-ray technique for joints using air and/or dye injected into the affected area; useful in diagnosing meniscus 
tears of the knee and rotator cuff tears of the shoulder. 

ARTHROSCOPE: an instrument used to visualize the interior of a joint cavity. 

ARTHROSCOPY: a surgical examination of the internal structures of a joint by means of viewing through an Arthroscope. An 
arthroscopic procedure can be used to remove or repair damaged tissue or as a diagnostic procedure in order to inspect the 
extent of any damage or confirm a diagnosis. 

ASPIRATION: the withdrawal of fluid from a body cavity by means of a suction or siphonage apparatus, such as a syringe. 
ATROPHY: to shrivel or shrink from disuse, as in muscular atrophy. 

AVASCULAR NECROSIS: death of a part due to lack of circulation. 

BAKER'S CYST: localized swelling of a bursa sac in the posterior knee as a result of fluid that has escaped from the knee 
capsule. A Baker's cyst indicates that there is trauma inside the knee joint that leads to excessive fluid production. 

BONE SCAN: an imaging procedure in which a radioactive-labeled substance is injected into the body to determine the status of 
a bone injury. If the bone at the injury sight takes up the radioactive substance, the injury will show a “hot spot" on the scan image, 
The bone scan is particularly useful in the diagnosis of stress fractures. 

BRACHIAL PLEXUS: network of nerves originating from the cervical vertebrae and running down to the shoulder, arm, hand 
and fingers. 

BURSA: a fluid-filled sac that is located in areas where friction is likely to occur, then minimizes the friction; for example between 
a tendon and bone. 

CAPSULE: an enclosing structure which surrounds the joint and contains ligaments, which stabilize that joint. 

CAT SCAN: use of a computer to produce a cross-sectional view of the anatomical part being investigated from x-ray data. 
CELLULITIS: inflammation of cellular or connective tissue. 

CERVICAL VERTEBRAE: group of seven vertebrae located in the neck. 

COLLATERAL LIGAMENT: on either side of and acting as a radius of movement, a hinge joint, as of the elbow, knee and wrist. 
CONCUSSION: jarring injury of the brain resulting in dysfunction. It can be graded as mild, moderate or severe depending on 
loss of consciousness, amnesia and loss of equilibrium. 

CONTUSION: an injury to a muscle and tissues caused by a blow from a blunt object. 

DEGENERATIVE JOINT DISEASE: changes in the joint surfaces as a result of repetitive trauma. 

DELTOID LIGAMENT: ligament that connects the tibia to bones of the medial aspect of the foot and is primarily responsible for 
stability of the ankle on the medial side. Is sprained less frequently than other ankle ligaments. 

DELTOID MUSCLE: muscles at the top of the arm, just below the shoulder, responsible for shoulder motions to the front, side 
and back, 

DISC, INTERVERTEBRAL: a flat, rounded plate between each vertebrae of the spine. The disc consists of a thick fiber ring, 
which surrounds a soft gel-like interior. It functions as a cushion and shock absorber for the spinal column. 

DISLOCATION: complete displacement of joint surfaces. 

DUSKY: areas of decreased temperature may indicate arterial compromise and decreased tissue viability. 

ECCYMOSIS: bleeding into the surface tissue below the skin, resulting in a “black and blue” effect. 

EDEMA: accumulation of fluid in organs and tissues of the body; swelling. 

EFFUSION: accumulation of fluid in various spaces in the body. Commonly, the knee has an effusion after an injury. 
ELECTROMYOGRAM (EMG): test to determine nerve function. 

EPICONDYLITIS: inflammation in the elbow due to overuse. 

ERYTHEMA: inflammatory redness of the skin. 

EXUDATE: any fluid that has exuded out of a tissue or its capillaries, specifically because of injury or inflammation. 
FRACTURE: breach in continuity of a bone. Types of fractures include simple, compound, comminuted, greenstick, incomplete, 
impacted, longitudinal, oblique, stress or transverse. 

GADOLINIUM MRI: the chemical gadolinium is injected into the joint being studied to enhance the diagnosis image of the 
structures under investigation. 

GRADE ONE INJURY: a mild injury in which ligament, tendon, or other musculoskeletal tissue may have been stretched or 
confused, but not torn or otherwise disrupted. 

GRADE TWO INJURY: a moderate injury in which musculoskeletal tissue has been partially, but not totally torn which causes 
appreciable limitation in function of the injured tissue. 

GRADE THREE INJURY: a severe injury in which tissue has been significantly, and in some cases totally, torn or otherwise 
disrupted causing a virtual total loss of function. 

HEMATOMA: tumor-like mass produced by an accumulation of coagulated blood in a cavity. 
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ILLIOTIBIAL BAND: a thick, wide fascial layer that runs from the iliac crest to the knee joint and is occasionally inflamed as a 
result of excessive running. 

INFLAMMATION: the body's natural response to injury in which the injury site might display various degrees of pain, swelling, 
heat, redness and/or loss of function. 

LABRUM: an edge, rim or lip-shaped structure found in the shoulder joint. 

LIGAMENT: band of fibrous tissue that connects bone to bone or bone to cartilage and supports and strengthens joints. 
MAGNETIC RESONANCE IMAGING (MRI): imaging procedure in which a radio frequency pulse causes certain electrical 
elements of the injured tissue to react to this pulse and through this process a computer display and permanent film establish a 
visual image. MRI does not require radiation and is very useful in the diagnosis of soft tissue, disc and meniscus injuries. 
MENISCECTOMY: an intra-articular surgical procedure of the knee by which all or part of the damaged meniscus is removed. 
MENISCUS: crescent-shaped cartilage, usually pertaining to the knee joint; also known as “cartilage.” There are two menisci in 
the knee, medial and lateral. These work to absorb weight within the knee and provide stability. 

METACARPALS: five long bones of the hand running from the wrist to the fingers. 

METATARSALS: five long bones of the foot, running from the ankle to the toes. 

PATELLA TENDINITIS: inflammation of the patellar ligament; also known as “jumpers knee.” 

PATELLOFEMORAL JOINT: articulation of the kneecap and femur. Inflammation of this joint can occur through: 1) acute injury 
to the patella, 2) overuse from excessive running particularly if there is an associated knee weakness, 3) chronic wear and tear of 
the knee, 4) as a result of poor foot mechanics. Patellofemoral irritation can lead to chondromalancia, which in its most chronic 
condition, could require surgery. 

PHLEBITIS: inflammation of a vein. 

PLICA: fold of tissue in the joint capsule and a common result of knee injury. 

POSTERIOR CRUCIATE LIGAMENT (PCL): a primary stabilizing ligament of the knee that provides significant stability and 
prevents displacement of the tibia backward within the knee joint. A complete tear of this ligament necessitating reconstruction 
could require up to 12 months of rehabilitation. 

RECONSTRUCTION: surgical rebuilding of a joint using natural, artificial or transplanted materials. 

ROTATOR CUFF: comprised of four muscles in the shoulder area that can be irritated by overuse. The muscles are the 
supraspinatus (most commonly injured), infraspinatus, teres minor and subscapularis. 

ROTATOR CUFF IMPINGEMENT SYNDROME: a microtrauma or overuse injury caused by stress, and the four stages are: 1) 
tendinitis with temporary thickening of the bursa and rotator cuff; 2) fiber dissociation in the tendon with permanent thickening of 
the bursa and scar formation; 3) a partial rotator cuff tear of less than one cm and 4) a complete tear of one cm or more 
SCAPULA: shoulder blade. 

SCIATICA: irritation of the sciatic nerve resulting in pain or tingling running down the inside of the leg, 

SCIATIC NERVE: major nerve that carries impulses for muscular action and sensations between the low back and thigh and lower 
leg; it is the longest nerve in the body. 

SHIN SPLINT: a catch-all syndrome describing pain in the shin that is not a fracture or tumor and cannot be defined otherwise. 
SPONDYLITIS: inflammation of one or more vertebrae. 

SPONDYLOLISTHESIS: forward displacement of one vertebra over another below it due to a developmental defect in the 
vertebrae. 

SPONDYLOSIS: abnormal vertebral fixation or immobility, 

SPRAIN: injury resulting from a stretch or twist of the joint and causes various degrees of stretch or tear to the muscle or tendon 
tissue. 

STRAIN: injury resulting from a pull or torsion to the muscle or tendon that causes various degrees of stretch or tear to the muscle 
or tendon tissue. 

STRESS FRACTURE: a hair-line type break in a bone caused by overuse. 

STRESS X-RAY: a continual x-ray taken when a portion of the body is stressed to its maximum in order to determine joint stability, 
This is a test utilized in some ankle injuries, 

SUBLAXATION: partial dislocation of a joint. The term usually implies that the joint can return to its normal position without formal 
reduction. 

TARSALS: a group of seven bones of the foot consisting of the calcaneus, talus, cuboid and three cuneiform bones. 
TENDINITIS: inflammation of the tendon and/or tendon sheath, caused by chronic overuse or sudden injury. 

TENDON: tissue that connects muscle to bone. 

THORACIC OUTLET COMPRESSION SYNDROME: a neuro-vascular disorder of the upper extremity common in throwing. 
TOMOGRAPH: a special type of x-ray apparatus that demonstrates an organ or tissue at a particular depth. 

TRANSVERSE PROCESS; small lateral projection off the right and left side of each vertebra that functions as an attachment site 
for muscles and ligaments of the spine. 

TRIANGULAR CARTILAGE: a connective tissue characterized by its nonvascularity and firm consistency; located on the little 
finger side of the wrist. 

ULNAR NERVE; nerve in the elbow commonly irritated by excessive throwing. 

WRIST: the junction between the two forearm bones (radius and ulna) and the eight wrist bones (trapezium, capitate, hamate, 
pisiform, trequetral, lunate and scaphoid).

In 2008, James Loney was named the third’ winner of the Roy Campanella Award, which is given annually to the Dodger 
player who best exemplifies theyspirit and leadership of the late Hall of Fame catcher, as voted on by Dodger uniform person- 
nel. In addition to his great season on'the field, where he led the club in RBI, Loney was also named the Dodger nomineee 
for the 2008 Roberto Clemente Award, which recognizes excellence in the community, Loney hosted and treated a group of 
children from RBI Los Angeles toa game on five different occasions and also co-hosted The Dodgers Dream Foundation's 


Bowling Extravaganza. Dodger shortstop Rafael Furcal won the inaugural award in 2006 and Dodger catcher Russell Martin 
took home the honor in 2007. 

Campanella was a three-time National League Most Valuable Player (1951, 1953 and1955), eight-time All-Star and a mem- 
ber of the 1955 World: Championshipteam. On Jan29, 1958, just as the Dodgers were making final preparations for their 
move to Los Angeles, Campanella was involved in a tragic car accident that paralyzed him from the neck down, marking the 
end of his playing career. On May 7, 1959, a Major League record-setting 93,103 fans filled the Los Angeles Memorial 
Coliseum-on “Roy.Campanella Night” for an exhibition game between the Dodgers and Yankees.

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KOUFAX'S PERFECT GAME 


The only perfect game in Dodger history was authored by Hall of Fame left-hander Sandy Koufax on Sept. 9, 
1965 in front of 29,139 at Dodger Stadium. During the 1-0 victory over the Chicago Cubs, Koufax struck out 14 bat- 
ters and improved his season record to 22-7. Koufax struck out the final six Cubs he faced — Ron Santo, Ernie Banks 
and Byron Browne in the eighth inning; Chris Krug, Joe Amalfitano and pinch-hitter Harvey Kuenn in the ninth. The 
Dodgers managed just one hit‘and a walk off Cubs left-hander Bob Hendley (2-3), who also pitched the distance. 
The only hit— Lou Johnson's two-out bloop double to right field in the seventh inning — didn't matter in the scoring. 
Johnson opened the fifth inning with a walk, advanced to second on Ron Fairly's sacrifice bunt, stole third base and 
scored when catcher Krug's throw sailed into. left field. In addition to Koufax becoming the first pitcher to hurl four 
no-hitters in his careér, the 1-hour, 432minute game also featured a Major League record for fewest runners left on 
base by both teams (1).

THREE OUT OF FIVE - The Dodgers are one of just two NL teams to reach the postseason in three of the past five years, joining 
the St. Louis Cardinals. In the American League, the Red Sox, Yankees, and Angels have reached the postseason four of the past 
five seasons. Since the start of divisional play in 1969, Los Angeles has won 10 NL West titles (1974, 1977, 1978, 1981, 1983, 
1985, 1988, 1995, 2004, and 2008) and two wild card berths (1996 and 2006). 


BIG TIME TURNAROUND - The Dodgers were a season-high 7.0 games back of first place on April 25 but came back to win 
the division by 2.0 games, That matched the largest deficit the franchise has ever overcome to win the division or NL pennant, 
according to the Elias Sports Bureau. The 1966 Dodgers were 7.0 games back of first on May 13, and won the NL pennant with 
a 95-67 record, 1.5 games ahead of the San Francisco Giants (93-68). After reaching a season-low seven games under .500 on 
June 15 (31-38), the Dodgers posted a 53-40 record, From Aug, 30 through the end of the season, they tied the Phillies for the 
Major League's best record at 19-8 (.704). 


HELLO, JOE - Joe Torre took over the reins of the Dodgers and guided them to the postseason in his first year. This marks the 
18th consecutive season that his teams have reached the playoffs, one shy of the all-time Major League record set by Bobby 
Cox from 1991-2005. He has finished in first place 14 times as a skipper - once with Atlanta and Los Angeles and 12 times with 
New York - the second-most all-time behind Cox (15). During the season, Torre surpassed Joe McCarthy for seventh place on 
the all-time Major League victories list and finished the season with 2,151, eight shy of Bucky Harris for sixth place. He has more 
postseason victories (80) than any manager in history, 


GENERALLY MANAGING - Ned Colletti, the 10th general manager in Los Angeles Dodger history, became the first of those 10 
to reach the postseason in two of his first three seasons at the helm of the club's baseball operations, Since he was named GM 
on Nov, 16, 2005, the Dodgers are 254-232 (.523), the third-best winning percentage in the National League behind the Mets 
(.564) and the Phillies (.547). In his 12 seasons as a General Manager or Assistant GM with the Giants, the teams Colletti has been 
associated with have a 1,067-876 record (.549) and have reached the playoffs in six of those 12 seasons while being eliminated 
on the final day twice. In 2008, Colletti acquired Manny Ramirez, Casey Blake, Angel Berroa and Greg Maddux down the stretch 
to help send the Dodgers to an NL West title. 


MORE THAN 180 MILLION SERVED - The Dodgers posted a paid attendance of 3,730,750, the third-highest total in franchise 
history. Los Angeles finished second in the National League in attendance, ranking third in the Majors behind the Yankees and 
Mets, both of whom were closing their stadiums. The 3.73 million fans was the 11th-highest total in National League history. The 
Dodgers surpassed the three-million mark in attendance for the 13th consecutive season and a Major League record 23rd time 
overall. 


BULLPEN BULLIES - The Dodgers’ relief corps was second in the NL with a 3.38 ERA behind only the Phillies (3.19). Joe 
Beimel’s 2.02 ERA was the third-lowest among all National League relievers with 40 or more games pitched while Hong-Chih 
Kuo (2.14) ranked fourth, Cory Wade (2.27) ranked sixth and Takashi Saito (2.49) ranked 10th. Beimel's 2.02 ERA was the 
second-lowest among all big league pitchers with 70 or more appearances and fifth in franchise history among pitchers with 70 
or more appearances behind only Eric Gagné (1.20 in 2003), Paul Quantrill (1.75 in 2003), Gagné (1.97 in 2002) and Guillermo 
Mota (1.97 in 2003) 
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A TALE OF TWO HALVES - At the All-Star Break, the Dodgers had a .253 average (12th in the NL), a .321 on-base percentage 
(T-11th) and a .373 slugging percentage (15th), During the second half - and with the addition of Manny Ramirez, Casey Blake, 
and hitting coach Don Mattingly - the Dodgers posted a .279 batting average (2nd in the NL), a 350 OBP (T-2nd), and a 434 
slugging percentage (4th), 


POWER PLAY - On Aug. 26, the Dodgers ranked 24th in the Majors and 14th in the National League in home runs when they 
acquired third baseman Casey Blake. Five days later, the team traded for Manny Ramirez and that duo combined for 27 homers 
in the final five weeks of the season. Ramirez's 17 ranked third in baseball from the time he arrived and Blake's 10 was tied for 
15th in the NL. 


MANY MANNY MEMORIES - With the acquisition of Manny Ramirez, the Dodgers witnessed a phenomenon in Los Angeles 
unlike any in recent memory, During his two months with the team, Ramirez led the Majors with a .396 batting average, a 489 
on-base percentage, and a .743 slugging percentage while ranking third in the Majors in homers with 17 to give him 527 for his 
career which ranks 17th all-time. He was the first Dodger in franchise history to hit four homers in his first six games. Ramirez's 
.396 batting average was the second-highest average for any midseason acquisition since 1900 (minimum 80 PA) behind only 
Cesar Cedefio with the 1985 St. Louis Cardinals (.434). He joined Carlos Beltran (2004) as the only two players in Major League 
history to record 50 RBI in both leagues in the same season and joined Fred McGriff (1993), Mark McGwire (1997), David Justice 
(2000), and Beltran (2004) as the only players in Major League history to hit 15 homers with two different teams in the same 
season, 


BUILDING FROM WITHIN - Of the 43 players on the Dodgers’ season-ending roster and disabled list, 22 were drafted, signed 
and/or developed in the Dodger farm system (Tony Abreu, Mario Alvarez, Chad Billingsley, Jonathan Broxton, Blake DeWitt, Scott 
Elbert, AJ. Ellis, Chin-lung Hu, Clayton Kershaw, Matt Kemp, Hong-Chih Kuo, James Loney, Russell Martin, James McDonald, 
Chan Ho Park, Scott Proctor, Jason Repko, Takashi Saito, Eric Stults, Ramon Troncoso, Cory Wade, and Delwyn Young), while two 
others were drafted in another organization but reached the Majors with the Dodgers (Yhency Brazoban and Andre Ethier). 


- The group includes six former first-round draft picks - Repko (1999), Loney (2002), Billingsley (2003), Elbert and DeWitt 
(2004), and Kershaw (2006), while Ethier and Broxton were both drafted in the second round for Oakland and Los Angeles, 
respectively. 


- The Dodgers featured three first-round picks in the starting lineup several times in 2008. Prior to this season, the last time the 
Dodgers had three first-round draft choices in the same starting lineup was all the way back on July 26, 1989, when Mike Scioscia 
(1976) started behind the plate, Dave Anderson (1981) was at second, and Franklin Stubbs (1982) manned first base. 


- With the Sept. 13 victory by Clayton Kershaw, preceded by Chad Billingsley on Sept, 12, the Dodgers had first-round draft 
choices post consecutive victories for the first time since Steve Howe (1979) and Bob Welch (1977) on June 3 and 5, 1985 (with 
a loss in between), The last time two first-round picks won consecutive games as starters for the Dodgers were Rick Sutcliffe 
(1974) and Welch on Sept. 19-20, 1979. 


AN INTERNATIONAL CREW - The Dodgers had 10 different countries represented on their roster during the 2008 season - the 
United States, Chinese Taipei, Japan, the Dominican Republic, Canada, Mexico, the Netherlands Antilles, Panama, South Korea, 
and Venezuela, 


TRIPLE-DOUBLE - For the first time in franchise history, the Dodgers had three teammates with 35 or more doubles, as Matt 
Kemp (38), Andre Ethier (38), and James Loney (35) accomplished the feat. Incredibly, not a single Dodger player had 35 or more 
doubles in a season from 1954-1970 when the team won four World Championships. 


PACK YOUR BAGS - During the 2008 season, the Dodgers traveled more than 56,000 miles from the time they reported to Vero 
Beach until the day they touched down in Chicago for the NLDS. The team made 36 flights, including their historic trip to Beijing, 
China, where they faced the Padres. A breakdown of the flights appears on page 63 of the 2008 Dodger Information Guide. 


COMING INTO HIS OWN - Andre Ethier, the Dodgers’ nominee for the Hank Aaron Award, led the Dodgers with 20 home runs 
and a .507 slugging percentage while seemingly coming into his own during the final two months of the season. From Aug. 5 
through the end of the year, Ethier batted .368 with a .445 on-base percentage and .649 slugging percentage. His 20 home runs 
were tied for the most by a Dodger since Jeff Kent hit 29 in 2005. 


A VERY WELCOME MATT - Matt Kemp ranked among the team's offensive leaders in nearly every category and became the fifth 
player in Dodger history to have 30 doubles and 30 stolen bases in the same season. His 19-game hitting streak was the team’s 
longest of the year and his 35 stolen bases were the most by a Dodger player under the age of 25 since Mariano Duncan stole 38 
as a 22-year-old in 1985. Kemp did, however, strike out 153 times to set the franchise's single-season record. 


YOUNG GUNS - Matt Kemp tied for the NL lead with 16 outfield assists, which also tied him for the third-most in Los Angeles 
Dodger history with Willie Davis (1963 and 1964) and Raul Mondesi (1994 and 1995). The only L.A. Dodger outfielders with more 
assists in a season than Kemp were Frank Howard (19 in 1962) and Gary Sheffield (17 in 2001). Kemp and Andre Ethier (11 
assists) gave the Dodgers their first pair of outfielders with 10 or more assists since 1979 (Dusty Baker, 14 and Derrel Thomas, 
10). 


PAYING THE BILLS - Chad Billingsley has matured into one of the game's top pitchers, as he led the Dodgers with 16 victories. 
He ranked fifth in the league with 201 strikeouts and seventh in the Senior Circuit with a 3.14 ERA. From June 17 to the end of 
the season, Billingsley went 12-3 with a 2.78 ERA, tying him for the most wins in baseball during that period with Mark Buehrle, 
AJ. Burnett, Roy Halladay, Cliff Lee, Roy Oswalt and CC Sabathia. His 2.78 ERA was the seventh best in the Majors during that 
period. At just 24 years old, Billingsley became the youngest Dodger to notch 16 victories since Ramon Martinez won 17 as a 
23-year-old in 1991. Since reaching the Majors on June 15, 2006, he has 35 wins, which is tied with Jamie Moyer for seventh in 
the NL during that span. 
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A CLEAN SWEEP - James Loney had a banner year on and off the field, leading the team with 90 RBI and was tied for third in 
the league with 161 games played. He earned the team's nomination for the Roberto Clemente Award, the Marvin Miller Man of 
the Year Award, and took home the Roy Campanella Award, as voted upon by his teammates. Loney, who reached the Majors in 
2006, has a career batting average of .304, which ranks 11th in the National League during that span. 


TWO TIMER - Catcher Russell Martin was named to the NL All-Star team, becoming the first Dodger position player to be named 
to the All-Star team in consecutive seasons since Paul Lo Duca in 2003-04. He played catcher and third base and batted in every 
spot in the order, with the Dodgers going 15-4 when he batted leadoff. He joined Pudge Rodriguez and Carlton Fisk as the only 
three catchers in Major League history to post three different seasons of 10 homers, 10 stolen bases, and 60 RBI. 


JUST DEWITT - Blake DeWitt began Spring Training in minor league camp but wound up as the Opening Day third baseman for the 
Dodgers and became the first Dodger to get a hit in his first Major League at-bat on Opening Day since Bill Russell doubled off Jim 
Merritt of the Reds in 1969. DeWitt finished the year playing second base and ranked among NL rookie leaders in RBI (52, T-4th), 
total bases (141, 5th), batting average (.264, 6th), hits (97, 6th), runs (45, 6th), and slugging percentage (.383, 8th), From July 6, 
when his on-base percentage reached a season-low .321, DeWitt reached base at a .388 clip to raise his season mark to .344. 


THE GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY - The Los Angeles Dodgers celebrated their 50th anniversary throughout the 2008 season. 
Over the last 51 seasons, they have won more games (4,336), more pennants (nine), and more World Series (five) than any other 
club in the National League. Since the start of the modern era in baseball, the Dodgers of Brooklyn and Los Angeles, combined, 
have a cumulative attendance of more than 180 million, the highest total in the history of baseball or any other sport. On April 24, 
the Dodgers unveiled their five-year plan for the “next 50 years” at Dodger Stadium, which will modernize, enhance, and improve 
the second-oldest facility in the National League. 


Highlights from the 50th anniversary included 

- The franchise entered a float in the Tournament of Roses Parade on January 1 

- The Dodgers received a Star on Hollywood Boulevard on June 20 

- The Hollywood Bowl paid tribute to the Dodgers during a special three-night performance July 2-4 by the L.A. Philharmonic 
and Randy Newman 

- Atthe Los Angeles area Emmy Awards, the Academy of Television Arts & Sciences presented its Governors Award to the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, recognizing the club's role as pioneers of sports television and leaders in community service in Southern California 

- Monthly luncheons invited fans to spend time with Dodger legends from each decade, while fans also voted on an all-time Los 
Angeles Dodger team and Top 50 Moments 

- A Guinness World Record 115,300 fans returned to the Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum for an exhibition game on March 29 
against the Red Sox to benefit ThinkCure, raising more than $2 million for the Dodgers’ official charity 


IN THE COMMUNITY - The Dodgers continued their support of the Los Angeles community in 2008, with events like the Fourth 
Annual Dodgers Dream Foundation (DDF) Bowling Extravaganza hosted by James Loney and Brad Penny, the annual DDF Golf 
Tournament, Youth Baseball Camps, Carne Asada Sundays with Nomar Garciaparra, Loney's Lounge with James Loney, and 
numerous silent and live auctions, Additionally, the Dodgers held their first ThinkCure Radio Telethon, which raised more than 
$160,000 for the official charity of the Los Angeles Dodgers that raises funds for cancer research at City of Hope and Childrens 
Hospital Los Angeles. The Dodgers donated more than 100,000 tickets in 2008 while partnering with more than 5,000 non-profit 
organizations and touched the lives of half a million youths.

i ALLSTAR NOTES 
MANAGING JUST FINE: Joe Torre has managed the American League All-Star team six times, the fourth-most all-time behind 
Casey Stengel (10), the Dodgers’ Walter Alston (9) and Joe McCarthy (7). Alston's seven victories are the most ever by an All-Star 
skipper. The other Dodgers who have managed in the Midsummer Classic are Leo Durocher (1942, 1948), Burt Shotton (1950) 
and Tom Lasorda (1978-79, 1982, 1989). 


THE HOMETOWN HURLER: In 2004, Houston's Roger Clemens became just the 10th pitcher to start a game in his home 
ballpark. The Dodgers’ Don Drysdale was the fifth to do so when he took the mound on Aug. 3, 1959 at the Los Angeles Memo- 
rial Coliseum. 


BEHIND THE MIC: Several Dodger broadcasters or former Dodgers have announced All-Star Games, led by Hall of Famers Vin 
Scully (1959, 1962-1963, 1983, 1985, 1987, 1989) and Jaime Jarrin (26 times). Others to call the action or provide color at the 
Midsummer Classic include Al Helfer (1955-57), Pee Wee Reese (1966-68), Sandy Koufax (1967-68), Maury Wills (1973), and 
Don Drysdale (1978, 1980, 1982, 1984, 1986). 


HONORARY CAPTAINS: Four Dodger greats have had the honor of serving as the honorary captain of the National League. Roy 
Campanella was given that honor in 1980 for the game at Dodger Stadium, while Duke Snider (1982), Sandy Koufax (1985) and 
Don Drysdale (1989) were also named honorary captains. 


MOST VALUABLE: Only twice in All-Star history has the game's MVP come from the same team in consecutive years. San 
Francisco's Willie Mays and Willie McCovey won the award from 1968-69 while the Dodgers’ Don Sutton and Steve Garvey were 
named as the All-Star Game's Most Valuable Player in 1977-78. Garvey also won the award in 1974. 


ROOKIE ALL-STARS: There have been 35 rookies named to the National League All-Star team, including 16 pitchers, and 
the Dodgers have accounted for five of those players. Don Newcombe (1949), Fernando Valenzuela (1981), Steve Sax (1982), 
Mike Piazza (1993) and Hideo Nomo (1995) all made the squad in their first big league seasons, while Nomo and Valenzuela are 
two of the four pitchers in either league to start a game in their rookie season, joining Dave Stenhouse (1962) and Mark Fidrych 
(1976). 


BIG D TOPS THE CHARTS: In All-Star history, Don Drysdale has struck out 19 batters, the most of any pitcher in either league. 
His 19.1 innings pitched are also the most, while his 10 All-Star selections are tied for third with Steve Carlton and Roger Clemens 
for the third most among pitchers. 


RIGHT OFF THE BAT: David Ortiz homered in his first career official All-Star at-bat in 2004, becoming the 13th player to ac- 
complish that feat. The third player was the Dodgers’ Jim Gilliam, who went deep on Aug, 3, 1959 in the game played at the Los 
Angeles Memorial Coliseum. 


BACK-TO-BACK JACKS: In the 1975 All-Star Game, Steve Garvey and Jimmy Wynn hit back-to-back homers, marking just the 
third time in history that two players have homered consecutively in the Midsummer Classic and the only time that both players 
were on the same team. The feat was accomplished twice after Garvey and Wynn, most recently by Derek Jeter and Magglio 
Ordonez in the 2001 All-Star Game, 


HOME RUN DERBY: The Dodgers have had just three players participate in the Home Run Derby during All-Star Weekend 
since the first derby took place in 1985. Mike Piazza participated in back-to-back years (1993, 1994) and Raul Mondesi (1995) 
also took part in the event on one occasion. In 2005, Hee-Seop Choi took part in the first international home run derby, represent- 
ing his home country of South Korea.

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Brooklyn, an incubator of baseball in the pre-Civil War era, had such strong clubs as the Atlantics, Eckfords and Excelsiors and didn't take 
to professional baseball until joining the American Association in 1884. The AA champs of 1889 had so many newlyweds on the roster they 
were known as the Bridegrooms. The club moved into the National League the following year and became dubbed the Trolley Dodgers 
because of the maze of streetcar tracks in the borough. The name shortened to Dodgers and became permanent, although during the 
managerial tenure of Ned Hanlon (1899-1905) it was changed to Superbas, and in Wilbert Robinson's reign (1914-1931) the team was 
often referred to as the Robins. But the name Dodgers is associated with some of baseball's all-time greats.

HISTORY & RECORDS 


1900S 


The Dodgers started the new century as champions of the National League - in effect, World Champs since 
the American League was still a minor league. The Brooklyns of 1900 wore the standard white at home and 
gray on the road. Home caps were solid white with rounded “pill-box" shape crown. Road caps were the 
same in gray. Stockings were solid maroon at home, black on the road. Shirts were the standard buttoned 
front with a fold-down collar style. The road shirts displayed BROOKLYN in arched block capitals while the 
home shirts were plain or with an Old English B on the left breast. In 1902, the home trim color was changed 
to BLUE (probably navy shade) and the caps were now solid blue with a white B in front. The trim color on the 
BROOKLYN road suits continued to be black, but the cap color was solid gray with a black B in front starting 
around 1903. They kept this same overall uniform look through 1907, the only changes being a smaller Old 
English B at home and the dark blue cap replacing the gray model. 


The uniforms were re-designed for 1907, retaining the blue as standard trim color throughout. At home, the Old 
English B was replaced by a fancy capital B - a letter style that was to be used repeatedly for the next five dec- 
ades in Brooklyn. This style B in fact was still used on the Brooklyn caps in their final season in Flatbush (1957), 
But the new 
road uniforms 
for 1907 were 
daring indeed. 
Instead of the 
standard plain 
gray, they were 
made from a 
gray cloth with 
a fine blue 
“cross-hatch,” 
or checked 
pattern. 
This mate- 
rial evoked 
comments 
throughout 
the league 
and even ridi- 
cule. Enough, 
perhaps, to dissuade the 
club not to repeat the unu- 
sual flannels for 1908. 
This fabric was historic in 
that it was one of the first 
attempts to dress up the 
monotonous gray of the 
road flannels and was an 
\ experimental forerunner of 
the more acceptable pin- 
» stripes of later years. And 
the cross-hatch idea itself 
would resurface in the 
later history of Brooklyn 
uniforms. The 1908 road 
uniforms were once again 
your basic gray with the 
BROOKLYN name _ in 
fancy capital letters. In 
1909, a pair of stripes 
(gray or white) were added 
to dress up the solid navy 
blue stockings. 


THE 


1910S 


In keeping with the latest trend in 
uniform shirts, the 1910 uniforms 
replaced the fold-down collar with 
the short stand-up “cadet” style. The 
only trim feature on the new home 
whites was a letter B enclosed in a 
“diamond” design on the left sleeve. 
The new road gray shirts accented 
the new cadet collar in solid navy and 
the name BROOKLYN was displayed 
vertically in small capital letters down 
the button panel (another current 
trend). The following season (1911), 
fine, narrow pinstriping was used on 
the gray traveling uniforms - already 
an acceptable and popular alterna- 
tive to plain gray. The final season 
at old Washington Park was in 1912, 
and the Superbas celebrated the 
occasion with another new set of 
uniforms. Bold pinstriping was included on the home whites, 
even on the new cap crown. Cap visors were solid blue and the 
“B-enclosed-in-a-diamond" design was on the cap front. The 
road grays duplicated the pinstriping and included a solid navy cap 
with the same logo design in white. The stage was set for a new 
beginning in a brand new concrete and steel facility in 1913. 
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The Brooklyns opened Ebbets Field in 1913 with spruced up new 
uniforms. The pinstriping was repeated, but the cadet collar, but- 
ton panel and sleeve ends were in solid navy on both home and 
road jerseys. The name BROOKLYN in vertical white lettering was 
revived on the button area of the road shirt. The navy caps were 
the standard round crown by now and included a white trip stripe 
around the base of the crown. The white stripes on the blue home 
stockings were now wider and bolder, while the gray road stock- 
ings featured a single wide band of blue. 
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In 1914, the new uni- 
forms were somewhat 
toned down - the extra 
navy trimmings were 
removed and the new 
V-neck collar style replaced the cadet version. It was pinstripes 
once again, but the cap was re-done in matching pinstripe material 
with a solid blue visor. The fancy capital B from 1909 was resur- 
rected on both shirt fronts as well as cap fronts. Both home and 
road stockings featured the wide blue band about halfway down. 


The “Robins” (as they were now being called) opened the 1916 
season in a bold new version of the “cross-hatched” pinstriping of 
1907. This time it was wider spacing and it was used on the new 
home whites as well as the road suits. Except for the unique pattern, the graphics were the same as 1915. 
The idea was more acceptable now - just another variation of the now widely accepted pinstripes. But also, 
this Brooklyn team was a pennant contender all the way, checked uniforms notwithstanding. The fans and the 
media seldom find reason to criticize a winner in any costume. Win they did, and met the Boston Red Sox in 
the World Series. No cigar, but those unusual uniforms thus became a part of baseball lore. It was back to 
regular pinstripes in 1917 and the following seasons of the decade.

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1920S 


The bland, pinstriped 
uniform set continued 
through the early ‘20s for 
the “Trolley Dodgers.” The 
National League celebrat- 
ed its 50th year in 1925 
and Brooklyn spruced up 
its appearance to observe 
the milestone. As with all 
NL teams, a large circular 
blue and gold patch was 
displayed on the left breast 
of the home shirts and on 
the left sleeve of the road 
grays. Dazzling new red, 
white and blue stockings 
were introduced as well 
as some new piping trim. 
The road uniforms had a 
whole new look - plain 
gray with the name BROOKLYN in arched navy block 
capitals, the same as the infamous 1907 “checked” 
uniforms. Piping trim was becoming quite fashionable 
and would be used on Brooklyn uniforms for the rest of 
the decade. The home uniforms were repeated from 
1926-29 except for a dressier cap style with double 
piping down the crown seams. The road uniforms for 
1926 reverted to the pinstripes (now with extra piping 
trim) and a version of the “B-inside-a-diamond” logo on 
the sleeve. The cross-hatch pattern was even revived 
briefly in the late '20s road uniform. 


1930S 


Hard times or not, the decade of the ‘30s produced the 
most dazzling and creative uniform designs in the his- 
tory of the Dodger franchise. The 1929 road uniforms 
had started it off with a return to the basic gray but with 
a generous amount of blue and red double piping trim. 
The old standard fancy capital B was displayed on the 
left breast, dressed up in piping trim outline. The following season, 
the name BROOKLYN reappeared on the front of the road shirt in 
two-color fancy capital letters. The home uniform through 1930 
was still the plain pinstripes with extra piping trim. 
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The uniforms for 1931-32 were a total redesign from top to bot- 
tom. The dominant trim color was blue (a lighter shade than navy) 
with some accents of red. Cap crowns were white or gray with 
blue visors, double blue piping and the familiar blue B in front. 
A new block capital B appeared on the sleeve of the home shirt 
and the left breast of the road jersey. Three thin stripes appeared 
on the stockings - in blue at home, in red on the road. With the 
Wilbert Robinson era ended, the Brooklyn club officially adopted 
the on-again, off-again sobriquet (Trolley) Dodgers, as their team 
nickname. The restyled 1933 uniforms displayed DODGERS in 
fancy capitals across the chest of both home and road uniforms. 
The ‘33 home uniforms restored the pinstriping plus an abundance 
of piping embellishments and a large fancy B on the sleeves. Extra 
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white striping was also added to the blue stockings. Caps 
were once again solid dark blue. From 1934-36 the name 
BROOKLYN replaced DODGERS on both home and road 
suits. Solid blue stockings appeared in 1936, 

In an era of unprecedented experiments in new color combina- 
tions and excessive embellishments, the Dodgers took perhaps 
the boldest step thus far in the decade by introducing GREEN 
trimmed uniforms for 1937. No, it wasn’t an April Fool's joke. It 
was a legitimate uniform design for the coming season. Except 
for the choice of color which was considered “unthinkable” for 
baseball uniforms, the overall design was a bit conservative for 
the period - solid dark cap, BROOKLYN in plain block letters, 
minimum piping. In addition to the daring selection of green, 
the road uniforms also crossed a new frontier in baseball 
uniform schemes by using TAN in place of gray on the ‘37 
road suits. This bold idea only survived one season but it 
had the equiva- 
lent impact of 
Charles Finley's 
green and gold 
uniforms in the 
‘60s, even with- 
out the exposure of widespread color printing and color televi- 
sion coverage. 


Brooklyn management “came to its senses” in 1938 with yet 
another overhaul 
of their uniform 
designs. The 
more convention- 
al ROYAL BLUE 
("Dodger Blue") 
was restored as 
the sole trim color. 
The new nick- 
name DODGERS 
was worked into 
a slanted script 
(a new trend in 
the ‘30s) with an 
underline flourish and was displayed on both home and road shirt 
fronts. The 1938 season must be recorded as a historic mile- 
stone in the evolution of Dodger uniforms - this script DODGERS 
has remained intact through the years and is a permanent fixture 
on today's uniforms and no doubt will continue as far into the 
future as anyone can see. For ‘38 only, the home cap crown 
was white with blue piping. Other minor trim features from 1938 
have also endured - solid blue stockings and undersweaters, no 
piping trim on the home whites and a consistent minimal piping 
on the gray road jerseys. 


A couple of minor changes were included in the 1939 set. Zippered fronts (another trend) replaced buttons 
and an equivalent script BROOKLYN was displayed across the road jersey. The solid blue cap with fancy 
white B endured through the final season in Flatbush. With the advent of night baseball at Ebbets Field in the 
‘40s, an unusual hybrid version of the familiar Dodger uniform was developed. Instead of the usual flannel, 
a highly reflective satin fabric was used with the idea that it would improve viewing the games under the arc 
lights. The home version included extra blue striping down the shoulders and on the sleeve ends. Also, the 
belt tunnels were solid blue and there was a heavy blue stripe down the trouser leg. The satin road suit was 
a bit more unique - the material color was a rich pale blue and the trim (including script BROOKLYN) was 
added in white. Curiously, some of these unusual trim characteristics would reappear decades later with the 
advent of double-knit fabrics. 
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1940S 


The basic uniforms remained constant through the ‘40s and into the ‘50s with only one significant change - the 
name BROOKLYN was replaced by DODGERS on the road grays in 1946. Baseball history was written by 


Jackie Robinson in 1947, wearing the now familiar Dodger Blue. 


1950-60 


By the 1950s, the zip- 
per front was history and 
buttons were once again 
standard. In 1952, the 
player's number was 
repeated on the left 
front of the home jer- 
sey in RED - the first 
Major League club to 
do so. Many teams fol- 
lowed this precedent in 
subsequent years. After 
so many futile tries, the 
Brooklyn Dodgers finally 
captured the grand prize 
in 1955 with a thrilling 
World Series victory 
over the hated Yankees. 
Despite another pennant 
in 1956, owner Walter 


O'Malley was determined to seize the opportunity of a franchise on the West Coast and Major League Baseball 
in Brooklyn was no more after 1957. Major League Baseball was an instant hit on the West Coast in 1958. 
Sadly, Brooklyn fandom deserved a better fate, but the transfer was otherwise a glorious event and successful 
beyond O'Malley's wildest dreams. Attendance was phenomenal, aided by the enormous seating capacity 
of the Coliseum and the instant resumption of the rivalry with the Giants. The permanency of the move was 
sealed forever with a World Championship in 1959, only their second season in Los Angeles. O'Malley was 
committed to continuation of team tradition, and the uniforms were repeated intact - except for the L.A. on the 
caps and the script LOS ANGELES on the otherwise familiar traveling suits. Also, the red player’s numeral 


was now included on the front of the new road shirts. 
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1970-20008 


When the Dodgers adopted the double-knit fabrics 
in the early 1970s, changes were made on the road 
jerseys. Blue and white piping was added to the collar, 
down the shoulder line and on the sleeve ends. Also, 
with the team’s West Coast identity now firmly estab- 
lished, the name LOS ANGELES was dropped and 
DODGERS was restored as before on the road shirt. 
A few seasons later the collar and shoulder piping were 
dropped and the road uniform of today's Los Angeles 
Dodgers was presented. In 1972, the Dodgers intro- 
duced names on the back of the road jerseys which 
remained there until the 2005 season. Throughout 
the hectic years of bizarre color combinations and the 
double-knit style features, the Dodgers’ image has per- 
sonified the idea of a consistent tradition. The Dodgers 
of today look very much like the Dodgers of 1938 and 
most probably like the Dodgers of the future. 
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1988 
HOME 
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In 1999, the road jerseys returned } 
to include “Los Angeles” across 
the front (above), instead of { 
“Dodgers” (at right) 
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The Dodger home uniform, which has remained virtually 
unchanged since coming to Los Angeles, had one minor 
change in 2005, as the team removed the players’ names 
across the back of the jersey (left). 
In 2007, the names were put back on (right).

Before family and friends, Piazza drives in two runs with a 
445-foot home run and a double. He is the first Dodger to win MVP honors since Steve Garvey in 1978. 

July 11, 1978: With a pair of hits and two RBI in the All-Star Game, Steve Garvey is named the Most Valuable Player for the second time in 
four years. 

July 13, 1954: Manager Walter Alston manages in his first of a record nine All-Star Game appearances. 

July 14, 1995: Ramon Martinez tosses his first no-hitter, blanking the Florida Marlins, 7-0. Martinez strikes out eight and faces just one batter 
over the minimum. 

July 17, 1976: Hall of Famer Walter Alston wins his 2,000th game as a manager as the Dodgers edge the Chicago Cubs, 5-4. 

July 18, 1978: Don Sutton picks up his 200th career win as he bests the Pirates, 7-2. 

July 20, 1970; Bill Singer, recently recovered from hepatitis, throws the only Dodger no-hitter in the ‘70s, as he blanks the Phillies, 5-0, at 
Dodger Stadium. 

July 21, 1956: Hall of Famer Pee Wee Reese gets his 2,000th hit in a 13-6 win over 
the St. Louis Cardinals. 

July 21, 2002: Dave Hansen breaks Manny Mota’s club career pinch-hitting mark with 
his 107th off the bench against the San Francisco Giants. 

July 23, 1962: Jackie Robinson is inducted into the Baseball Hall of Fame. 

July 23, 1974: As a write-in candidate, Steve Garvey makes the NL All-Star squad and 
is named MVP as he gets two hits and drives in a run. 

July 26, 1985: Pedro Guerrero reaches base safely for the 14th consecutive at-bat 
vs. Cubs to set a Dodger record, two shy of Ted Williams’ Major League mark. 

July 26, 1998: Longtime Dodger pitcher Don Sutton and Dodger broadcaster Jaime 
Jarrin are inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame. 

July 26, 2007: Brad Penny defeats the Rockies at Coors Field, running his record 
to 13-1 on the year and making him the first starting pitcher in Los Angeles Dodger 
history to win 13 of his first 14 decisions. Steve Garvey 
July 28, 1991: Pitcher Dennis Martinez of the Montreal Expos becomes the first 
opponent in Dodger Stadium history and only the second hurler in stadium history to 
toss a perfect game as he sets down 27 straight Dodgers before a sellout crowd of 45,560. 

July 29, 1996: Tommy Lasorda announces his retirement as Dodger manager. 

July 31, 1974: Ron Cey drives in a then-L.A. Dodger-record eight runs, including two three-run homers in a 15-4 win over the Padres. 

July 31, 1984: The Dodgers play host to the 1984 Olympic Summer Games baseball competition. Teams from eight countries participate in 
the demonstration tournament with Japan defeating the USA in the finals. 

July 31, 2008: The Dodgers acquire future Hall of Famer Manny Ramirez in a trade-deadline deal. Ramirez would put together two of the best 
months in Dodger history, hitting .396 with 17 home runs, 53 RBI and a .743 slugging percentage 

August 1, 1890: “Oyster” Burns becomes the first Dodger to hit for the cycle in a 20-1 win over Pittsburgh. 

August 2, 1981: Jackie Robinson becomes the first baseball player ever depicted on a United States postage stamp. 

August 3, 1962: Don Drysdale wins his 20th game with an 8-3 victory over Chicago, making it the earliest date for a National League pitcher 
since 1918. 

August 5, 1979: Don Sutton becomes the Dodgers’ all-time strikeout leader with his 2,487th career strikeout in an 8-1 win over the San 
Francisco Giants. 

August 5, 1969: Pittsburgh's Willie Stargell hits what is considered the longest home run at Dodger Stadium, a blast of 506 feet and six 
inches over the Right Field Pavilion. 

August 7, 1972: Sandy Koufax is inducted into Baseball's Hall of Fame. 

August 7, 1979: Manny Mota ties Smokey Burgess’ all-time pinch-hit record of 144 hits with a single against the Houston Astros. 

August 8, 2003: Eric Gagné sets a Major League record by converting his 39th consecutive save to start a season as the Dodgers defeat 
the Cubs, 3-1. 

August 9, 1975: Davey Lopes steals his 32nd consecutive base against the New York Mets, breaking Max Carey's Major League mark. 
August 11, 1951: The first game of a doubleheader with the Braves is the first Major League contest to be broadcast in color. 

August 13, 1982: Against San Francisco, Steve Sax steals his 41st base to break Rudy Law's Dodger record for stolen bases by a rookie. 
August 14, 1998: Don Sutton's uniform number 20 is retired against the Atlanta Braves at Dodger Stadium. He becomes the 10th player or 
manager in franchise history to receive this honor. 
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August 15, 2006: The Dodgers defeat the Florida Marlins for their 17th victory in 18 games, marking the first time they accomplished that feat 
since May/June 1899 when the team was still known as the Brooklyn Superbas. During one span of 15 games, the team gained 8.0 games 
in the NL West standings. 

August 17, 1992: Kevin Gross records the only no-hitter of the Major League season and the first one of his career blanking the Giants, 2-0. 
Gross allows only three batters to reach base. 

August 18, 2001: Against the New York Mets, Shawn Green drives in his 100th RBI, becoming the first L.A. Dodger left-handed hitter to reach 
the century mark in RBI. 

August 23, 1958: Gil Hodges cracks his 14th career grand slam and the first in Los Angeles Dodger history 

August 23, 1989: In a 22-inning marathon the Dodgers defeat the Expos, 1-0, on Rick Dempsey's homer in the top of the 22nd. It was the 
Dodgers’ second 22-inning game of the season. Dodger broadcaster Ross Porter sets a mark by calling all 22 innings on his own. 

August 24, 1974: Davey Lopes steals an L.A. Dodger-record five bases against the St. Louis Cardinals. It gave him a Major League-record 38 
consecutive stolen bases, though he was later caught stealing to end the streak. 

August 26, 1939: With Hall of Famer Red Barber broadcasting at Ebbets Field, the Dodgers play the Reds in the first baseball game ever 
to be televised, 

August 27, 1988: Tommy Lasorda gets his 1,000th victory as a Dodger skipper when the Dodgers defeat the Philadelphia Phillies, 4-2. 
August 28, 1945: Dodger President Branch Rickey tells Jackie Robinson that he has been chosen as the first African-American to play in 
the Major Leagues. 

August 28, 2002: Eric Gagné sets a new single-season franchise record for saves with his 45th of the year to preserve a 1-0 victory over the 
Atlanta Braves. Odalis Perez tosses eight shutout innings and drives in the only run with his first career home run. 

August 29, 2006: For the first time in franchise history, the Dodgers start and end a game with a home run, as Rafael Furcal leads off the 
contest with a homer vs, Cincinnati and Ramon Martinez’s 16th-inning walk-off homer ends the game. 

August 31, 1950: Gil Hodges hits a club-record four home runs and also gets a single against the Boston Braves, 

August 31, 1959; Sandy Koufax ties a Major League record as he strikes out 18 Giants and gets help from a three-run “Moon Shot” by Wally 
Moon, 

September 1, 1890: The Dodgers and Pittsburgh play in the first-ever Major League tripleheader and the Dodgers win all three games. 
September 2, 1979: Manny Mota gets his 145th career pinch-hit and breaks Smokey Burgess’ all-time record with a single against the 
Chicago Cubs. 

September 2, 2003: Eric Gagné sets a Major League record by recording his 55th consecutive save to preserve a 4-1 victory over 
Houston, 

September 3, 1975: Steve Garvey starts his Dodger-record consecutive games playing streak in a game at Cincinnati. 

September 4, 1966: The Dodgers become the first team in the history of baseball to draw two million fans both at home and on the road in 
the same season as they beat the Reds, 8-6, in Cincinnati. 

September 6, 1981: With his seventh shutout, Fernando Valenzuela ties a National League record for shutouts in a rookie season as he gets 
his 12th win over St. Louis. 

September 7, 2001: Shawn Green puts himself in the record books as he belts two home runs against the St. Louis Cardinals to become the 
Dodgers all-time single-season leader with 44. He goes on to hit 49 that season to set the club record. 

September 7, 2004: Robin Ventura hits a pinch-hit grand slam homer, the 18th grand slam of his career to move him into third place on the 
all-time Major League list. 

September 8, 2004; One day after Robin Ventura cracked a pinch-hit grand slam, Olmedo Saenz did the same thing, marking the first time 
in Major League history that a team had pinch-hit grand slams in back-to-back games. 

September 9, 1965; Sandy Koufax pitches a perfect game and his fourth no-hitter with a 1-0 win over the Chicago Cubs at Dodger Stadium. 
There is only one hit in the game (by Lou Johnson), a Major League record. 

September 11, 1947: At age 21, Ralph Branca becomes the youngest Dodger 20-game winner as he defeats the Cardinals, 4-3. 
September 12, 1947: The Sporting News names Jackie Robinson Rookie of the Year. 

September 12, 2000: Dave Hansen hits his Major League-record seventh pinch-hit home run of the season off Arizona's Curt Schilling and 
breaks Johnny Frederick's 1932 mark of six, 

September 13, 1925: Dazzy Vance throws a no-hitter against the Phillies only five days after one-hitting them. 

September 14, 1993; Mike Piazza hits his 29th and 30th homers, setting a new Major League rookie record for catchers and the Dodgers 
defeat the Padres, 5-3. 

September 15, 1978: The Dodgers become the first team to record over three million in attendance, as they draw 47,188 for a Don Sutton 
shutout against Atlanta to put them at 3,011,368 for the season. 

September 16, 1957: In a historic move, the Los Angeles City Council agrees to a contract with the Dodgers in which the city will sell them 
300 acres in Chavez Ravine. 

September 17, 1996: Hideo Nomo throws his first no-hitter as he blanks the Colorado Rockies, 9-0, at Coors Field. It is the 20th no-hitter 
in franchise history. 

September 18, 2006; Trailing 9-5 against San Diego in the bottom of the ninth inning, the Dodgers tie a Major League record with four 
consecutive homers by Jeff Kent, J.D. Drew, Russell Martin and Marlon Anderson, marking just the fourth time in big league history the feat 
had been accomplished. The four homers in an inning equaled the franchise record, Then, after falling behind 10-9 in the 10th inning, Nomar 
Garciaparra hits a walk-off, two-run homer in the bottom of the inning, the team's seventh home run of the game to tie their Dodger Stadium 
record. 

September 20, 1961: The Dodgers defeat the Cubs, 3-2, in the last game played at the Coliseum, as Sandy Koufax fans 15 and and Norm 
Sherry hits the last home run there, 
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September 20, 1993: Dave Hansen sets a new Dodger single-season record with his 18th pinch-hit of the season against the Cincinnati 
Reds, 

September 22, 1957: Duke Snider hits the final Dodger home run at Ebbets Field. 

September 23, 1962: Maury Wills steals his 97th base to break Ty Cobb's Major League record. 

September 23, 2008: Manny Ramirez's two-run double in the first inning makes him just the second player (Carlos Beltran, 2004) in Major 
League history to record 50 RBI in both leagues in the same season. 

September 24, 1929: Johnny Frederick belts his Major League rookie-record 52nd double in an 8-6 loss to the Phillies. It still remains a 
Dodger record. 

September 24, 1957: The Dodgers play their last game ever at Ebbets Field as Danny McDevitt shuts out the Pirates, 2-0. 

September 25, 1965: Sandy Koufax breaks Bob Feller's Major League record of 348 strikeouts for the season and goes on to post a 2-0 
shutout over St. Louis. 

September 25, 1997: Mike Piazza collects three hits against Colorado to give him 195, breaking the Major League record for most hits in 
a season by a player whose normal position is catcher. 

September 25, 2008: The Dodgers clinch their 10th division title when an afternoon loss by Arizona gives them the NL West championship. 
Los Angeles reaches the playoffs for the third time in five seasons, the fourth time they have done that in L.A. Dodger history 

September 27, 2004: Adrian Beltre hits a grand slam off Colorado's Shawn Estes to tie Mike Schmidt for the most home runs in a single 
season by a third baseman in Major League history (48). 

September 28, 1962: Maury Wills steals his 104th base of the season, after breaking Ty Cobb's big league record (96) on Sept. 23 
September 28, 1963; Tommy Davis gets two hits and finishes with a .326 batting average and becomes the youngest player (24) to win two 
consecutive National League batting crowns, 

September 28, 1988: Orel Hershiser pitches his 59th consecutive scoreless inning, as he throws 10 shutout innings against the San Diego 
Padres, and breaks Don Drysdale's 1968 Major League mark of 58 consecutive scoreless innings. 

September 28, 2006: At Coors Field in Denver, rookie James Loney hits two home runs and has an L.A. Dodger record-setting nine RBI, 
which also ties Gil Hodges for the franchise single-game record. 

September 29, 1976: Tommy Lasorda is named to succeed Walter Alston as manager of the Dodgers. 

September 29, 2000: Gary Sheffield ties Duke Snider's club record of 43 home runs in a season with a home run in San Diego. 
September 29, 2006: Takashi Saito registers his 23rd save of the season to set the franchise rookie record. The next day, he notches No. 
24 to extend the mark for saves by a rookie to 24. 

September 30, 1956: The Dodgers defeat Pittsburgh, 8-6, for the National League title as Don Newcombe wins his 27th game of the 
season. 

September 30, 1984: Against San Francisco, Bill Russell plays in his 2,000th game as a Dodger. 

September 30, 2007: The Dodgers set a single-season franchise record for paid attendance with 3,857,036, surpassing the previous 
mark set in 2006. 

September 30, 1995: The Dodgers clinch their first Western Division title in seven years as they defeat the Padres, 7-2. Raul Mondesi and 
Mike Piazza each hit two-run homers and Hideo Nomo pitches eight innings while striking out 11. 

October 1, 1974: The Dodgers clinch the National League West title with an 8-5 win over Houston. Don Sutton wins his 19th game, Mike 
Marshall appears in a record 106th game and the Dodgers reach 100 wins for the second time in Los Angeles. 

October 1, 1990: Right-hander Ramon Martinez becomes the youngest Dodger to win 20 games since Ralph Branca in 1947 as he defeats 
the Padres, 2-1. In the process he completes his 12th game and finishes as the Major League leader. 

October 1, 1993: Mike Piazza sets a new Dodger rookie record for RBI as he drives in his 107th run of the year against San Francisco 
breaking the mark of 106 held by Del Bisonette since 1928. 

October 2, 1953: In a classic pitcher's duel, Carl Erskine strikes out 14 Yankees, including Mickey Mantle four times, setting a then-Series 
single-game record as the Brooklyn Dodgers defeat New York, 3-2, in Game 3 of the World Series. 

October 2, 1955: Duke Snider becomes the first Major Leaguer to have four homers in a World Series when he belts two in Game 5, helping 
the Dodgers to a 5-3 victory over the Yankees 

October 2, 1963: Dodger pitcher Sandy Koufax goes the distance in Game 1 of the World Series, limiting the Yankees to six hits and striking 
out 15 for a then-World Series single-game record as Los Angeles defeats New York, 5-2. 

October 2, 1965: Sandy Koufax strikes out 15 Milwaukee Braves on two days rest to bring his season total to 382. It is his 26th win, as the 
Dodgers clinch the National League flag. 

October 2, 1966: Sandy Koufax gets his 27th win at Philadelphia to give the Dodgers back-to-back pennants. 

October 2, 1977: With Dusty Baker's 30th homer on the final day of the season against Houston at Dodger Stadium, the Dodgers set a 
Major League record by having four players on the same team to hit 30 or more home runs in a season. Ron Cey, Reggie Smith and Steve 
Garvey are the others, 

October 2, 1985: The Dodgers clinch the NL West as the Dodgers beat Atlanta, 9-3, and Cincinnati loses in San Diego. 

October 2, 2004; Steve Finley's walk-off grand slam homer clinches the NL West for the Dodgers, as they erased a 3-0 deficit in the bottom 
of the ninth inning against the Giants, It was also the Dodgers’ 10th grand slam of the year, marking a new franchise single-season record. 
October 3, 1916: The Dodgers clinch their first-ever World Series appearance as they beat the Giants, 9-6, for the NL pennant. 

October 3, 1947: Cookie Lavagetto breaks up Yankee starting pitcher Bill Bevens' no-hitter in the ninth inning with a two-out, two-run double 
helping the Dodgers steal Game 4 of the World Series from New York, 3-2, 

October 3, 1951: Bobby Thomson's dramatic game-winning home run gives the New York Giants a 5-4 victory over the Dodgers in the 
deciding playoff game for the National League pennant. 

October 3, 1962: Maury Wills steals three bases against the Giants to give him a then-Major League single-season record 104. 
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October 3, 1999: Mark Grudzielanek finishes the season with a .326 average, the highest by a National League shortstop since Hall of 
Famer Arky Vaughan batted .335 for the 1936 Pittsburgh Pirates. 

October 4, 1913: First baseman Jake Daubert is named the National League Most Valuable Player. 

October 4, 1955: Johnny Podres shuts out the New York Yankees, 2-0, in Game 7 of the World Series giving the Dodgers their first-ever 
World Championship. Sandy Amoros makes a spectacular game-saving catch in the sixth inning, turning a Yogi Berra drive to the left field 
line into a double play. 

October 4, 1959: The Dodgers beat the Chicago White Sox, 3-1, in the first World Series game ever played in Los Angeles before the first of 
three straight 90,000-plus crowds at the Coliseum. 

October 4, 2008: With a 3-1 victory over the Chicago Cubs in Game 3 of the NLDS, the Dodgers win their first postseason series in 20 
years, 

October 5, 2001: In the longest nine-inning game in Major League history, four hours and 27 minutes, the Dodgers outlast the Giants, 11-10. 
Barry Bonds belts his record-breaking 71st home run off Chan Ho Park. 

October 6, 1920: Burleigh Grimes tosses the first World Series shutout by a Dodger as he blanks the Cleveland Indians, 3-0, at Brooklyn. 
October 6, 1959: The largest World Series crowd ever, 92,706 attends Game 5 at the Los Angeles Coliseum. 

October 6, 1963: The Dodgers complete a four-game sweep over the New York Yankees to win the World Series title. 

October 7, 1978: Bill Russell's single in the bottom of the 10th inning scores Ron Cey as the Dodgers clinch their second straight National 
League pennant with a 4-3 victory over the Philadelphia Phillies in Game 4 of the NL Championship Series.

October 9, 2004: Facing a 2-0 deficit in the NL Division Series, Jose Lima pitches a complete-game, five-hit shutout at Dodger Stadium, 
marking the only complete game of the entire 2004 postseason in Major League Baseball. 

October 10, 1920: In Game 5 of the World Series against the Indians, Cleveland second baseman Billy Wambsganss converts what is still 
the only unassisted triple play in the World Series. 

October 11, 1978: In classic World Series confrontation, rookie Bob Welch strikes out 
Yankee slugger Reggie Jackson with two outs in the bottom of the ninth inning, to give the 
Dodgers a 4-3 victory in Game 4. 

October 12, 1988: Ore! Hershiser continues his masterful season as he shuts out the New 
York Mets, 6-0, and gives the Dodgers the National League pennant before 55,693 fans at 
Dodger Stadium. 

October 14, 1965: The Dodgers win their third World Championship in seven seasons as 
they best the Minnesota Twins, 2-0, in Game 7. Sandy Koufax tosses his second shutout of 
the series and “Sweet” Lou Johnson homers in the fourth inning. 

October 15, 1988: Kirk Gibson belts a dramatic two-out ninth-inning, pinch-hit, two-run 
homer to give the Dodgers a 5-4 victory over Oakland in Game 1 of the World Series. 
October 19, 1981: Rick Monday's thrilling ninth-inning homer propels the Dodgers to a 
2-1 victory in the fifth and decisive game of the National League Championship Series in 
Montreal. 

October 20, 1988: The Dodgers defeat the Oakland A's, 5-2, in Game 5 of the World 
Series and capture their sixth World Championship. 

October 23, 1945: In a historic move, Dodger President Branch Rickey announces that the 
Dodgers have signed Jackie Robinson to their Triple-A Montreal club. 

October 26, 1950: Walter O'Malley becomes the new president and chief stockholder of 
the Dodgers. 

October 28, 1981: Pedro Guerrero hits a homer and drives in five runs as the Dodgers defeat the Yankees, 9-2, and win their fifth World 
Series Championship, the first under Manager Tommy Lasorda. 

November 1, 1942: Branch Rickey is named the General Manager of the Dodgers. 

November 1, 1951: Roy Campanella wins the first of his three National League MVP awards. 

November 5, 2007: Joe Torre becomes the 8th Manager in Los Angeles Dodger history and the 26th in franchise history 

November 6, 2007: Dodger catcher Russell Martin wins his first Rawlings Gold Glove Award and the 35th in team history 

November 7, 1974: Mike Marshall becomes the first relief pitcher to win the Cy Young Award. 

November 9, 2007: Russell Martin takes home the Silver Slugger Award, the first for a Dodger catcher since Mike Piazza won in 1997 
November 10, 1988: Orel Hershiser is unanimously named as the recipient of the National League Cy Young Award. 

November 13, 2003: Eric Gagné captures the National League Cy Young Award, becoming just the ninth reliever in Major League history to 
take home baseball's top honor for a pitcher. 

November 15, 2005: The Dodgers name Ned Colletti the 10th General Manager in Los Angeles Dodger history. 

November 18, 1966; Sandy Koufax retires, 

November 21, 1956: Don Newcombe becomes the first National Leaguer to win MVP and Cy Young awards in the same season. 
November 24, 1953: Walter Alston is named Dodger manager. Alston goes on to manage 23 seasons for the Dodgers, winning four World

Tommy Lasorda had a tough act to follow when he succeeded future Hall of Famer Walter Alston as Dodger manager with four games left in 
the 1976 season. But like Alston, Lasorda went on to enjoy a lengthy and highly successful tenure at the helm. Piloting the Dodgers until the 
1996 campaign, he racked up 1,599 victories to rank 13th on the all-time Major League managerial list, winning two World Series titles (1981 
and 1988), four NL pennants and eight division titles, Prior to joining the big league staff as a coach in 1973, he had a successful eight-year 
stint as a minor league manager, helping the development of several future Dodger stars.

The Duke of Flatbush was among the game's most feared hitters during his 16 seasons with the Brooklyn and Los Angeles Dodgers (1947-

A four-time 
All-Star, he pitched in three World Series (1974, 1977 and 1978) with the Dodgers, led the National League in shutouts (9) in 1972, was the 
NL ERA leader (2.21) in 1980 and a 21-game winner in 1976, He made his big league debut with the Dodgers in 1966 and stayed with the 
team through 1980, before leaving and rejoining the club in 1988.

Walter Emmons Alston was a virtual unknown when he took over the helm of the Brooklyn Dodgers in 1954, but he became well-known in 
a hurry. The long-time minor league skipper guided his first Dodger team to 92 wins and followed that by piloting the 1955 Dodgers to 98 
victories and their first World Championship in franchise history. He went on to lead the Dodgers to six more National League pennants and 
three more World Series titles (1959, 1963 and 1965) in a 23-year career in which he tallied 2,040 victories to place sixth on the all-time 
managerial wins list.

One of the game's fiercest competitors, the hard-throwing right-hander pitched 14 seasons (1956-69) for the Brooklyn and Los Angeles 
Dodgers, ranking second on the franchise career list in wins (209), games pitched (518), strikeouts (2,486), innings pitched (3,432.1) and 
shutouts (49). The NL strikeout leader in 1959 and 1960, Big D earned the leagues’ Cy Young Award in 1962, when he won 25 and topped 
the league in strikeouts for a third time.

eT O'MALLEY ELECTED TO HALL OF FA 


Former Brooklyn and Los Angeles Dodger owner Walter O'Malley was 
inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame on Sunday, July 27, 2008 in 
Cooperstown, NY. O'Malley was selected by the Veterans Committee for the 
honor, which many feel was long overdue. 

O'Malley, who passed away in 1979 at age 75 joined two other former Dodger 
executives so honored: Branch Rickey (inducted in 1967), who served as club 
president from 1942-50 and Larry MacPhail (1978), who preceded Rickey as 
president from 1938-42. 

During his 29-year tenure with the Dodgers, which included 19 seasons as 
club president (1951-69) and 10 years as Chairman of the Board (1970-79), 
Walter O'Malley earned a reputation as an innovator. 

It was O'Malley who brought Major League Baseball to the West Coast when 
the Dodgers moved from Brooklyn to Los Angeles in 1958, Four years after 
their arrival, the Dodgers moved into Dodger Stadium, the first privately financed 
ballpark since Yankee Stadium in 1923. 

O'Malley also oversaw the building of Dodgertown in Vero Beach, FL, the first privately financed year-round baseball facility. 
In December 1999, O'Malley was recognized by The Sporting News as the 11th most powerful person in sports over the last century.

Brooklyn's debut into the National League in 1890 began on a positive note as the team nicknamed the Bridegrooms won the 
championship with an 86-43 record. It was the first of 21 National League pennants that the Dodgers would win during the next 100 
years. 

The moniker Bridegrooms was attached to Manager William 
Gunner McGunnigle's 1890 ballclub because seven of the 
players got married around the same time in 1888. Despite the 
success of the Bridegrooms, McGunnigle didn’t last past the 
initial year and the team paraded through six different managers 
before the end of the decade. The skippers included John 
Montgomery Ward (1891-92), Dave Foutz (1893-96), William 
Barnie (1897-98), Mike Griffin (1898), Charles H. Ebbets 
(1898) and Ned Hanlon (1899-1905). 

The term Trolley Dodgers was attached to the Brooklyn 
baliclub due to the complex maze of trolley cars that weaved 
their way through the borough of Brooklyn. The name was then 
shortened to just Dodgers. During the 1890s, other popular . 
nicknames were Ward's Wonders, Foutz's Fillies and Hanlon’s  TABECTWeteteetes 
Superbas. Ne 

Baseball was not new to Brooklyn, which had fielded a team 
as early as 1849. Charles Byrne, president of the Brooklyn club which started in the Interstate League and moved into the American 
Association, built Washington Park on the approximate site where George Washington's Continental Army had fought the battle of 
Long Island. The Dodgers of 1890 transferred to the National League from the American Association, where they had won the 1889 
pennant. 

Under Hanlon, who joined the Dodgers from Baltimore, the team brought stars to Brooklyn including Wee Willie Keeler, Hughie 
Jennings and Joe Kelley. Sportswriters dubbed the team Hanlon's Superbas because of a popular Broadway troupe of the same name. 

rooklyn won the 1899 title under Hanlon, the first of two consecutive pennant winners. 

Brooklyn-born Keeler, famous for saying “I hit ‘em where they ain't,” had great bat control and was an adroit bunter. He compiled a .345 
career batting average, fifth-best all-time in baseball. The 5-foot-4 Hall of Famer had a league-leading 140 runs scored in 1899. First- 
decade stars also included pitcher William “Brickyard “ Kennedy, who won 176 games; pitcher Tom Lovett, who won 30 games in 1890 
(the only Dodger pitcher to record 30 wins in one season); outfielder Tommy “Oyster” Burns, who batted .300 from 1890-95 and led 
the league with 128 RBI in 1890; Mike Griffin, who batted over .300 in an eight-year period (1891-98) before managing; first baseman 
in Brouthers, who was the club's first batting champion with a .335 average in 1892; shortstop Tommy Corcoran, who batted .300 
with 173 hits in 1894; and first baseman Candy LaChance, who hit .290 for six seasons (1893-98). 


1900s 


The turn of the century was marked by the Dodgers’ second consecutive pennant-winning team (82 wins) under Manager Ned 
Hanlon. In 1900, the league was pared from 12 teams to eight, with Baltimore, Cleveland, Louisville and Washington dropping out. 
Baltimore transplant McGinnity, nicknamed “Iron Man * because 
of his ability to pitch both ends of a doubleheader, was 29-9 for 
the ballclub and once won five games in six days. 

Beginning in 1901, the newly-formed American League 
began taking shape, luring top-notch talent from the National 
League. With a raided roster, Hanlon watched the Brooklyn 
foundation crack, Stars like McGinnity departed, as did Keeler, 
Jones, Kelley, Tom Daly and “Wild” Bill Donovan. It would not be 
until 1916 that the Dodgers would again be perched above their 
National League competition. 

In 1801, Brooklyn slipped to third place and n 
second-place finish in 1902. In Hanlon's final season in 1905, 
they hit rock bottom with an eighth-place finish, 56 1/2 games — 
behind New York. In 1903, Jimmy Sheckard became Brooklyn's. Turn-of-the cen 
first home run champion, as he led the league with nine home ‘ann oe 
runs and stole 67 bases to tie for the league lead. 

One of the most exciting stars of the period was pitcher Nap Rucker, dubbed Napoleon by Grantland Rice. He played on the same 
South Atlantic League (Class C) team as Ty Cobb, which was considered the best club ever assembled at that level. The left-hander 
won 15, 17 and 13 games in his first three seasons with the Dodgers and wound up pitching in the 1916 World Series during his final 
season. 

Zack Wheat was another Dodger great to emerge in the last year of the decade and would eventually play in more games (2,322) 
than any other Dodger. 

The ownership of the baliclub was in a state of flux, as Charles Ebbets had become a 24-year employee of the original triumvirate of 
owners — Charles Byrne, Joseph Doyle and Ferdinand Abell. Ebbets, who toiled at almost every aspect of baseball management — from 
selling peanuts, scorecards and tickets to working as Byrne's assistant in the front office - used every opportunity to purchase even a 
small amount of stock in the team. He eventually held nearly 10 percent of the stock and after Byrne died in 1897, Ebbets managed to 
get elected as club president. 

Then in a wild plan, Ebbets and Baltimore owner Harry Von der Horst became partners and while Von der Horst held 30. percent 
ownership of the Dodgers, Ebbets in exchange received Manager Ned Hanlon and several of Baltimore's top stars, including Keeler, 
Jennings, McGinnity, Kelley, Jones, Dahlen and Donovan.

CHRONOLOGICAL HISTORY OF THE DODGERS = 


When things turned for the worse in early 1900, Von der Horst wanted to sell his stock and Ebbets purchased it to become owner 
of the club. Immediately, he dreamed of expanding to a larger facility than Washington Park to accommodate the large crowds that were 
attending Dodger games against the rivals from New York, but would have to wait until the next decade for funding of the project. 


A decade of changes was marked by the Dodgers’ move to a new home park, Ebbets Field, and the managerial era of Wilbert 
Robinson. Uncle Robbie arrived on the scene in 1914 and would stay through 1931. He made such an impact on the team and the city, 
that the Brooklyn ballclub was known as the Robins during this period. 

The 1916 club won the National League pennant and finally played in its first true World Series with the help of the amazing Casey 
Stengel. Although the Dodgers (or Robins) fell to the Boston Red Sox in the 1916 World Series, Stengel was the team's leading hitter 
with a .3864 mark and right-handed pitcher Jeff Pfeffer won 25 games that season for the 94-60 club. 

In Game 2 of the Series, the Dodgers lost to a pitcher named Babe Ruth, who won 
a 2-1 decision in 14 innings. After allowing a first-inning inside-the-park home run to Hy 
Myers, Ruth hurled 13 consecutive scoreless innings. 

In 1913, Jake Daubert became the first Dodger to win Most Valuable Player honors, 

as he batted a league-high .350. First baseman Daubert won the National League 
batting title again in 1914 with a .329 mark. 
With the rivalry between the Brooklynites and Manhattanites heating up, the Dodgers 
and Giants feud began to boil. Robinson and Giants Manager John McGraw took 
regular jabs at each other in the press and as a result, when the teams met at either New 
York site, fans packed the fields and were extremely vocal as well. 

Dodger owner Charles Ebbets, recognizing that the club could no longer survive 
in the confines of Washington Park, purchased land in Flatbush bordered by Bedford 
Avenue, Sullivan Street, Franklin Avenue and Montgomery Street. Although he originally 
purchased most of the property in 1908, Ebbets was in a pinch for money and had to 
sell 50 percent of the club's stock to new partners, Ed and Steve McKeever. As a result 
of the partnership, the Brooklyn Baseball Club, Inc. was formed and Ebbets remained 
president, while the Ebbets-McKeever Exhibition company was run by Ed McKeever. 

After a struggle to secure all of the land, Ebbets broke ground on his field on March 
4, 1912. A group of sports editors suggested to Ebbets that the field should not be 
called Washington Park but Ebbets Field. The Dodgers played an exhibition game 
against New York on April 5, 1913 for the unofficial opening of the field. On April 9, the Zack Wheat 
Dodgers dedicated 18,000-seat Ebbets Field in a game against the Phillies. 

On April 2, 1917, the United States declared war on Germany — just five days prior to the opening of the season. Baseball owners 
asked the government to give them guidance on the status of the season. When no reply came from the nation’s capital, the season 
proceeded and the Dodgers fell from the top spot in 1916 to seventh in 1917. The season was eventually curtailed in 1918 as some 
players began to leave for war. 

Top players of the decade included: George Cutshaw at second base; shortstop Ivy Olson, who led the league with 164 hits in 1919; 
Otto Miller, Brooklyn's catcher from 1912-22; outfielder Zack Wheat, a solid .300 hitter who paced the NL in 1918 with a .335 mark; 
Stengel, very popular with Brooklyn fans and, after being traded to Pittsburgh, is remembered for returning to Ebbets Field in 1918, 
where he acknowledged the crowd and a sparrow flew out from beneath his cap, and outfielder Hy Myers, who had 73 RBI to lead the 
NL in 1919. 


The Dodger decade of the 1920s got off to a roaring start with a National League pennant in 1920. But over the next nine years, 
Brooklyn could manage only one other season better than fifth place. 

Pitcher Burleigh Grimes burst onto the scene in 1918 and made his presence felt in 1920 with a 23-11 record for a league-leading 
-676 winning percentage. The Dodgers had to squelch a challenge by the Giants late in the season to garner the NL flag. In a best- 
of-nine World Series against the Cleveland Indians, the Dodgers won two of the first three games, only to drop four straight and bow 
out. 

The 1920 World Series will also be remembered for producing the first and only unassisted triple play in Series history. In the fifth 
game, Dodger pitcher Clarence Mitchell lined a shot to Cleveland's Billy Wambsganss with Pete Kilduff on second base and Otto Miller 
on first. Wambsganss speared the liner to the right of the bag, stepped on the base to double up Kilduff and tagged Miller, who was 
running with the shot and was nearly at second base on the play. 

The longest Dodger game in history was played on May 1, 1920 when the Dodgers were in Boston to play the Braves. The game was 
played to a 26-inning, 1-1 tie. What made it so unique was that both starting pitchers - Leon Cadore for Brooklyn and Joe Oeschger 
for the Braves — each went the distance! Cadore yielded 15 hits while the Dodgers had nine before darkness halted play. 

In 1921, the fifth-place Dodgers were led by Grimes, who had an NL-leading 22 wins and 136 strikeouts. Ol Stubblebeard, as 
Grimes was known, won 21 or more games four times as a Dodger. 

A great character arrived at training camp in 1922 by the name of Clarence Arthur “Dazzy “ Vance. Born on March 4, 1891, the 
31-year-old Vance pitched 11 seasons for the Dodgers, winning in double figures all but one year. The right-hander won a league- 
leading 28 games in 1924 and 22 games in 1925. He was the NL strikeout leader for seven consecutive seasons (1922-28) and was 
twice the ERA champion in the decade (1924 and 1928). The 1922 and 1923 seasons were nearly repeat performances and neither 
was a pretty sight, as the Dodgers wound up in sixth place in succession. But, in 1924, Uncle Robbie's troops put on a furious run at 
the pennant, moving up from 12 games back to first place in September, eventually losing to the Giants by 1 1/2 games. 

In 1925, Brooklyn president Charles Ebbets was taken ill after returning from Clearwater, Florida in the spring and died on the 
morning of April 18 in New York. He was 66. The Dodgers were playing the Giants at Ebbets Field that day to begin a three-game 
series. The games went on as scheduled because Robinson said, Charlie wouldn't want anybody to miss a Giants-Brooklyn series just 
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because he died. Now acting president Ed McKeever was in charge. The day of Ebbets’ 
funeral was cold and windy. McKeever caught a cold at the grave site that very day. He 
was stricken with pneumonia and within a week, he, too, was dead. 

Grief stricken, the Brooklyn ballclub gathered itself around Steve McKeever and 
manager Robinson and the new directors to elect a president. Robinson was selected 
for the job, and would continue to manage as well. 

Robbie's teams struggled for the balance of the decade, finishing in sixth place five 
consecutive seasons. Floyd Caves "Babe" Herman joined the Dodgers in 1926 as a first 
baseman, but moved to the outfield to allow Del Bissonette a spot in the lineup. Herman 
batted over .300 in five of the six seasons he was with Brooklyn initially. He would return 
to close out his career in 1945, The incredible Zack Wheat would hit over .320 in six 
straight seasons before an injury slowed him down at age 40 and he batted .290. 


1930s 


No era in Dodger history was as wacky and wild as the 1930s. Unfortunately, the 
depression years were depressing for the organization as no pennants were won in 
this decade and the style of play led Brooklyn's teams to be known as the Daffiness 
Dodgers. 

forerunner of the frustration for the Brooklyn fans could be summed up in the 
season of 1930. The Robins made quite a drive for the pennant, taking over first place 
with 15 consecutive victories and were in the top spot for 75 days, But they dropped a crucial three-game series to the Cardinals at 
Ebbets Field and wound up in fourth place by six games. 

This decade was also marked by changes in baseball - the development of the farm system, the first night baseball game and the 
first broadcast on television. 

The Uncle Robbie period faded after the 1931 season, but his legacy remains as the winningest manager in Brooklyn Dodger history 
with 1,375 victories in 18 seasons. Four different managers would parade through the decade, including Max Carey (1932-33), Casey 
Stengel (1934-36), Burleigh Grimes (1937-38) and Leo Durocher (1939-46, 1948), 

With Robinson's departure, former Dodger player Max Carey took over the reins, but the results in 1932 and 1933 were less than 
satisfactory and Stengel replaced Carey. 

It was in February 1934, prior to Carey's departure, that New York Giants Manager Bill Terry was asked what he thought of Brooklyn's 
chances in the pennant race that season. He answered, “Brooklyn? Is Brooklyn still in the league?" That statement would come back 
to haunt Terry on the last two days of the season as the Giants were in a neck-and-neck race with the Cardinals for the pennant. The 
Dodgers proved they indeed were still in the league and they managed to knock out the Giants in the final series and the Cardinals 
became champions of the league and defeated the Detroit Tigers in the World Series. 

After three sub-par seasons, Stengel was replaced by Burleigh Grimes, the former Dodger pitching great. In 1937, the Dodgers 
finished sixth under Grimes, 33 1/2 games out. On Jan. 19, 1938, innovative Larry MacPhail was hired as the team's Executive Vice 
President to rebuild the Dodgers. While with Cincinnati, MacPhail had introduced night baseball to the Major Leagues at Crosley Field. 
In March 1938, Steve McKeever died and MacPhail was appointed president. 

MacPhail made needed improvements at Ebbets Field and then hired Red Barber (who had been Cincinnati's broadcaster) to come 
to Brooklyn for the 1939 season, effectively ending an agreement among the three New York clubs prohibiting radio broadcasts, The 

first televised game was on Aug. 26, 1939 when the first game of the Cincinnati-at-Brooklyn doubleheader was aired, The introduction 
ofr baseball to Brooklyn was on June 15, 1938 and Cincinnati's Johnny Vander Meer pitched his second consecutive no-hitter when 
the lights went on in Ebbets Field. MacPhail also signed Babe Ruth as a first base coach, the Bambino's last appearance in a Major 
League uniform as a player or coach. 
One of MacPhail's initial acquisitions was purchasing first 
baseman Dolph Camilli from Philadelphia. Camilli made an 
immediate impact on the 1938 and 1939 clubs with a total of 50 
home runs and 204 RBI. 
In the decade, second baseman Tony Cuccinello became the 
first Dodger ever to be selected to an All-Star Game as he 
played in the first one in 1933. Babe Herman, who typified the 
decade of the Daffy Dodgers, set numerous records, including 
a.393 batting average in 1930. Outfielder Lefty O'Doul earned a 
National League batting title with a .368 average in 1932. Other 
Dodger notables included pitcher Van Lingle Mungo, who twice 
was an 18-game winner; catcher Al Lopez, who hit .279 in more 
than 700 games and later became a Hall of Fame Manager; and 
Cookie Lavagetto, who averaged .275 for seven seasons. 


1940S 


The 1940s were the beginning of the Dodgers’ emergence as a powerhouse and a historical first as Brooklyn broke baseball's color 
line with the signing of Jackie Robinson. 

Under the guidance of Leo Durocher, who became the Dodger manager in 1939, the Dodgers in 1941 won their first National 
League pennant in 21 years with a 100-54 record and played the first of their classic World Series confrontations against the New York 
Yankees. 

Outfielder Pete Reiser was dynamite in 1941. Reiser led the league in batting, runs scored, total bases, slugging percentage and 
triples, while teammate Dolph Camilli topped the league in home runs and RBI and was honored as the National League MVP. Whit 
Wyatt and Kirby Higbe paced the pitching staff with 22 victories apiece. 
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The Dodgers in 1942 won four more games than the previous year, but finished second to the St. Louis Cardinals. Over the next 
three years, the Dodgers finished third, seventh and third, respectively. During World War Il, many Dodger players were called to 
military duty. 

With the end of the war in 1945, Brooklyn came back in 1946 and put together a big season, going 96-60, and finished tied for 
first with the St, Louis Cardinals, The two teams played the first-ever playoff series, but it was not a happy one for the Dodgers, as 
the Cardinals won the pennant and went on to win the World Championship. 

No playoff series was necessary in 1947, as the Dodgers won the National League pennant by five games over the Cardinals. 
That was not the only big story in 1947, as Jackie Robinson became the first African-American to play in the Major Leagues. In 1945, 
Robinson had signed a contract with Dodger President and General Manager Branch Rickey. In 1946, the former UCLA star endured 
his first year of professional baseball, playing for the club's top minor league affiliate, the Montreal Royals. 

In 1947, Robinson was given an opportunity with Brooklyn. Rickey's thorough research to find an exceptional African-American 
player was evident in his quote: “I'm looking for a ballplayer with enough guts not to fight back." He found his man in Robinson, who 
faced all forms of abuse and pressure. The more Robinson 
was taunted and threatened, the more he let his performance 
on the field speak for him, Overcoming the critics and the 
prejudice, Robinson became one of the great stars of the 
game, later becoming the first African-American elected to the 
Hall of Fame. In his first season, Robinson hit .297, scored 125 
runs and stole 29 bases en route to being the first-ever Major 
League Rookie of the Year. 

In the 1947 World Series, the Dodgers fell to the Yankees 
in seven games, but there were two memorable moments for 
the Dodgers. Cookie Lavagetto broke up Bill Bevens' no-hitter 
in the ninth inning of Game 4 with a game-winning two-run 
double to give the Dodgers a 3-2 victory; and Al Gionfriddo's 
great catch of a Joe DiMaggio ball, which preserved an 8-6 
victory in Game 6. 2 

Leo Durocher returned as manager of the Dodgers in 1948 
after being suspended for the 1947 season. Durocher, though, lasted only half the season and was replaced by Burt Shotton, who 
guided the Dodgers in 1949 to their third pennant of the decade. Robinson was named the NL Most Valuable Player and pitcher Don 
Newcombe won Rookie of the Year honors. The Yankees, though, again defeated the Dodgers in the 1949 World Series. 


1950s 


In the 1950s, the Brooklyn Dodgers became the Los Angeles Dodgers as the team made its historic move to the West Coast in 
1958. Despite the change in location, the Dodgers dominated the National League, winning five National League pennants (1952, 
1953, 1955, 1956 and 1959) and World Championships in 1955 and 1959. 

In eight of the 10 years, the Dodgers never finished lower than second place while winning 913 games, the most wins ina decade 
in Dodger history. 

As the decade started, the Dodgers had a new president, Walter O'Malley, who was originally appointed as the club's attorney in 
1941, In October 1950, O'Malley became president and chief stockholder of the Dodgers, a position he would hold for 20 years. 

O'Malley saw his team take back-to-back pennants in 1952 and 1953 under Manager Charlie Dressen. In 1953, the Dodgers 
won a club-record 105 games with the well-known Boys of Summer, including Jackie Robinson, Pee Wee Reese, Roy Campanella, 
Gil Hodges, Carl Furillo, Don Newcombe, Carl Erskine, Jim Gilliam, Duke Snider, Preacher Roe, and Clem Labine. 

Walter Alston became manager in 1954 and guided the Dodgers for 23 seasons, putting together a great list of achievements: 
2,042 wins, four World Championships, seven NL pennants, nine All-Star appearances, and a Hall of Fame induction in 1983, 

In 1955, the Dodgers defeated the Yankees and won their first-ever World Championship in a seven-game World Series. The 
Dodgers took Game 7 at Yankee Stadium, as Series MVP Johnny Podres shut out the Yankees, 2-0. 

The Dodgers repeated as National League champions in 1956 and once again faced the Yankees. In another heart-stopping 
World Series, the Yankees prevailed in seven games. 

Dodger right-hander Don Newcombe made baseball history in 1956 when he became the first player to win Cy Young and MVP 
awards in the same season, 

As the 1957 season rolled around, the team on the field was overshadowed by the publicity of the team's possible move to the 
West Coast, Since the early part of the decade, O'Malley had 
wanted to build a more modern stadium for his ballclub in 
Brooklyn. New York officials were unable to come up with a 
suitable site. 

On Oct. 8, 1957, O'Malley announced that after 68 seasons 
in Brooklyn, the Dodgers would be moving to Los Angeles. In 
a move to bring baseball to all parts of the country, the Giants 
also decided to relocate from New York to San Francisco. 
On April 18, 1958, the Dodgers played their first game in Los 
Angeles, defeating the Giants, 6-5, before 78,672 fans at the 
Coliseum. 

In their final season of the decade, the Dodgers, a team 
in transition, finished in a first-place tie with the Milwaukee 
Braves. Two days later, the Dodgers had the NL pennant as _ L-R: Casey Stengel, President Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
they swept the Braves in a best-of-three playoff. Commissioner Ford Frick, and Walt Alston 
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The Dodgers then faced the Chicago White Sox in their fifth World Series of the 1950s. Using timely hitting and outstanding 
pitching, the Dodgers brought their first championship to Los Angeles and beat the Sox in six games. Larry Sherry was impressive, 
winning two games and saving two, earning MVP honors. Charlie Neal and Chuck Essegian had two home runs apiece. 


1960s 


The 1960s marked the first full decade of the Los Angeles Dodgers. The location changed, but the results didn't as the Dodgers 
won two World Series (1963 and 1965), three National League pennants (1963, 1965 and 1966), and just missed a fourth pennant in 
1962, 

In 1962, Walter O'Malley finally had the stadium he had been seeking for so many years. After four seasons at the Los Angeles 
Coliseum, the ballclub moved into its new home, Dodger Stadium. The 56,000-seat stadium opened on April 10, 1962 with a game 
against the Cincinnati Reds. The sparkling new venue did wonders for the Dodgers as they won a Los Angeles-record 102 games and 
tied San Francisco, which won a playoff, two games to one. 

Individually, the 1962 season was a success for pitcher Don Drysdale, the Cy Young Award winner; and speedster Maury Wills, who 
stole a record 104 bases en route to league MVP honors. Tommy Davis won the batting crown and posted a club-record 153 RBI, and 
pitcher Sandy Koufax led the NL in ERA. 

The Dodgers didn't miss another opportunity in 1963, as they won the National League pennant. Winning 19 games in the final month 
of the season, the Dodgers staved off their challengers. Once again, the Dodgers faced the Yankees in the World Series, but Los Angeles 
shocked the Bronx Bombers, sweeping them in four games while holding a potent Yankee offense to just four runs, 

Koufax was the key to the championship year. The overpowering left-hander, who was later named Player of the Decade, was 25-5 
with a 1.88 ERA and 306 strikeouts. He was selected Most Valuable Player and Cy Young winner, while also garnering World Series 
MVP honors and was named to the All-Star team. 

In 1965, the Dodgers were once again World Champions. After winning the pennant with a 97-65 record, the Dodgers won a hard- 
fought, seven-game World Series over the Minnesota Twins. Koufax was again masterful as he posted two complete-game victories 
in the Series, including a 2-0 shutout in Game 7. The Dodgers followed up in 1966 with another big year, as they once again won the 
National League pennant before losing to Baltimore in the World Series. 

Like Koufax, Drysdale was another pitching great of the decade. He won 158 games for the Dodgers and was selected to the All-Star 
team seven times. Johnny Podres also continued his outstanding pitching in the 1960s with 68 victories, including an 18-5 mark in 1961. 
Ron Perranoski was the Dodger bullpen stopper, compiling 101 saves and 54 wins with the Dodgers from 1961-67. During the 1963 
championship season, he was nearly unbeatable, going 16-3 
with 21 saves and a 1.67 ERA, 

Although the pitching was the mainstay of the team in the 1960s, 
the Dodgers did produce some outstanding hitters. Tommy 
Davis won two consecutive batting titles in 1962 and 1963 and 
had a lifetime .304 average with the Dodgers. The other Davis — 
outfielder Willie Davis — enjoyed 14 seasons with the Dodgers. 
The all-time leader in many offensive categories, Willie Davis 
posted a club-record 31-game hitting streak in 1969. From 
1960-64, 6-foot-7 slugger Frank Howard provided the Dodgers 
with 121 home runs, including 31 in 1962. 

John Roseboro, who joined the Brooklyn Dodgers in 1957, 
played in three World Series during the 1960s (catching every ¢ $ e 

inning) and was a five-time All-Star during his career. L-R: Don Drysdale, Bill Singer, Don Sutton, and 

After working as director of scouting for the Dodgers, Al Claude Osteen on 

Campanis was named Vice President, Player Personnel in December 1968 and he would hold that position until 1987. During his tenure, 
the Dodgers won a World Championship, four NL pennants and six Western Division titles. 


1970S 


The Los Angeles Dodgers of the 1970s were a team of winners. Three National League pennants and three appearances in the 
World Series (1974, 1977 and 1978) along with 910 victories (second-best decade in Dodger history) are certainly enough credentials 
for a successful decade, 

Peter O'Malley was named club president on March 17, 1970 and his father, Walter O'Malley, assumed the position of Chairman of 
the Board. 

In the 1970s, no Dodger team ever finished lower than third. In 1971, the Dodgers finished just one game behind the division winner, 
San Francisco. But in 1974, the Dodgers reached the top, winning the division and posting 102 victories, the most by a Dodger team 
since 1962, The Dodgers defeated the Pittsburgh Pirates in the League Championship Series, three games to one, to earn a trip to the 
Fall Classic for the first time in eight years. 

After 23 years, Hall of Fame Manager Walter Alston retired and handed over the reins to Tommy Lasorda, who became only the second 
National League manager to win pennants in his first two seasons (1977 and 1978). The results were carbon copies, as his teams in 1977 
and 1978 defeated the Philadelphia Phillies in the League Championship Series in four games, only to lose to the New York Yankees in 
the World Series in six games. 

During this era, the Dodgers had an infield featuring first baseman Steve Garvey, second baseman Davey Lopes, shortstop Bill Russell 
and third baseman Ron Cey. The foursome began playing as a unit in 1973 and would spend a record 8 1/2 seasons together. 

In 1977, the Dodgers made Major League history when four members of the team hit 30 or more home runs: Steve Garvey (33), 
Reggie Smith (32), Ron Cey (30) and Dusty Baker (30), Behind the plate, catcher Steve Yeager was the picture of durability. One of the 
best Dodger catchers in history, Yeager played 14 seasons with the ballclub and was a tri-World Series MVP in 1981. 

On the mound, the Dodgers had many stars. Don Sutton won 166 games during this decade, including a career-high 21 victories in 
1976. In his final four seasons with the Dodgers from 1970-73, Claude Osteen won 66 games while Andy Messersmith won 55 games 
during his Dodger career (1974-76, 1979). Burt Hooton won 112 games in 10 years with the Dodgers, including 71 in the 1970s while 
left-hander Tommy John notched 87 wins and a 2.97 ERA in six years. 
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Out of the bullpen, the Dodgers looked to Jim Brewer in the early 
1970s, In 1974, Mike Marshall became the first reliever in baseball history 
to win the Cy Young Award, The right-hander appeared in a record 106 
games, had 21 saves and posted a 2.42 ERA. In the late 1970s, Charlie 
Hough and Terry Forster were the aces of the bullpen. 


1980s 


Throughout the 1980s, the Dodgers enjoyed one of their most 
successful decades in club history. The Dodgers captured two World 
Championships (1981 and 1988), four National League Western 
Division titles (1981, 1983, 1985, and 1988), and won 825 games, tying 
them with the St. Louis Cardinals for most victories by a National League 
team during the decade. 

In 1980, Don Sutton set a Dodger record with his 52nd career 
shutout. The Dodgers also reached 3 million in home attendance for the 
second time in three years and hosted their first All-Star Game at Dodger 
Stadium, Before a capacity crowd of 56,088, the National League beat 
the American League, 4-2. The All-Star Game also marked the debut of 
the Dodgers' new Dodger DiamondVision Board. 

On Opening Day in 1981, rookie Fernando Valenzuela — forced to start ; 
because of an injury to Jerry Reuss — blanked the Astros, 2-0, at Dodger ! : vf 

Stadium, which was the beginning of Fernandomania. Valenzuela took ’ * quartet of 30-homer players from 
the baseball world by storm in 1981. The 20-year-old from Mexico ) - Steve 
became the first rookie to win Cy Young Award honors and he helped the 
Dodgers reach the World Series against the New York Yankees. 

In the Fall Classic, the Dodgers were able to avenge their losses from 
1977-78, as they defeated the Yankees in six games, After losing the first two games of the series in New York, the Dodgers captured 
the next three games in Los Angeles before wrapping up the series at Yankee Stadium. Co-MVP honors went to Steve Yeager, Ron 
Cey and Pedro Guerrero for their offensive efforts. 

Less than a year later, on Sept. 30, 1982, Steve Garvey, cornerstone for the Dodgers at first base, played his final game for the 
Dodgers in Los Angeles. Garvey had three hits in the game and moved into third place on the all-time list with 1,104 consecutive 
games played. Also in 1982, second baseman Steve Sax won Rookie of the Year honors. 

In 1983, without longtime Dodgers Steve Garvey and Ron Cey, a young Los Angeles team won the division with 91 victories. Steve 
and Dave Sax made history as the only brothers to start a game for the Dodgers. 

On April 25, 1985, Fernando Valenzuela set a Major League record for 
most consecutive innings at the start of a season without allowing an earned 
run (41) before the Padres ended the streak. 

Two years later on September 16, 1987, Pope John Paul II celebrated Mass 
at Dodger Stadium, 

The 1988 season was the most memorable of the decade. Picked by some 
experts to finish fourth in their division, the Dodgers captured the Western 
Division and defeated the heavily favored New York Mets in the League 
Championship Series and Oakland Athletics in the World Series, as Orel 
Hershiser was named MVP of both series, 

The 1988 Fall Classic gave fans what was later voted as “The Greates' 
Sports Moment in Los Angeles History," when Kirk Gibson hit a dramatic 
pinch-hit, two-run home run in the bottom of the ninth inning off Oakland relief 
ace Dennis Eckersley to give the Dodgers a 5-4 victory in Game 1 at Dodger 

tadium. Gibson was later named National League MVP. 

During the decade, many other great names came to the forefront. Pitcher 
Orel Hershiser posted double-digits in wins in his six years as a starter, 
including his phenomenal 1988 Cy Young Award season when he hurled a 
record 59 consecutive scoreless innings, surpassing the previous mark of 58 
2/3 innings by Dodger pitcher Don Drysdale in 1968. 

Other significant Dodgers of the 1980s included second baseman Steve 
Sax, who played seven solid years for the Dodgers; catcher Mike Scioscia, 
who along with Valenzuela were the only Dodgers to play every year of this 
decade; infielder-outfielder Pedro Guerrero, who hit 169 home runs and drove 
in 575 runs; pitcher Bob Welch, who won 103 games and fanned over 1,100 
batters; outfielder Kenny Landreaux, who enjoyed seven seasons with the 
ballclub; and outfielder Mike Marshall, who averaged 17 home runs in the last eight seasons. 


I990s 


The 1990s proved to be a series of ups and downs for the Dodgers. It also marked a change of ownership after the O'Malley 
family had been in control for nearly five decades. The Dodgers won a division title in 1995 and a wild-card playoff berth in 1996, but 
it marked the first decade since the 1930s that the ballclub did not make a World Series appearance. 

After finishing second in 1990 and 1991, the Dodgers posted a club-record 99 losses en route to a last-place finish in 1992. The 
Dodgers rebounded to third place in 1993 and held a 3 1/2-game lead in 1994 when a strike halted the season and canceled plans

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for a trip to the postseason. The Dodgers won the Western Division in 1995, but lost to Cincinnati in the Division Series in three 
games. The Dodgers and Padres were tied for first place on the final day of the season in 1996. Both teams met at Dodger Stadium, 
having already clinched playoff berths because of an expanded playoff format that included the second-place team with the best 
record in each league. The Dodgers lost, 2-0, and were later swept by Atlanta in the Division Series. 

The 1990 season celebrated the Dodgers’ 100th anniversary in the National League. The pitching staff led the Majors with 29 
complete games and the Dodgers finished second to the eventual World Champion Cincinnati Reds. At age 22, right-hander Ramon 
Martinez became the youngest Dodger to win 20 games since Ralph Branca. Martinez also tied Sandy Koufax's club record with 18 
strikeouts against the Braves on June 4 at Dodger Stadium. Martinez would later join Koufax as the only Dodger pitchers in history to 
throw both a no-hitter and strike out 18 batters in a game. Dodger shortstop Jose Offerman made his debut in 1990 as he became 
the sixth Dodger in history to hit a home run in his first Major League at-bat. Fernandomania also had one last hurrah as Fernando 
Valenzuela pitched his only career no-hitter on June 29 against St. Louis. 

The exciting 1991 season featured a classic divisional race between the Dodgers and Atlanta Braves. During the final six weeks 
of the season, neither club held a lead of more than two games. The Braves finally edged Los Angeles on the final weekend of the 
season to win the crown by one game. The Dodgers were led by newcomers Darryl Strawberry, whose 28 home runs were the most 
by a left-handed batter in Los Angeles history; and Brett Butler, the center fielder who set a National League record with 161 errorless 
games. Bouncing back from shoulder surgery, Orel Hershiser went 7-2 with a 3.46 ERA in 1991. 

During the 1990s, the Dodgers set a record with five consecutive National League Rookies of the Year: Eric Karros (1992), Mike 
Piazza (1993), Raul Mondesi (1994), Hideo Nomo (1995) and Todd Hollandsworth (1996). 

After belting 20 home runs as a rookie in 1992, Karros became a cornerstone to the Dodger offense in the 1990s. He played in 
more games than any other Dodger during the decade and his 242 home runs are atop the all-time Los Angeles list, as he surpassed 
Ron Cey (228) in 2000. Karros also became one of three players in Dodger history to record five or more seasons with at least 30 
home runs, 

Piazza spent 5 1/2 seasons in Los Angeles, rewriting the record book and placing his name alongside some of the most prolific 
hitting catchers in history. He set rookie records with 35 home runs and 112 RBI in 1993, including two home runs on the final day 
of the season, as the Dodgers knocked the Giants out of the divisional race with a 12-1 victory at Dodger Stadium. Piazza later set 
Dodger single-season records in 1997 with a .362 batting average, 40 home runs, and a .638 slugging percentage. The Dodgers 
traded Piazza to Florida in a blockbuster seven-player trade in 1998. 

During the 1990s, Mondesi became one of the most productive outfielders in Dodger history. He is the only Dodger to record at 
least 30 steals and 30 home runs in the same season, having accomplished the 30-30 plateaus in 1997 and 1999. Mondesi also 
became the first two-time Gold Glove winner since Steve Garvey won four straight from 1974-77. 

Nomo burst upon the Major League scene in 1995 after a successful career with the Kintetsu Buffaloes of the Japanese 
Professional League. As the first Japanese player to appear in the Majors since San Francisco's Masanori Murakami in 1965, Nomo 
went 13-6 with a 2.54 ERA and a league-leading 236 strikeouts. He also started the 1995 All-Star Game at Texas. In 1996, Nomo 
pitched his first career no-hitter at the most unlikely site in baseball - Colorado's Coors Field — a 9-0 victory on Sept. 17. 

In 1994, Chan Ho Park made history as he was the first South Korean-born player to pitch in the Major Leagues. Along with Darren 
Dreifort, they became the 17th and 18th players since the First-Year Player Draft began in 1965 to make their professional debuts in 
the Majors. 

On March 19, 1998, Major League Baseball owners approved the sale of the Dodgers from the O'Malley family to The FOX 
Group. In October 1998, the Dodgers were named the most successful organization in Major League Baseball during the 20th 
century in a study conducted by Street and Smith's SportsBusiness Journal. Los Angeles finished first with a century performance 
index of 7.63 on a 10-point scale, based on a rating formula that evaluated the on-the-field and ticket-window success of each of 
the 35 Major League teams that played at least 10 seasons from 1901-98. The Brooklyn Dodgers finished ninth with a 5.38 century 
performance index rating. The SportsBusiness Journal also calculated separate performance ratings for each decade in the 20th 
century, with the Dodgers topping the rankings in the 1960s, 1970s and 1980s. 

The 1998 season marked the Hall of Fame induction of Jaime Jarrin, who became the second Spanish-language broadcaster 
named to the shrine, The Dodgers also retired 
the uniform No. 20 of Hall of Fame pitcher Don 
Sutton, who became the 10th Dodger to have 
his number retired, The others are Pee Wee 
Reese (1), Tommy Lasorda (2), Duke Snider 
(4), Jim Gilliam (19), Walter Alston (24), Sandy 
Koufax (32), Roy Campanella (39), Jackie 
Robinson (42) and Don Drysdale (53). 

In 1999, Hall of Famers Vin Scully and 
Tommy Lasorda celebrated their 50th season 
with the organization. Scully, one of the most 
recognizable voices in baseball who has called 
three perfect games and 18 no-hitters during 
his career, was inducted into Cooperstown 
in 1982 as the winner of the Ford C. Frick 
Award. Lasorda, who managed the Dodgers 
from 1976-96, guided the Dodgers to World 
Championships in 1981 and 1988. He also 
became baseball's goodwill ambassador with 
his legendary bleeding Dodger blue stories. In 


1997, Lasorda became only the 14th manager Dodgers’ consecutive rookies of the year. L-R: Eric Karros, Mike 
tobe inducted into the Hall‘of Fame: Piazza, Raul Mondesi, Hideo Nomo and Todd Hollandsworth. 
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2009 LOS ANGELES DODGERS 


With a crowd of 37,717 for the Dodgers-Braves game on April 20, Los Angeles surpassed the 100 million mark in home 
attendance since Dodger Stadium opened in 1962. The Dodgers also surpassed the 3 million mark in attendance for the fourth 
consecutive season and 14th time overall, a Major League record. Since 1973, the Dodgers have also drawn at least 2 million 
fans for a record 36 consecutive seasons. 

The Dodgers ended the century with a third-place finish in 1999. On the field, right-hander Kevin Brown anchored the starting 
rotation with 18 wins and Jeff Shaw led Los Angeles with 34 saves. Mark Grudzielanek's .826 average was the highest by a 
Dodger shortstop in history and outfielder Gary Sheffield joined Hall of Famer Duke Snider as the only Dodger to hit at least .300 
in one season with 30 home runs, 100 RBI, 100 runs and 100 walks. 

Following the 1999 season, Robert A. Daly, Chairman and Co-CEO of Warner Bros. and Wamer Music Group since 1980, 
purchased a minority ownership stake in the Dodgers on Oct. 28. Daly became Chairman and CEO to serve as the club's 
managing partner. 

From 1900-99, the Dodgers posted an 8,061-7,361 record, the third-highest winning percentage (.523) among teams in the 
20th century. Los Angeles also registered the best record (797-757) among National League West teams during the 1990s and 
ranked fourth in winning percentage (.517) among National League teams. 

In addition to a winning tradition, the Dodgers played a major role among sports franchises throughout the 20th century. From 
Uncle Wilbert Robinson to Tommy Lasorda, a collection of unforgettable personalities and great moments fills Dodger scrapbooks 
with golden memories. 


2000s 


Through the first four seasons of the new decade and century, the Dodgers won consistently, but didn't earn a postseason 
berth. The 2004 season changed that as the Dodgers won the National League Western Division crown. 

The 2000 season saw the Dodgers win 86 games with some explosive offense. The Dodgers set a club record for home runs 
with 211, led by Gary Sheffield, who tied Duke Snider s single-season club mark of 43 home runs. For the second straight season, 
Sheffield hit better than .300, with at least 30 home runs, 100 RBI, 100 walks and 100 runs becoming the first Dodger ever to do 
so twice, 

Eric Karros became the L.A. Dodger all-time leader with his 229th home run and Dave Hansen set a Major League record with 
seven pinch-hit home runs, breaking a club mark set in 1932 by Johnny Frederick. 

On the mound, pitcher Kevin Brown became the first Dodger since 1984 to lead the league in ERA with a 2.58 ERA. Rookie 
Matt Herges, who spent eight years in the minors, started the season 8-0, making him the first pitcher since Fernando Valenzuela 
to open the season with eight straight victories. 

In 2001, the Dodgers turned over the managerial reins to Jim Tracy, who had served as the bench coach the previous two 
seasons. Under Tracy, the Dodgers once again won 86 games but finished just six games behind the eventual World Series- 
champion Arizona Diamondbacks. 

Shawn Green had his finest season as a Major Leaquer, belting a Dodger-record 49 home runs while also setting L.A. club 
marks for extra-base hits (84) and total bases (358), He became only the fifth left-hander in Major League history to hit at least 
49 home runs in a season and only the fifth player to hit 40 or more home runs in both leagues. Paul Lo Duca earned the starting 
spot as catcher for the first time in his career and didn't disappoint as he led the club with a .320 batting average to go along with 
28 doubles, 25 home runs and 90 RBI. On the mound, Jeff Shaw became the club's all-time leader in saves, finishing with 129. 

The 2002 season saw Dan Evans permanently take over as the general manager of the club and in his first season, Evans saw 
his team win 92 games and not get officially eliminated from postseason play until the next-to-last-day of the season. 

Green hit 42 home runs to become the first LA. Dodger to have back-to-back seasons of 40 or more. Four of those home runs 
came in one game, May 23 at Milwaukee, tying a Major League record. In that game, Green went 6-for-6 and set a Major League 
mark for total bases (19). 

Eric Gagné, who had shuttled back and forth from the bullpen to the starting rotation during his first three seasons in the Majors, 
found his niche as the closer in 2002, setting a club mark with 52 saves and earning a trip to the All-Star Game, joining teammates 
Shawn Green and Odalis Perez and manager Jim Tracy, who served as a coach. Gagné, who was named National League Pitcher 
of the Month in June, became just the eighth reliever to record 50 or more saves. 

In addition, the Dodgers recorded their 9,000th victory in the National League during the 2002 season. 

The 2003 season saw the Dodgers make another run for a postseason berth as the wild-card team, but fell short, winning 85 
games. It was the year of pitching, as the Dodgers led baseball in numerous categories, including earned run average. Gagne 
became the first Dodger to earn the NL Cy Young Award since 1988 and only the ninth reliever in Major League history. The right- 
hander converted all 55 of his save opportunities and entered 2004 with 63 consecutive saves over a two-year period. Gagné had 
a 1.20 ERA in 77 games and struck out 137 batters in 82.1 innings, 

In addition, Shawn Green set a new LA. Dodger single-season record with 49 doubles and Paul Lo Duca had a 25-game 
hitting streak, the longest by a Dodger since 1986. 

The Dodgers returned to the postseason as they captured the 2004 National League Western Division title. It was the club's 
ninth division title, most of any NL West team. The Dodgers did it in dramatic fashion, coming from behind to win 53 of their 93 
games, including 26 on their final at-bat. Fans came in record numbers as the Dodgers drew 3,488,283 in attendance, third- 
highest in club history and ninth highest in NL history. There were 28 sellouts and 32 crowds of 50,000 or more. 

In the National League Division Series, the Dodgers faced the St. Louis Cardinals and won their first playoff game (Game 3) 
since 1988, but fell to the Cardinals in four games. Game 4 drew the highest crowd ever at Dodger Stadium, as 56,268 fans 
attended. 

Adrian Beltre led the Dodger offense by hitting a Major League-best 48 home runs and tied Mike Schmidt's Major League 
tecord for home runs by a third baseman in a single season. Beltre set a new LA. Dodger record with 376 total bases, while hitting 
.334 and driving in 121 runs. 
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Eric Gagné ran his Major League record 
of consecutive saves to 84 before it was 
snapped on July 5. The Dodger closer 
went on to record 45 saves on the season, 
becoming the first Major Leaguer to do that in 
three consecutive seasons. 

Despite an injury-marred season in 2005 
that saw the club post a 71-91 record, the 
Dodgers still drew more than 3.6 million fans 
to Dodger Stadium and a huge turnaround 
was on the horizon. 

They broke that mark in 2006 and then 
again in 2007, as the club drew more than 
3.8 million fans while being recognized by 
Guinness World Records Book as having 
the “Highest Cumulative Attendance By a 
Baseball Franchise,” in Major League 
history. On the field, the team earned its 24th 
postseason berth in franchise history in 2006, 
tying San Diego for the NL West title and 
entering the playoffs as the Wild Card team 
before being ousted by the Mets. That team, 
assembled by the 10th General Manager 
in L.A. Dodger history, Ned Colletti, won 88 games while pacing the National League in batting average for the first time since 
1955. Nomar Garciaparra was named NL Comeback Player of the Year and the Dodgers were tabbed Baseball America's 2006 
“Organization of the Year.” 

In 2007, the club finished just 82-80, but second-year sensation Russell Martin took home a Silver Slugger Award as well as 
a Rawlings Gold Glove after hitting .293 with 19 home runs and 87 RBI. Martin reprsented the team in the All-Star Game along 
with pitchers Brad Penny and Takashi Saito. Saito recorded 39 saves and rescued 47 of 50 to start his career, which is the best 
percentage (94.0) of anyone in Major League history after 50 games. In November, the Dodgers hired Joe Torre, making him the 
26th manager in team history and eighth since the club moved to Los Angeles. 

The 2008 season began with the club celebrating their 50th anniversary in Los Angeles with a float in the Rose Parade on 
January 1 and ended with the Dodgers winning their first plaoff series in 20 years by sweeping the Cubs in the National League 
Division Series. In their first year under legendary manager Joe Torre, the Dodgers captured the NL West for the 10th time by 
going 84-78. Russell Martin was an All-Star for the second consecutive season but the biggest splash of the year cameon July 31, 
when the club traded for future Hall of Famer Manny Ramirez. In two months, Ramirez hit .396 with 17 homers, and 53 RBI in the 
regular season and .520 with four homers and 10 RBI in eight postseason games. The season ended with a five-game NLCS loss 
to the eventual World Champion Phillies, but 2008 will go down in history not only for the team’s first playoff victory since 1988, 
but what happend off the field as well. During the 50th anniversary season, the Dodgers raised over $2 million for ThinkCure, the 
team's official charity, by staging an exhibition game against the Red Sox at the L.A. Memorial Coliseum, received a star on the 
Hollywood Walk of Fame, won an Emmy, played the first-ever big league game on Chinese soil, said good-bye to Vero Beach, and 
celebrated our living legends at the ballpark nearly every homestand with luncheons, autograph sessions, and ceremonies. 

In March of 2009, the Dodgers and White Sox opened their brand-new state-of-the art shared Spring Training facility at 
Camelback Ranch-Glendale, bringing the season's annual rite of preparation hours from Los Angeles, and, to quote Tommy 
Lasorda, closer to “the best fans in all of baseball.” 


The Dodgers’ farm system has developed some of the game’s 
brightest stars who will be in Los Angeles for years to come.

In addition to serving as the Spring 
Training home of the White Sox and 
Dodgers, the campus will become the home 
for all Dodger minor league operations 
throughout the year, including the team's 
— ba Arizona League entry and Fall Instructional 
League team. The White Sox also will use 
Camelback Ranch - Glendale as the home 
for their Fall Instructional League. 

“Having all of our player development programs operate out of one location is a huge benefit to the Dodgers," said 
Dodger General Manager Ned Colletti. “Even better than that, it's just a short flight from Los Angeles which will allow 
many of our staff members to stop in and check on the progress of our young talent.” 

An additional benefit of Cactus League play is the short distances from one ballpark to the next. On many 
occasions, teams will dress at Camelback Ranch - Glendale before heading to the visiting ballpark, as eight different 
teams train within a 20-mile radius and 14 teams overall will take part in the Cactus League in 2009. 

“The ease of travel from site to site is going to be very helpful to the Major League staff because we'll spend a 
lot more time at the field and a lot less time on buses," said Dodger Manager Joe Torre. “Quite often during Spring 
Training, we like to stay back at the home park and watch a workout with a player before heading to an away game and 
being at Camelback Ranch affords us that opportunity.” 

Coordinating efforts for the Player Development Department once Spring Training is over will be longtime Dodger 
minor league manager and coach, John Shoemaker, who will be aided by Pitching Coach George Culver, Infield 
Coach Daisuke “Duke” Yamashita, and Senior Hitting Coach Lenny Harris, the all-time leading Sasha in Major 
League Baseball history. 

In keeping with the theme of player develc one of the Dod 
dimensions, turf, and grounds of Dodger Stadium, ; wiaving minor leac 
like to play in their ultimate destination.

But teamwork by a talented group 
of more than 900 people, from HKS 
Architects, Mortenson Construction, 
Arizona Sports and Tourism Authority, the 
cities of Phoenix and Glendale, the State 
of Arizona, the two baseball franchises 
and many more were able to complete 
construction in near-record time 

The results, according to early reviews, 
have been positive.

It's a great way to 
help children fall in love with baseball, and through the years, they are forever grateful to the family members who made that 
life-changing moment possible.”

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The celebration of the Dodgers’ 50th 
anniversary on the West Coast in 2008 
coincided with the 60th anniversary of 
Dodgertown, their Vero Beach, FL Spring 
Training home from 1948-2008. The 
Dodgers began training at Camelback 
Ranch - Glendale in 2009. 

The Dodgertown complex was home 
to some of the most memorable players 
and personalities in both Brooklyn and Los 
Angeles lore. The personalized street signs 
within the complex honored such Hall of 
Famers as Jackie Robinson, Sandy Koufax, 
Roy Campanella, Duke Snider, Pee Wee 
Reese, Don Drysdale, Tommy Lasorda, 
Walter Alston, Don Sutton, Vin Scully, and 
Jaime Jarrin. 

Prior to Vero Beach, the Dodgers spent 
their Spring Trainings at various camps 
from 1901-48 in North Carolina, South Carolina, Arkansas, Georgia, Louisiana, New York, Cuba, and the Dominican 
Republic. 

The Dodgers first set up camp at the invitation of a local businessman, Bud Holman, after the city needed a tenant to 
occupy a former World War II Naval Air Station. The camp became the most unique baseball training facility in the country, a 
destination for international baseball visitors. The complex also grew into six practice fields, four indoor batting and pitching 
tunnels, a pool, tennis court, and more. 

Dodgertown wasn't the product of a single blueprint, rather its roots came from the various personalities and ambitions 
of those with the ballclub and the local community. 

Hall of Fame executive Branch Rickey conceived the idea of the farm system during his tenure with the St. Louis 
Cardinals in the late 1930s. Rickey joined the Dodgers in 1942 as team president and kept his scouts looking for talent, 
despite a depleted supply of ballplayers due to World War Il. Rickey knew the war wouldn't last forever. 

Meanwhile, the city of Vero Beach was looking for a tenant for the naval air station that the United States built during 
World War Il. One of the city's most dynamic civic leaders and influential businessman would make the best of an otherwise 
bleak situation, 

Local resident Bud Holman opened a Cadillac dealership in 1923 and became interested in aviation. In 1932, he 
convinced Eastern Airlines to make Vero Beach a fueling stop. By 1935, Vero Beach was the smallest U.S. city to have 
direct airmail service. 

During World War Il, the airport and naval base in Vero Beach turned the tiny town into a military community. Holman 
didn't know much about baseball, but when the idea of inviting a Major League franchise came along, Holman reportedly 
asked his wife which was the best team to invite. His wife replied, “The Dodgers," and Holman contacted Rickey at the 
Dodger offices in Brooklyn, New York. Holman knew Rickey had 26 minor league teams and wanted a chance to prove Vero 
Beach could host a full-scale training camp. 

Rickey dispatched Buzzie Bavasi, the general manager of the Dodgers’ Nashua, New Hampshire farm team. Bavasi was 
supposed to visit other potential sites at Ft. Pierce and Stuart, but never had a chance, Holman’'s hospitality during a party 
on Nov. 2, 1947 convinced Bavasi the facilities already were in place, especially because of Vero Beach's airport. 

The original concept of Dodgertown was to provide a classroom environment for players and coaches with enough land 
so personnel could discuss baseball at any point in the day. Because there were so many Dodger minor league ball clubs, 
many affiliates and working groups were assigned different colored uniforms to help keep drills and other daily itineraries 
on schedule. 

In a 1954 book collaborated with team photographer Barney Stein, “The Rhubarb Patch — The Story of the Modern 
Brooklyn Dodgers,” broadcaster Red Barber recalled Rickey's fascination with the potential layout of a training camp. 

“Rickey dreamed about having everybody in one central place where he could see everything and everyone,” Barber 
wrote. “Tremendous planning was involved, entailing constant staff work. Ballgames were being played on diamonds all day 
long. Instruction work kept the batting tees and cages busy, the sliding pits filled...Rickey dreamed that by force teaching, 
training and close observation, a new player might be ready for the Majors in a year's less time than otherwise.” 

The Dodgers brought their minor league operations to Vero Beach in 1948 and in 1952 Dodger President Walter 
O'Malley and New York-based architect Emil Praeger decided to build an intimate-style stadium with unobstructed views, 
The stadium was built by excavating 20,000 cubic yards of sand, marl, and muck. The excavation was turned into a two-acre 
fishing lake and stocked by the United States Wildlife Service. The fill formed into mounds, which were compacted and 
rolled. Four-inch reinforced concrete was poured over the mounds to make the stands. 

“Holman Stadium,” named by O'Malley after Bud Holman, was officially dedicated on March 11, 1953. An overflow 
crowd of 5,532 watched the Brooklyn Dodgers defeat the Philadelphia Athletics, 4-2. 
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With the passage of time, the Dodgertown property gradually developed and maintained signature attractions such as a 
strings area for pitchers, the street signs named after Hall of Fame players and managers, and “Campy's Corner,” an area 
outside the dining room where Hall of Fame catcher Roy Campanella held court with young players following the 1958 auto 
accident that left him paralyzed. There were other special rooms named in honor of longtime Los Angeles-area sportswriter 
Bob Hunter, photographer Herb Scharfman, trainer Bill Buhler, and Dodger team physician Dr. Frank Jobe. 

Beginning in 1983, Dodgertown hosted the twice-yearly Dodgers Adult Baseball Camps, featuring instruction from 
Dodger stars of the past. Last February, the 50th and 51st such camps were held. 

During their final Grapefruit League season in 2008, the Dodgers honored many of their heroes of the past as well as 
several longtime Dodgertown employees who left an indelible mark on the franchise over the past 60 years. On March 
17, 2008, the final Dodger Spring Training contest took place at Holman Stadium. The Dodgers lost to the Astros that 
afternoon, but the lasting image of current players forming a “bat tunnel” and saluting Dodger Hall of Fame Manager Tommy 
Lasorda as he walked off the field for the final time in Vero Beach will stick with any fan of baseball, the Dodgers, Spring 
Training, or Dodgertown for a lifetime to come. When Lasorda exited, the music coming from the PA system was “Simply the 
Best,” and could have just as easily been meant for the 61 seasons of Dodgertown in Vero Beach, FL.

The Dodgers hosted a professional team from Asia on 13 different 
occasions. Most recently the Osaka Buffaloes of the Japanese League trained at Dodgertown in the fall of 2003 for the second 


consecutive year, The Samsung Lions professional baseball team from Taegu, Korea trained at Dodgertown in 1985, 1992, 1993, 
1996, and 1997. In addition to the Lions' five visits, the Tokyo Giants trained in Vero Beach in 1961, 1967, 1971, 1975, and 1981. 
The Chunichi Dragons from Nagoya, Japan trained at Dodgertown in 1988. The Sinon Bulls became the first Taiwanese team to 
train at Dodgertown when they began a week of workouts in February, 1999

UPGRADING DODGERTOWN 


Dodgertown underwent many changes through the years since 1948 when 600 players participated in the first Spring Training 
at the complex, A 90-unit housing facility replaced the old military barracks in 1972. A 23,000-square-foot administration building 
was constructed in 1974 on the site of the former headquarters building. The structure included two clubhouses, medical 
department, dining room, kitchen, main lobby, broadcasting studio, photo dark room, lounge, media workroom, two training rooms, 
two equipment rooms, and a commercial laundry room. 

In 1990, Dodgertown unveiled a new 15,000 square-foot, multi-purpose building that houses four indoor batting tunnels, an 
exercise room containing the latest in training equipment, a video room used by Dodger instructors as a teaching area, afd 
baseball administrative offices for Dodger executives during Spring Training. 


Dodger personnel had the use of a swimming pool, basketball court, four all-weather tennis courts, game room and movie 
theater.

One of the true cathedrals of baseball, Dodger Stadium has hosted more than 132 million fans since it opened its doors in 1962, including 
3,730,750 in 2008, which was the third-highest attendance in franchise history. The team topped the 3.85 million mark in 2007, which stand as 
their all-time franchise record. 

In 2009, the world will be watching Dodger Stadium as the Dodgers play host to the semi-finals and finals of the 2009 World Baseball Classic 
from March 21-24. 

As the third-oldest park continually used in Major League Baseball, Dodger Stadium has been like a second home for Los Angeles baseball fans 
for generations and continues to embody the true spirit of the franchise, 45 years after the first pitch was thrown here. The ballpark underwent an 
unparalleled restoration project prior to the 2006 season, as every seat in the stadium was replaced in a single offseason with the club returning to the 
stadium's original color scheme from Opening Day 1962 while also introducing other modern-day amenities designed for the enjoyment of fans. 

In April of 2008, Dodger Owner and Chairman Frank McCourt introduced the “Next 50 Years” plan in a Dodger Stadium press conference, out- 
lining for the first time what will be done to Dodger Stadium over the five years to modernize, enhance, and improve the beloved ballpark. McCourt's 
vision will include a dramatic, tree-lined, beautifully landscaped center field entrance to the park, that will seve as a promenade to shops, restaurants, 
and a Dodger interactive museum. Parking will improve, the Top-of-the Park will get a facelift, and increased effort will go into ensuring the project 
“Thinks Blue and Acts Green.” The stadium will become as environmentally responsible a baseball stadium as there is in America. The Dodgers 
plans reflect the environmentally-sensitive practices supported by the Natural Resources Defense Council in their “Team Greening Program,” a 
collaboration with Major League Baseball. 

During the 2007 offseason, the Dodgers completely renovated the field level concourse, nearly doubling the number of points of sale and 
restrooms while also adding two new all-inclusive clubs for Baseline seat ticket holders. The Baseline Box Clubs are located on both the first 
and third base sides at the end of the Field Level concourse and offer all-inclusive buffet dining, carryout options, a full-service bar, and private 
restrooms. 

The organization installed a new energy-efficient cooling system and replaced the entire stadium lighting system with Musco’'s Light Structure, 
which is designed to increase the quantity and quality of the lighting on the field while substantially reducing energy consumption. 

The Dodgers began the 2007 season with a new parking lot system in place that ended up substantially reducing the amount of waiting time 
going into the ballpark and exiting Dodger Stadium. 

The ballpark’s rich history began with Dodger President Walter O'Malley's foresight nearly five decades ago and has continued with the vision 
of Dodger Owner and Chairman Frank McCourt, as Dodger Stadium remains one of the crown jewels in professional sports and a landmark to 
West Coast expansion in Major League Baseball. 

In 1957, O'Malley lobbied for a new stadium to be built for his Brooklyn club but when a deal could not be reached, the Dodgers made the 
unprecedented move to California. In September of that year, the city of Los Angeles agreed to give 300 acres of land to the Dodgers in exchange 
for the deed to Wrigley Field in Los Angeles and their commitment to construct a 50,000-seat stadium. While Dodger Stadium was being built, the 
Dodgers played at the Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum through 1961, before the true Opening Day - April 10, 1962 - when the Dodgers finally 
played in their new home before 52,564 fans. 

Since that day, the beauty of Dodger Stadium has awed spectators with a breathtaking view of downtown Los Angeles to the south; green, tree- 
lined Elysian hills to the north and east; and the San Gabriel Mountains beyond. 

The 56,000-seat Dodger Stadium, the second privately-financed ballpark in baseball history, was designed by O'Malley and architect Emil 
Praeger. It has parking for 16,000 automobiles on 211 terraced lots adjacent to the same elevations as the six different seating levels. 

More than 3,400 trees cover the 300 acres of beautiful landscape, which is maintained by a full-time staff of gardeners. The Dodgers employ a 
full-time grounds crew and maintenance staff that keeps all aspects of the stadium in immaculate condition throughout the season, making Dodger 
Stadium one of the best-maintained facilities in the country, 

In 1978, Dodger Stadium became the first ballpark to host more than three million fans in a season when the Dodgers drew 3,347,845 in attend- 
ance. Following another three million in attendance in 1980, the Dodgers set the all-time Major Leaque season attendance record in 1982, drawing 
3,608,881 fans, Twenty-four years later, the Dodgers broke the franchise mark for paid attendance in 2006, as their total topped the National League 
for the third consecutive season, 


For more than three decades there were few changes made at Dodger Stadium. However, after the 1999 season, new field-level seats were 
added down the foul lines beyond the dugouts and an expanded dugout section, known as the Dugout Club, was added. Luxury suites were also 
built on the Club Level and have since been upgraded to provide some of the most unique amenities in baseball (flat screen TVs and computers 
with high-speed internet access). 

After the 2002 season, a new video board - DodgerVision - replaced the previous one in left field while more improvements to Dodger Stadium 
occurred after the 2004 season. These included the new dugouts that were deeper from front to back with modern-day amenities, including a waist- 
high wall of safety netting across the front of the dugout that has become standard in ballparks across the nation. Additionally, the dugouts were moved 
closer to the field by 20 feet, allowing for several more , 
rows of Dugout Club seats and additional seating down 
the foul lines. The DodgerVision crew is also respon- 
sible for providing the music heard throughout Dodger 
Stadium. A team of 22 people is required to run the 
DodgerVision audio/video operation each game. 

At the conclusion of the 2005 season, the 
Dodgers announced their plans to replace all the 
seats at Dodger Stadium, marking the fourth time in 
a seven-year span that the club would make stadium 
improvements. In addition to the seating bowl return- 
ing to its original color scheme from 1962 - yellow, 
light orange, turquoise and sky blue - a traditional “box 
seating” concept was introduced to the baseline area 
and the concrete throughout the venue was refreshed 
and repaired. The wooden chairs from the Club Level, 
the last original seats from 1962, were also refur- 
bished during the offseason and returned to the same B ee" sad ‘ : - 
location along the third-base side of the ballpark.

Additionally, the Dodgers replaced the stadium's new Baseline Box lubs, which are situated down the right and

1999 season, while an LED scoreboard was installed from foul pole to foul pole along the base of the Loge Level. The $20 million renovation project 
included the outdoor seating terrace that can accommo 500 people outside the Loge Level entrance in left field. 

While numerous enhancements have taken place at the stadium over the past decade, the playing surface at Dodger Stadium has remained the 
same since 1996. It features Prescription Athletic Turf (PAT), which was created and installed by the Cincinnati-based Motz Group, using the latest 
agronomic and engineering technology to manage field moisture through controlled drainage and irrigation. The 100,000 square feet of Bermuda 
grass is grown on pure sand, beneath which a vacuum chamber is laid over a water-tight plastic barrier that forcibly extracts water during heavy rains. 
New moisture gauges monitor the field's water level in coordination with a microprocessor that controls drainage functions. A computer controller 
has the ability to reverse the scenario and sub-irrigate when the sand's moisture reading drops below the optimal level. 

Clearly, the work on the field paid off, as the Dodger Stadium field was named the best in baseball by Sports Illustrated in 2003 in a poll of Major 
League players. Of the responses, 23.2 percent of players rated Dodger Stadium as the best-quality playing field, more than twice as many as any 
other stadium. In February of 2008, the stadium grounds crew completely replaced the grass in the infield and outfield... 

Since opening its gates, Dodger Stadium has hosted eight World Series and the Dodgers have won four World Championships (1963, 1965, 
1981 and 1988), eight NL pennants (1963, 1965, 1966, 1974, 1977, 1978, 1981, 1988), 10 NL Western Division crowns (1974, 1977, 1978, 1981, 
1983, 1985, 1988, 1995, 2004, 2008) and two NL Wild Card berths (1996, 2006). The stadium has also hosted 3,615 regular-season games, with 
the Dodgers posting a 1,997-1,537 (.565) record during that time. 

Not only has the world famous Farmer John Dodger Dog been a staple at Dodger Stadium since the early 1970s, but Dodger fans are also treated 
to some of the best food around the globe. In fact, the Travel Channel named Dodger Stadium the world’s best stadium for fine dining in 2004. 

The stadium hosted the Major League Baseball All-Star Game in 1980 and the Olympic Games' baseball competition in 1984. The eight-team 
competition during the 1984 Olympic Games marked baseball's greatest involvement in the Olympic Games to that point. 

The Olympic spirit returned to Los Angeles again in 1991, as Dodger Stadium hosted the Opening Ceremonies for the United States Olympic 
Festival. Later that summer, the stadium showcased the top amateur baseball players from around the world in the second annual International 
Baseball Association World All-Star Game. In 2004, the Olympic Torch relay in Los Angeles concluded at Dodger Stadium as Rafer Johnson lit the 
cauldron at Chavez Ravine, several hours after Frank McCourt ran the second leg in Venice. 

Dodger Stadium has been the site of numerous non-baseball major events, as Pope John Paul !I celebrated Mass at Dodger Stadium on Sept. 
16, 1987. Entertainers from around the world have performed here as well, such as KISS, The Rolling Stones, Madonna, The Beatles, The Bee Gees, 
Elton John, Simon and Garfunkel, Michael Jackson, David Bowie, Genesis, Eric Clapton, U2, the Dave Matthews Band and Bruce Springsteen and 
the E Street Band. Dodger Stadium also staged one of the world's greatest entertainment events in 1994, when internationally-renowned tenors 
Jose Carreras, Placido Domingo and Luciano Pavarotti reunited for a spectacular concert performance “Encore — The Three Tenors" with conductor 
Zubin Mehta. In its early years, Dodger Stadium even staged other sporting events such as boxing, a basketball game featuring the world-renowned 
Harlem Globetrotters and a ski-jumping exhibition. From 1962-65, the American League's Los Angeles Angels called Dodger Stadium home. 

But the one constant has been Los Angeles Dodgers baseball, which continues to create a mystique so great that fans visit even when there 
aren't games being played. In 2006, walking tours of the stadium were reinstated in a 90-minute format that includes a short video on Dodger history. 
Tours begin and end at the Top of the Park Gift Shop and include the Tommy Lasorda Training Room, Stadium Club, Luxury Suites, Dugout Club, 
Umpires Tunnel and the Dodgers’ home dugout. 

Not surprisingly, Dodger baseball was awarded the title of “Best Sporting Event” in Los Angeles in 2003 and 2004 by the L.A. Daily News 
Readers’ Choice poll and under the ownership and direction of Frank and Jamie McCourt, Dodger Stadium continues to be one of the most popular 
destinations in Southern California.

DodgerVision, the large video display system which rises 
above the Left Field Pavilion, is the hub of the entertainment 
fans enjoy at Dodger Stadium, serving as a complement 
to game action with replays, highlights, features, interac- 
tive games, information and statistics. DodgerVision went 
through a major upgrade between the 2002 and 2003 
seasons. Daktronics, Inc. was chosen to provide new 
video, scoring and electronic display control equipment for 
Dodger Stadium. The $3.8 million project includes a large 
ProStar video display board, a large monochrome LED 
matrix display and a new state-of-the-art digital video control 
room. When the initial video board, a Mitsubishi Diamond 
Vision, made its debut at the 1980 All-Star Game at Dodger 
Stadium, it was the first full-color display board in the world. 
As a result of that initial installation, the Dodgers pioneered 
a new dimension in live sports and entertainment, propel- 
ling the video board industry to become a staple at venues 
throughout the world. 

The 2003 ProStar VideoPlus display features a 16x9 
aspect ratio measuring 27' high and 48’ wide and has 
been installed in the existing structure behind left field. A 
large Galaxy LED display replaced the previous scoreboard 
in right field, which was originally installed when Dodger 
Stadium opened in 1962, The new scoreboard has much 
more to offer than its predecessor. In addition to serving as 
the primary game scoreboard, this new amber light 22'-high 
by 71 ‘-wide LED display is used for the display of game 
information and statistics, as well as a wide variety of graph- 
ics and animation. 

Scoreboards imbedded into the outfield walls in left and 
right field, as well as the LED board on the facade of the 
Loge Level, the largest in Major League Baseball, provide 
fans with running scores from the current game and other 
games throughout the Major Leagues. Celebration anima- 
tions are shown during big game moments. 

Located in the press box area, the DodgerVision control 
room, which was completely revamped and updated, is a 
fully-integrated, digital production studio. Five cameras, 
broadcast switching systems, videotape machines, digital 
slo-motion systems, digital database playback systems and 
graphics equipment highlight the broadcast-quality equip- 
ment. Also included for the matrix boards are such items 
as the Venus 7000 controller, V-Link video processors and 
DakStats baseball statistics software, all of which work 
together to provide fans with automated, real-time, out-of- 
town scores and game statistics. 

The DodgerVision crew is also responsible for providing 
the music heard throughout Dodger Stadium as well as 
the programming for the matrix boards on the facades of 
the Loge Level, A team of 22 people is required to run the 
DodgerVision operation each game.

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The 17th rainout in Dodger Stadium history occurred on April 17, 2000, marking the last rainout and the only Dodger home game to 


be rained out during the last eight seasons, In 1999 the Dodgers also had one home game washed out (April 11, 1999), ending the club's 
record 856 consecutive-game streak without a rainout. Prior to that, the Dodgers last home rainout was three consecutive games against 
the San Diego Padres April 19-21, 1988. Prior to 1976, the Dodgers were rained out only once — against the St. Louis Cardinals on April 
21, 1967, The 1967 rainout ended a streak of 737 consecutive games at Dodger Stadium without a postponement. The second home 
rainout, on April 12, 1976, stopped a string of 724 straight games. Currently, the club has gone 726 games without a rainout.

The 2008 season marked the 36th consecutive season the Dodgers drew more than two million fans at Dodger Stadium (1973- 
2008) and the 42nd time overall — the most by any Major League team. 

The Dodgers established a then-Major League record when they drew 3,608,881 fans in 1982. The NL implemented a new 
attendance counting system in 1993, and the Rockies recorded the largest single-season total in Major League history with 
4,483,350 fans in their first Major League season. Through the 1992 season, attendance figures in the NL were counted by the 
number of fans in attendance and the AL counted total tickets sold. Both leagues currently count total tickets sold. 

The Dodgers hold the Major League record for drawing more than three million fans on 23 occasions. They became the first team 
to play before five million fans in a season — combining home and road totals - in 1978 when the total reached 5,494,204 and have 
since played in front of more than five million 21 more times. In 2004, they topped the six-million mark for the first time and have 
accomplished that feat in each of the past five seasons. 

The Dodgers have averaged more than 2.8 million fans a season since coming to Los Angeles in 1958. The Dodgers hit the 
million mark in 22 dates in 1981, the two million mark in 46 dates in 1982 and the three million mark in 67 dates in 1982 — all three 
established then-Major League records.

The Dodgers released a music CD of their own on August 19, entitled 
“Dodgers Baseball: Music to your Ears," in collaboration with EMI Music 
Special Markets. The CD is the soundtrack of Dodger Stadium past and 
present, including tracks such as the opening theme to “Field of Dreams,” 
“Talkin’ Baseball” by Terry Cashman, “Can't Stop the Blue” by Ozomatli, 
“California Dreamin'" by the Mamas and the Papas, “California Girls” by 
the Beach Boys, “It's a Beautiful Day for a Ballgame” by the Harry Simeone 
Chorale, and even the classic Danny Kaye tribute, “D-O-D-G-E-R-S SONG 
(OH REALLY? NO, O’MALLEY).” Ozomatli, a nine-member band comprised 
of Los Angeles natives, wrote and recorded “Can't Stop the Blue,” a tribute to 
the Dodgers’ 50th Anniversary in Los Angeles. The music video for the song 
also premiered at Dodger Stadium on August 19, just moments before mem- 
bers of the band tossed the ceremonial first pitch. The Dodgers have made 
“Can't Stop the Blue” part of the music montage that follows wins at Dodger 
Stadium, immediately following Randy Newman's classic, “I Love L.A.” 

The Dodgers’ relationships throughout Hollywood have helped secure 
Dodger Stadium as a top LA hotspot and a place to “see and be seen.” The 
Dodgers last season were featured in all of the major celebrity weekly maga- 
zines, including People, Us, Ok!, In Touch, Life & Style, and Star. Some of the 
most popular entertainment websites like El Online, TMZ, and Perez Hilton 
also included Dodger Stadium as a frequent celebrity destination, The web- 
site for E! created a photo gallery dedicated exclusively to celebrity sightings 
at Dodger Stadium. Celebrity appearances and first pitches at Dodger games 
were also featured on national TV shows 
like Access Hollywood, Extra, Entertainment 
Tonight, E! News, Jimmy Kimmel Live, Last Call 
with Carson Daly, Live with Regis and Kelly, 
The Soup on E!, and TMZ 

Several other notable Hollywood groups 
enjoyed special Dodger outings last year. The 
Dodgers on August 14 helped the Screen 
Actors Guild celebrate its 75th anniversary by 
welcoming more than 500 SAG members and 
guests for the game vs. Philadelphia. SAG 
National President Alan Rosenberg threw the 
ceremonial first pitch and National Secretary- 
Treasurer Connie Stevens performed the 
National Anthem, Oscar winner Lou Gossett 
Jr. and ten-time Grammy Award winner Chaka 
Khan joined the Dodgers on April 15 to cel- 
ebrate the 61st anniversary of Jackie Robinson 


The Dodgers Community Caravan in February visited “The Price is 
Right,” the longest-running game show in television history. All of 
the players made appearances during the show, which included a 
special Dodgers-themed Showcase. 
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breaking the color barrier. Gossett, who grew 
up a Dodger fan in Brooklyn, emceed a vari- 
ety of on-field and pregame ceremonies, and 
Khan performed the National Anthem

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Mike Brumley assumes the role of Minor League Field Coordinator in just his second season in the 
Dodger organization. In 2008, he served as Assistant Field Coordinator as well as the manager at Ogden 
of the Rookie-advanced Pioneer League. 

Prior to joining the Dodgers, the former big league utility infielder/outfielder served as the Texas 
Rangers’ field coordinator from 2005-07. He was a minor league manager in the Angels’ organization from 
2001-04, including the last three with Triple-A Salt Lake. In 2002, he led Salt Lake to a division title with a 
78-66 record and later advanced to the Pacific Coast League championship series, 

Brumley served as the minor league bunting instructor for the White Sox organization in 2000, and 
spent two seasons in the Diamondbacks’ organization as the skipper of rookie-level Tucson in 1998 and 
Single-A South Bend in 1999. He began his minor league managerial career in 1997 with Rio Grande 
Valley of the independent Texas-Louisiana League. 

Brumley, 45, played parts of eight seasons in the Majors with the Chicago Cubs (1987), Detroit (1988), Seattle (1990), Boston 
(1991-92), Houston (1993, 1995), and Oakland (1994). He appeared in 295 career games, and batted .206 with three homers and 
38 RBI. His father, Mike, played parts of three seasons with the Washington Senators from 1964-66 after originally being drafted by 
the Brooklyn Dodgers in 1957. 


Rafael Chaves joins the Dodger organization as Minor League Pitching Coordinator after serving as 
a pitching coach in the New York Yankees system in 2008 and in the Seattle Mariners organization for 11 
seasons from 1998-2007. 

Chaves last year was the pitching coach with the Yankees' Triple-A Scranton/Wilkes-Barre club, 
which won the International League championship and led the circuit with a 3.67 team ERA. 

In the Seattle chain, the Puerto Rico native served as the Major League pitching coach for two 
seasons from 2006-07. He also served in the same capacity with Triple-A Tacoma (2004-05), Double-A 
San Antonio (2002-03), Single-A San Bernardino (2001), Single-A Wisconsin (2000), Rookie-level Everett 
(1999), and the AZL Mariners (1998).

Gene Clines, who enjoyed a 10-year big league playing career from 1970-1979, is in his second 
season as hitting coordinator for the Dodgers’ minor league system after spending the 2007 campaign as 
the outfield/baserunning coordinator. 

Clines's coaching career is highlighted by 20 years of Major League coaching service with five 
different franchises (Cubs, Astros, Mariners, Brewers, and Giants). Prior to coming to the Dodgers, he 
spent four seasons in the Cubs' organization from 2003-06, serving two years as first base coach (2003- 
04) and two seasons as hitting coach (2005-06). Prior to his time in Chicago, he spent six years as San 
Francisco's hitting coach and outfield coach (1997-2002). He also served as the hitting coach with 
Milwaukee (1994-95), Seattle (1989-92), and Houston (1988). Following his final year as a big league 
player in 1979, Clines remained with the Cubs as first base coach under manager Bob Kennedy, and 
remained with the team unti! 1981. 

Clines' playing career was highlighted by three trips to the postseason with the Pirates (1971, 1972, and 1974), including a 
World Series title in 1971, He had his best season in the Majors with the Pirates in 1972, batting .334 in 107 games. 

He attended Contra Costa Junior College in San Pablo, CA.

Rodney McCray enters his second year in the Dodger organization as the outfield/baserunning 
coordinator, Prior to joining the Dodgers, McCray spent six seasons with the Reds’ organization from 
2000-05. In his first season with the Reds he served as the outfield coordinator, He then spent four 
seasons as the outfield/baserunning coordinator. In 2005, he served as a hitting coach for Triple-A 
Louisville. 

McCray began his professional coaching career in 1994 as an outfield/hitting coach for 
Lethbridge of the independent Pioneer League. McCray then went on to scout for San Diego in 1996 
before returning to the coaching ranks in 1997 at Single-A West Palm Beach in the Montreal system. 
McCray also coached at Single-A Lansing in the Kansas City system in 1998. Originally selected by 
San Diego in 1984, the former outfielder played 10 professional seasons, including Major League stints with Chicago (AL) from 
1990-91 and New York (NL) in 1992. He is best known for running straight through the outfield fence while chasing a fly ball 
during a Pacific Coast League game May 27, 1991 while playing for the Vancouver Canadians, 
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Matt Martin is in his third season with the Dodgers as minor league infield coordinator. Before join- 
ing the Dodgers, Martin was with the Yankees for two years, serving as manager of their Gulf Cost League 
affiliate in 2006 after serving as the club's hitting coach in 2005. Prior to his time with the Yankees, he was 
the infield coordinator for the Baltimore Orioles. 

Martin, 40, was selected by the Cincinnati Reds in the 36th round of the 1991 First Year Player Draft 
and he played four seasons in their minor league system. 

His post-playing career began with the Detroit Tigers as the roving instructor for the first half of the 
1997 season and as the manager for the Tigers’ New York-Penn League affiliate for the second half. For 
the next seven seasons, he was the Tigers’ Double-A hitting coach. 

Martin and his wife, Julie, reside in Lubbock, Texas. 


A former Dodger big league bullpen catcher and minor league player, coach, and manager, Travis 
Barbary enters his third season as the minor league catching coordinator and 15th year in the Dodger 
organization overall. 

In 2006, Barbary managed the Single-A Columbus Catfish following two seasons at the helm of the 
Rookie-advanced Ogden Raptors. In his inaugural campaign as a minor league manager in 2003, Barbary 
guided Ogden to a berth in the Pioneer League Northern Division playoffs. 

After starting his post-playing career by serving as catching and pitching coach for the Cotuit 
Kettleers of the Cape Cod League in 1995, Barbary was a coach for the Dodgers’ Single-A Savannah 
affiliate in 1996 and 1997. 

The following season he joined the Major League club as bullpen catcher, a position he held through 
the 2001 campaign. In 2002, Barbary was named hitting coach for Single-A South Georgia with his Waves team tying for second in 
the South Atlantic League with a .269 team batting average. 

Barbary, a native of Anderson, SC, caught two seasons (1992-93) at the University of Virginia. Prior to that, he played at 
Spartanburg (SC) Methodist Junior College, where he was an all-conference catcher. 

His grandfather Red Barbary played in one Major League game, appearing as a pinch-hitter for the Washington Senators in 
1943. 


The 2009 season marks Eizaburo “Acey” Kohrogi's 21st year in professional baseball and his 15th 
with the Dodgers. He added the title of Director of Asian Operations to his previous one -- Assistant to the 
President -- when the Dodgers became the first Major League Baseball team to open an office in Asia in 
March 1998. 

During his tenure with the Dodgers, the Asian players who have signed with the club include Hideo 
Nomo, Hong-Chih Kuo, Kazuhisa Ishii, Chin-lung Hu, Hee-Seop Choi, Takashi Saito, and Hiroki Kuroda, 
among others. 

Before joining the Dodgers, Kohrogi worked for Japan Sports System Company from 1989 to 1995, 
where he was the Acting Owner of two minor league teams, the Vancouver Canadians and the Visalia 
Oaks. 

He and his wife, the former Susan Ikuhara, the daughter of Akihiro “Ike” Ikuhara, who served as the Assistant to Dodger President 
Peter O'Malley for 26 years, reside in Hermosa Beach, CA with their daughters Sophie and Sara, and son, Kai.

Joseph A. Reaves has been active in baseball and international affairs for more than a quarter century. 

Before joining the Dodgers in 2007, Reaves was a foreign correspondent for United Press International 

and the Chicago Tribune, based in Beijing, Hong Kong, Manila, London, Vienna, Warsaw and Rome. From 

~~ 1992-95 he was a beat writer covering the Chicago Cubs for the Tribune before returning to Hong Kong to 

work on his master's degree. His thesis on the history of baseball in Asia was published in hardback and 

paperback under the title; “Taking in a Game.” It won national research awards from the Society for American 
Baseball Research, The Sporting News and the University of Nebraska. 

Reaves heads all international operations for the Dodgers with the exceptions of player development 
and scouting. He received his undergraduate degree in journalism from Louisiana State University and has 
a PhD in Educational Leadership and Policy Studies from Arizona State University. 

Reaves was instrumental in planning and executing the Dodgers’ historic trip to China during 2008 Spring Training. He also 
served as the Dodgers’ point person to the 2009 World Baseball Classic, and has been vital in bringing the first-ever Mexican League 
game to Dodger Stadium on May 16, 2009 (Mexico City vs. Monterrey). 
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Tim Hallgren is in his third season as Director of Amateur Scouting and his seventh with the 
Dodgers overall after joining the organization as a national crosschecker in 2003. He is responsible for 
all amateur scouting, including the hiring and supervising of the amateur scouts, national crosscheck- 
ers and scouting supervisors. This year will mark his seventh draft with the Dodgers, as he has been 
a part of Logan White's scouting staff that saw the Dodgers draft current big leaguers such as Chad 
Billingsley, Jonathan Broxton, Blake DeWitt, Scott Elbert, Matt Kemp, James Loney, James McDonald, 
and Russell Martin. 
a Prior to joining the Dodgers, Hallgren spent 17 seasons with the Texas Rangers as an amateur 
Y % scout, national crosschecker and eventually as the club's scouting director. With his first pick as a 
scouting director he selected future All-Star first baseman Mark Teixiera. 
Hallgren enjoyed a 14-year minor league career as a right-handed pitcher after being drafted in the 14th round of the 1977 
First-Year Player Draft by the Seattle Mariners.

LASORDA’S 1970 INDIANS AMONG ALL-TIME BEST FARM TEAMS: 


In 1970, Tommy Lasorda managed one of the most successful teams in minor league history. His Triple-A 
Spokane Indians posted a 94-52 regular-season record to cruise to the Northern Division title by 26 games and 
then his club swept Southern Division-winner Hawaii, four games to none, in the championship series to capture 
the Pacific Coast League crown, There were 17 Members of that Spokane squad who went on to play in the Major 
Leagues, including shortstop Bobby Valentiné, who won the league batting title (,840).

Tim Wallach, who played 17 seasons in the Major Leagues with Montreal (1980-92), Los Angeles (1993-

Triple-A Las Vegas in 2003 and Jacksonville in 2001, when his Suns posted an 83-56 overall mark and won both first and second-half 
East Division crowns en route to being declared Southern League co-champions, In 1996, he piloted Single-A Savannah to the South 
Atlantic League title. 

Following his playing days, Shoemaker was the hitting coach at Single-A Vero Beach for six seasons (1981-86) before start- 
ing his managerial career with Vero Beach (1987-88). His 1988 Vero Beach club went 75-62, winning a first-half championship. He 
returned to manage Vero Beach for three seasons (1997-98, 2000), and his 1997 team reached the Florida State League finals. After 
his first stint at Vero Beach, Shoemaker moved up to manage Double-A San Antonio for three seasons (1989-91), leading the 1990 
club to a 78-56 record, a second-half division title and a Texas League finals appearance. 

Shoemaker has also managed Rookie-level St. Lucie (1992) and Great Falls (1995) and Single-A Yakima (1993). He returned 
to Vero Beach in 1994 as hitting coach, a position he also held for San Antonio in 1999. In 2002, he was the organization's defensive 
instructor. 

The Chillicothe, OH native played baseball and was captain of the basketball team at Miami (OH) University. His basketball 
alents earned him a sixth-round selection by the Chicago Bulls in the 1978 NBA draft.

The former right-handed pitcher pitched nine seasons in the Majors with Cleveland (1966-67), Cincinnati

The 44-year-old enjoyed an 18-year big league career from 1988-2005, and is baseball's all-time leader 
with 212 pinch-hits. He also ranks fourth in baseball history with 90 pinch RBI. Harris donned a Dodger uniform 
from 1989-93, and batted .279 with 116 walks and only 115 strikeouts in 578 games in that time. 


Daisuke “Duke” Yamashita, a native of Shizuoka, Japan, joins the Camelback Ranch staff with more than 
15 years of coaching experience. Recently, he served as a coach for the Rakuten Eagles in 2005 in Japan.

TRIPLE-A LAS VEGAS: The Las Vegas 51s finished 74-69 and in second place in the Pacific Coast League Southern 
Division, 8.5 games back of first-place Sacramento (A's). The 74 wins are seven more than the 2007 club's win total of 67. 
The 2007 51s finished in fourth place with a 67-77 mark, 17.0 games back of first place. Las Vegas led the league in hit- 
ting, posting a .301 team batting average ahead of Tucson's (Diamondbacks) .298 mark. The 51s scored 844 runs to rank 
second in the league behind only Colorado Springs’ (Rockies) 855, The 51s played .500 ball for the first two months of the 
season, going 28-28 through May 31. They went 17-11 in June, 15-13 in July, and 14-15 in August/September for their only 
sub-.500 month. INF Terry Tiffee, a mid-season PCL All-Star, led the league with an organization-best .378 average, He 
also ranked fourth in the league with a .416 on-base percentage and 10th with a .561 slugging percentage. He banged out 
148 hits to finish tied for eighth in the league, and his 39 doubles ranked third in the circuit. 1B/DH John Lindsey belted 
an organization-high 26 home runs, and his 100 RBI tied Tommy Giles for the organization lead. Lindsey ranked tied for 
fifth in the PCL in RBI and tied for 11th in home runs. Lindsey posted a .407 on-base percentage to rank seventh in the 
PCL, thanks in part to a team-best 63 walks.

DOUBLE-A JACKSONVILLE: The Suns finished 68-72 and in fourth place in the overall standings for the Southern 
League's South Division. Jacksonville went 33-37 in the first half to rank third in the standings, 7.0 games behind first-place 
Birmingham (40-30). In the second half, Jacksonville went 35-35 to finish fourth, 8.5 games behind first-place Mississippi 
(43-26). The Suns went 20-10 in August/September, including wins in 11 of their final 12 games, OF Andrew Lambo 
was promoted to Jacksonville from Single-A Great Lakes on August 25, and hit .389 (14-for-36) with three homers and 12 
RBI in eight games to close out the season. The 20-year-old left-handed hitter earned Hitter of the Week honors for the 
week of August 25-September 1.

The 66ers played Rancho Cucamonga in a one-game playoff at season's end to determine the South Division Wild 
Card entry. The 66ers won that game 7-6 in 13 innings after blowing a three-run lead in the ninth. Inland Empire went 31-39 
in the season's first half, including an 8-20 record in April. Beginning May 1, the 66ers went 60-53 the rest of the way. 
OF Andre Locke batted a team-best .311, which ranked fifth in the CL and eighth in the Dodger minor league system. He 
also had a team-high 85 RBI, which ranked fifth in the league and fourth in the Dodger chain, OF Tommy Giles cranked 
out 22 homers to rank second in the Dodger system. His 100 RBI placed him second in the league. Giles ranked sixth in 
the CL with a .505 slugging percentage. RHP Paul Koss was named to the mid-season CL All-Star team. He worked an 
organization-high 48 games, and went 14-for-17 in save opportunities. He fanned 66 in his 69.1 innings, and limited right- 
handed hitters to a .219 average (33-for-151), LHP Victor Garate went 3-0 with a 4.70 ERA in seven starts after his July 
22 promotion from Single-A Great Lakes. He struck out 47 in his 38.1 innings with the 66ers. LHP Cody White went 6-3 
with a 3.28 ERA in 12 games (10 starts) before his June 1 promotion to Double-A Jacksonville.

Great Lakes hovered around the .500 mark through May, posting a 25-29 record 
in that time before going 29-56 the rest of the way beginning June 1, including a 9-21 mark in August/September. The 
Loons had four mid-season All-Stars in C Kenley Jansen, RHP Steve Johnson, OF Andrew Lambo, and RHP Miguel 
Ramirez. The game was played on their home field of Dow Diamond. Lambo, who started in left field for the East All-Stars, 
finished seventh in the league with a .462 slugging percentage. He connected for a team-best 33 doubles (tied for fifth in 
the league) and a team-high 15 home runs. The left-handed hitter, who hails from Newbury Park, also ranked sixth in the 
league with 79 RBI. He batted at a .317 (59-for-186) clip with six home runs against left-handed pitchers. Lambo earned 
an August 25 promotion to Double-A Jacksonville to close out the year. OF Jovanny Rosario ranked fifth in the ML with an 
organization-best 39 stolen bases. The 23-year-old opened the season with a 15-game hitting streak, batting .306 (19-for- 
62) with eight runs scored. His 130 hits overall ranked second on the team to Lambo's 136. RHP Justin Miller ranked 
fifth in the Dodger chain with a 3.99 ERA, and Ramirez ranked third in the league with an organization-high 20 saves.

ROOKIE-ADVANCED OGDEN: The Raptors finished the year 42-33, including a 23-14 mark in the second half to earn 
a Wild Card berth in the Pioneer League postseason, Ogden lost its best-of-three semifinal series to Orem two games to 
one, including a 9-7 defeat in the deciding game. The Raptors started the season 0-8, and went 10-11 in the next 21 games 
to close out the first half with a .500 record at 19-19. The club benefitted from a host of selections from the 2008 draft. OF 
Kyle Russell (third round) ranked sixth in the league with a .534 slugging percentage, clubbing 13 doubles, five triples, 
and 11 home runs. INF Devaris Gordon (fourth round) ranked fourth in the league with a .331 batting average. His 83 
hits placed him tied for sixth, and his .371 on-base percentage ranked 10th. INF Tony Delmonico (sixth round) batted 
.340 with 31 extra-base hits in 35 games, and would have ranked third in the PL if he had enough at-bats to qualify. He 
registered 20 doubles and 11 home runs, including six homers in his final 10 games. Delmonico hit .372 (16-for-43) with 
runners in scoring position.

ROOKIE-LEVEL GULF COAST LEAGUE: The GCL Dodgers went 30-26 in their final season in Vero Beach, losing their 
last six games to drop out of post-season play. The Dodgers won 13 of their first 15 games, and went 17-24 the rest of 
the way. OF Jerry Sands, who was selected by the Dodgers in the 25th round in the 2008 draft, finished tied for second 
in the league with 10 home runs and tied for third with 38 RBI. RHP Edwin Contreras ranked fourth in the circuit with 
a 2.30 ERA, and RHP Elisaul Pimentel ranked fifth with a 2.41 ERA. Contreras also finished tied for third in the GCL 
with five wins. Pimentel, who was promoted to Rookie-advanced Ogden at the end of August, also ranked sixth with 56.0 
innings of work. RHP Luis Ferreras, a 17-year-old in his second year of pro ball (his first in the United States), allowed 
just one run in 12.0 innings (nine games). He was promoted to Single-A Great Lakes on July 30, and posted an 8.53 ERA 
in seven games the rest of the way.

As the popularity of Major League Baseball stretches across the world, so does the Dodgers’ continuing search 
for young talent, whether it comes from the ranks of high schools and colleges in the United States or from other 
countries around the world. 

Throughout their history, in both Brooklyn and Los Angeles, the Dodgers have played a major role in the develop- 
ment of international baseball. 

Here is a summary of the Dodgers’ involvement among the various regions of the world: 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


* The Dodgers held Spring Training in the Dominican Re- 
public in 1948. 

In 1987, the Dodgers founded Campo Las Palmas, a state- 
of-the-art facility for developing Major League prospects in 
the Dominican. For more information, see the page in this 
section regarding the academy. 

+ The Dodgers and FSN Prime Ticket collaborated on a 
behind-the-scenes documentary of Campo Las Palmas that 
premiered, along with Rafael Furcal's ‘Before the Bigs,’ and 
a Dodgers’ Insider on Manny Mota during a ‘blue carpet’ 
event in April 2007. 

+ In June 2007, Minister of Sports of the Dominican Repub- 
lic Felipe J. Payano visited Dodger Stadium and also hosted 
all Dodgers and Angels Latino players at an unprecedented 
meeting, requested by the Dominican Republic's Consul 
General, that discussed the diverse services the Consulate 
makes available to L.A.’s Latino community. 

* Tommy Lasorda, on behalf of the Dodgers, has donated 
a total of four buses to the Dominican Republic, the most 
recent in 2007 for use by the Dominican Sportswriters 
Association. Previous buses were given to the Dominican 
Poster promoting the Dodgers 1956 trip to Baseball League and Futuro Vivo, the Dodgers' adopted 
Japan. school in Santo Domingo. 


JAPAN 


Three postseason tours of Japan by Brooklyn and Los Angeles Dodger teams following the 1956, 1966 and 1993 
seasons led to return visits by the Tokyo 
Giants during Spring Training in Vero 
Beach on five occasions (1961, 1967, 
1971, 1975 and 1980). 

- After their 1956 Japan tour, the Dodg- 
ers invited Shigeru Mizuhara, manager 
of the Yomuiri Giants, along with pitcher 
Sho Horiuchi and catcher Shigeru Fujio 
to train in Vero Beach with the Dodgers 
in 1957. 

* In 1962, Japanese baseball coach 
Kaoru Betto traveled the entire season 
with the Dodgers, studying the Ameri- 
can method of training. 

- Dodger minor league manager Pete 
Reiser visited Japan in the fall of 1963 
to coach the Tokyo (Toei) Flyers. 

- In 1964 and 1965, the Dodgers con- 
ducted coaching clinics in Japan. Scout- 
ing Director Al Campanis visited Kawa- 


In Decmber of 2008, Tommy Lasorda received the Order of the 
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saki to conduct the 1964 clinic for the Taiyo Whales and scouts Tommy Lasorda and Kenny Myers conducted the 
1965 clinic in Tokyo and Miyazaki for the Tokyo Giants. 

- In 1966, the Dodgers received a two-ton, 10-foot tall, stone lantern gift from Japanese Hall of Famer Sotaro 
Suzuki as a token of friendship between the Dodgers and Japan and to commemorate the opening of Dodger 
Stadium in 1962. The Dodgers re-dedicated the stone lantern in 2003. 

* In 1979, Tommy Lasorda managed the National League All-Star Team in a seven-game series in Japan. 

* Tommy Lasorda hosted a week-long baseball clinic in Japan with Senichi Hoshino in 1981 

- In 1987, the Chunichi Dragons sent two rookies to play for the Sarasota Dodgers (Takeshi Yamasaki and Tetsuo 
Arakawa) and the next year, the entire Dragons team visited Dodgertown with five players remaining in the minor 
league system. In 1989, pitchers for the Dragons played for the Vero Beach Dodgers and Kissimmee Dodgers. 

- After the 1998 season, the Dodgers played five exhibition games in Asia as part of the Friendship Series tour, 
three in Taipei, Taiwan and two in the Fukuoka Dome in Fukuoka, Japan. 

* The Waseda University baseball team from Tokyo visited Dodgertown for two weeks in 1994, and the Dodgers 
continue their working relationship with the school. Each year, the Dodgers host interns from Waseda University 
for several weeks and teach them about American culture and baseball. 

- In 1995, Hideo Nomo became only the second Japanese-born player to appear in the Major Leagues. The Nomo 
signing and his success opened the doors for Japanese players in the United States. 

- In 2000, the Dodgers signed a Friendship Agreement with the Osaka Kintetsu Buffaloes and Tommy Lasorda 
visited the team more than 15 times in three years to help with baseball instruction and scouting. 

- In June 2005, Tommy Lasorda was asked by President George W. Bush to serve as a delegate to the U.S. Na- 
tional Day at the World Exposition in Aichi, Japan, one of more than 15 visits he has made to Japan. 

- In June 2007, Japanese Ambassador Ryozo Kato, Consul General Kazuo Kodama and Executive Director of the 
Japan America Society Doug Erber met with Dodger Owner and Chairman Frank McCourt and Dodger President 
and Vice Chairman Jamie McCourt at Dodger Stadium. 

+ In 2008, the Dodgers were named “Organization of the Year” by the Asian Business League 

- In December 2008, Hall of Fame Manager and Special Advisor to the Chairman Tommy Lasorda was presented 
with the Order of the Rising Sun award by Consul General of Japan Junichi Ihara for his contributions to Japanese 
baseball. Lasorda has been working with teams and players from Japan since the 1960s. He is credited with help- 
ing the early success of the Tokyo Giants in the ‘60s, the success of Hideo Nomo when he came to the Dodgers, 
the turnaround of the Osaka Kintetsu Buffaloes as part of their Friendship Agreement with the Dodgers in 2001, 
and the tremendous success of the World Baseball Classic, an international tournament which was won by Japan 
in 2006. 


SOUTH KOREA 


- Tommy Lasorda hosted clinics and lectures in Ko- 
rea in 1981 with Senichi Hoshino. 

- In 1990, the Dodgers hosted the team presidents 
for the Korean Baseball Professional League for 
a baseball workshop and seminar, which allowed 
the executives to study all aspects of the Dodger 
organization. 

- On Sept. 9, 1990, the Dodgers became the first 
Major League team to have a game broadcast in 
the Korean language in the United States. 

+ In 1994, pitcher Chan Ho Park became the first 
Korean to play in the Major Leagues. 

- In 1995, the Hanyang University baseball team 
» from Korea visited Dodgertown during Spring 
Training. 

+ In 1999, the Dodgers entered into a working 
agreement with the LG Twins of the Korean Base- 
ball Organization. The Twins visited and trained at 
Dodgertown in 2000.

- Following the 1993 season, the Dodgers were the 
first Major League Baseball team to play in Taiwan 
when they competed against the Chinese Profes- 
sional League All-Stars for three games as part of 
the Dodgers’ Friendship Baseball Series. 

* In 1996, the Dodgers established a working 
agreement with the Sinon Bulls of the Chinese 
Professional Baseball League. The Bulls became 
the first team from Taiwan to train in Latin Ameri- 
ca when they visited Campo Las Palmas in 1997, 
1998, 1999 and 2003. 

- Pitcher Hong-Chih Kuo in 2000 became the first 
Taiwanese high school player to sign a profession- 
al baseball contract. 

- In November 2002, the Dodgers became the first 
team with two Taiwanese players on their Major 
League roster — pitcher Hong-Chih Kuo and out- 
fielder Chin-Feng Chen. On September 9, 2002,

CHINA 


- In 1980, the Dodgers began a relationship with the 
China Baseball Association to help the development 
of baseball in China. 

* In 1984, Dodger coaches were sent to Kunming, 
China for a two-week clinic with Chinese coaches. 
In the following years, the Dodgers would send many 
coaches to China to help the national program while 
continuing to host Chinese coaches in both Los An- 
geles and Vero Beach. 

In 1986, Peter O'Malley paid for construction of a 
baseball stadium in Tianjin, 75 miles southeast of 
the capital. Named Dodger Stadium, it still exists and 
is home to the Tianjin Lions of the Chinese Profes- 
sional Baseball League founded in 2002. 

* In 1990, the Dodgers participated in the dedica- 
tion ceremonies for the first-ever Mitsui Little League 
Baseball Friendship Field in Guangzhou. 


- In 2000, the Dodgers held one-week baseball clinics in Guangzhou. 

- In May 2002, Tommy Lasorda and Director of Asian Operations Acey Kohrogi visited Beijing as guests of honor at 
the Chinese Baseball League's championship game. That following June, the Dodgers hosted the Chinese National 
Baseball team in its visit to Los Angeles and allowed the team to work out at Dodger Stadium. 

- In July 2007, an MLB and U.S. State Department sponsored delegation of baseball coaches from China, represent- 
ing the China Baseball Association, visited with Tommy Lasorda at Dodger Stadium and received instruction in hitting, 


fielding, nutrition and team management. 


- In the spring of 2008, a split-squad of Dodgers, highlighted by Joe Torre, Andruw Jones, and Matt Kemp traveled to 
Beijing, China to play against the San Diego Padres at Beijing's Wukesong Stadium in the first-ever Major League

* Dodger Stadium played host to the 1984 exhibition baseball tournament at the Olympic Games in Los Angeles. 
+ Special Advisor to the Chairman Tommy Lasorda has made two trips to Italy, the first to lecture about baseball and 
the second to host clinics throughout the country in the 1990s. During the second trip a team was named for him, 
the Tommy Lasorda Tollo All-Stars. 

* In 1991, the Dodgers hosted the Nigerian National Baseball team at Dodgertown as they prepared for the Inter- 
national Baseball Association's Youth Championships in Brandon, Canada. 

‘On May 19, 1993, Dodger Stadium hosted the first baseball game to be broadcast in four languages — Chinese, 
English, Korean and Spanish. 

* The Dodgers have played exhibition games in the Bahamas, the Dominican Republic, Japan, Taiwan, Cuba, 
Mexico and Puerto Rico. In addition, coaches from Australia, Holland, Italy, Nicaragua, and Nigeria have studied 
the training techniques of the Dodger staff.

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The Los Angeles Dodgers’ baseball academy in the Dominican Re- 
public, Campo Las Palmas, enters its 24th year of helping develop fu- 
ture Dodgers. Campo Las Palmas, which opened its doors on March 
21, 1987, was the first-of-its kind facility and has since been replicated 
by numerous teams throughout baseball. 

The Dodgers’ history in the Dominican Republic began in 1948 
when they held Spring Training there. In 1972, the organization signed 
a working agreement with the Tigres de Licey. Several years later, for- 
mer team president Peter O'Malley visited the country and had former 
Dodger vice president Ralph Avila buy land for the new academy. 

Campo Las Palmas is located in the town of Guerra, just east of 
the Dominican Republic's capital city of Santo Domingo. It is located 
on 75 acres of land and the academy is equipped with two full and 
two half baseball fields, a dining room, kitchen, recreation room and 
two two-story dormitories that accommodate up to 100 players. In 
addition to their baseball instruction, Dodger prospects receive aca- 
demic instruction, including English lessons. There are also lessons 
on American culture and assistance in dealing with situations that will

confront the players when they arrive in the United States. 


On the field, the Dodgers have signed more than 20 prospects 
over the past two years at an expense of greater than $1 million. 


Hall of Fame manager Tommy Lasorda works with a

Also in 2008, a contingent of Dodger executives, 
including General Manager Ned Colletti, Special As- 
sistant to the Chairman Tommy Lasorda, and Special 
Assistant for Baseball Operations, Jose Vizcaino, vis- 
ited the Dominican Republic to interact with scouts, 
media members, and local business associates. The 
team also visited Futuro Vivo, a school located in 
Santo Domingo that was adopted and supported by 
the Dodgers. The school offers education, nutrition 
and medical assistance to more than 500 underprivi- 
leged children. Dodger Owner Frank McCourt and 
CEO Jamie McCourt visited the school in 2006 and 
they have pledged more than $30,000 to help con- 
tinue the club's support. 

In 2005, Lasorda arranged for three buses to be 
donated to Futuro Vivo and in 2008, he coordinated 
the donation of another bus to be given to the As- 
sociation of Sports Journalists in the Dominican Re- 
public.

The facility has developed some of the game's top 
talent during the past two decades, including Pe- 
dro Martinez, Ramon Martinez, Raul Mondesi, and 
Adrian Beltre. Among current players on the Dodg- 
ers’ 40-man roster, Tony Abreu, Ramon Troncoso, 
and Mario Alvarez were all signed and developed at 
Campo Las Palmas. 

In 2008, Major League Baseball released the 
Opening Day rosters of all 30 Major League teams, 
revealing that 28 percent of all players were born out- 
side the 50 United States, including 88 players from 
the Dominican Republic, Tampa Bay's Willy Aybar 
and Joel Guzman and Pittsburgh's Franquelis Oso- 
ria were all developed by the Dodgers, as was the 
Mexican-born Royals closer Joakim Soria, who spent 
time in the Dominican Summer League for the Dodg- 
ers. Alejandro de Aza (Florida) and Julio Pimentel 
(Kansas City) were both signed by the Dodgers and 
trained at the facility and were on the 40-man roster 
of their respective organizations in 2008.

CLUBHOUSE: Both the Dodgers and visiting team clubhouses 
are located on Level 1 (dugout level). The Dodger dugout 
is located on the third base side. Only credentialed media 
with clubhouse or field access will be admitted. The training 
room is closed to all media. The clubhouse is opened to 
credentialed media 3 1/2 hours prior to game time, closed 
during batting practice and then closed one hour before game 
time. The clubhouse is opened 10 minutes after the last out to 
credentialed media. 

CREDENTIALS: Credentials will be issued only to accredited 
media. Season credentials will be issued only to those news 
agencies that have covered the Dodgers on a regular basis 
for the past three consecutive seasons. Approving a season 
credential request is at the discretion of the Dodgers Public 
Relations Office. Credential requests for all regular season 
Dodger home games should be made via email to Amy Summers 
at amys@ladodgers.com. For daily credentials, all requests must 
be made 24 hours in advance to allow for verification and 
processing. Credential requests for weekend games must be 
made by 5 p.m. on that Friday. Please make certain all credential 
requests are confirmed by the Public Relations office prior to 
arrival at the stadium. Credentials can be picked up four hours 
prior to game time at the Dodger Stadium press entrance, 
located at the media parking lot (Parking Lot P). Proper photo 
identification is required upon pick up. Credentials must be 
displayed at all times. Your credential will allow you to park in 
the media parking lot. 

AUTOGRAPH POLICY: Credentialed members of the media 
are prohibited from requesting autographs at any time on the 
field or in the clubhouse. Violation of this will result in immediate 
credential revocation. 

DISABLED ACCESS: The media parking lot and press box are 
equipped for disabled media members, For press box access, 
take the elevator to Level 5. For field and clubhouse access, 
take the elevator to Level 1. Turn left to enter the clubhouse. To 
access the field, enter the Dugout Club on Level 1. The ushers 
will direct media to the lift allowing entrance to the field. 
ELEVATORS/ESCALATORS: Elevators/escalators are 
located directly behind home plate for access to the field and 
clubhouse. Elevators are available on all levels. The escalators 
are available from the Club/Suite Level (main press box).

All television live shots must be done in designated 
areas. Live shots will not be permitted from the clubhouse. Live 
television reports by non-rightsholders are prohibited while the 
rightsholder is on the air or the game is in progress.

At no time can they file 
reports once play is underway. Violation of the above policies will 
result in immediate credential revocation.

VIN SCULLY 


HALL OF FAME BROADCASTER 


Entering an unprecedented 60th season broadcasting the Dodgers, Vin Scully continues to rewrite the record 
book of his trade each and every time he goes on the air. With awards and accolades beyond comprehension, Scully’s 
standing as the greatest sportscaster of all-time was reaffirmed earlier this year by the American Sportscasters 
Association (ASA), which put his name atop the list of the 50 greatest to ever sit behind a microphone. The Hall of 
Famer's 60 years of consecutive service with the Dodgers is the longest of any current sports broadcaster with one 
team. 

The ASA, a non-profit organization that recognizes achievements in sports broadcasting, also elected Scully as 
the top sportscaster of the 20th century in a vote by more than 500 national members of the organization in 2000, 
topping such broadcasting icons as Howard Cosell, Mel Allen and others. And while the latest poll by that organiza- 
tion put the “Voice of the Dodgers" atop the list of all-time greats, that group is not alone. In the 2005 book “Voices of 
Summer,” Scully was named as baseball's all-time best broadcaster based on “longevity, continuity, network cover- 
age, kudos, language, popularity, persona, voice 
knowledge and miscellany.” Each criterion was 
rated from 1-10, with the perfect score being 
100. Scully was the only broadcaster to reach 
that number. 

Scully, whose vivid yet simplistic descrip- 
tion of a baseball game has thrilled fans for 
years, joined Hall of Fame announcer Red 
Barber and Connie Desmond as part of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers’ broadcast team in 1950, just 
a year after graduating from Fordham University. 
Scully, who played outfield for two seasons on 
Fordham's baseball team, called baseball, bas- 
ketball and football games for the University's 
radio station. In 1982, 32 years after he first 
became a Dodger broadcaster, he reached 
the pinnacle of his sparkling career in baseball 
when he was inducted into the Broadcaster's 
wing of the National Baseball Hall of Fame as 
the Ford C. Frick Award recipient. 

During the 2008 calendar year, Scully was 
inducted into the Sports Broadcasting Hall of 
Fame in New York City as well as the California 
Sports Hall of Fame. He was honored on the 
field at the Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum 
before the team's record-setting game in March 
and a plaque was unveiled in his honor at the 
historic venue. He received the Art Gilmore Career Achievement Award from Pacific Pioneers Broadcasting and was 
honored by WFUYV, the radio station he helped form at his alma mater, Fordham during its 60th anniversary celebra- 
tion. Scully received an honorary Doctor's of Law degree from Pepperdine, the university's highest honor and in 
2009, the honors will continue, as he is scheduled to be inducted into the National Association of Broadcasters Hall 
of Fame this April in Las Vegas. 

When Scully first began broadcasting in 1950, the Dodgers had yet to win a single World Series and were known 
affectionately as “Dem Bums.” Gasoline cost 27 cents a gallon, a postage stamp was just three cents and the mini- 


DODGER TELEVISION FIRSTS 


The Brooklyn Dodgers and Cincinnati Reds were the first clubs to appear on television when an NBC experimental station 


televised the first game of a doubleheader on Aug. 26, 1939. 

Sixteen years later, on Sept. 28, 1955, the World Series was televised in color for the first time. The first game of the Fall Classic 
between the New York Yankees and Brooklyn Dodgers was won by New York, but the Dodgers would go on to capture their 
first and only World Series title in Brooklyn. 
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mum wage was only 75 cents per hour. Three years later, at the age of 25, he became the youngest person to ever 
broadcast a World Series game and in 1955, he had his most memorable moment behind the microphone, as he 
called the Dodgers’ first and only championship in Brooklyn. The following season, Scully once again found himself 
in the enviable position of calling what he would later say was the greatest individual performance he had seen -- Don 
Larsen's perfect game in the World Series, a broadcast which made national news again this year when the MLB 
Network launched on January 1 with the rare footage of that game. 

Though he cut his proverbial teeth on radio, Scully is often known for letting the pictures tell the story on televi- 
sion. His most memorable call for Dodger fans likely came in Game 1 of the 1988 World Series, when a hobbled Kirk 
Gibson's two-out, two-strike, two-run homer gave the Dodgers a victory over the highly favored Oakland A's. 

“High fly ball into right field, she is gone,” Scully said before remaining silent for more than a minute. The next 
words he spoke continue to be replayed almost nightly at Dodger Stadium. “In a year that has been so improbable, 
the impossible has happened.” 

Scully's voice is often dubbed the “soundtrack to summer" in Los Angeles, where generations of fans have grown 
up listening to him call Dodger games. In 2009, he will continue to call all Dodger home games and the club's road 
games against NL West and AL West opponents. While Scully handles all nine innings of the team's television broad- 
casts, the first three innings of each of his games is simulcast on radio. 

As such, in 2005, USA Today ranked the Dodgers’ radio broadcast team as Major League Baseball's best, based 
on a technical rating, a fan rating and an entertainment rating. Scully and his colleagues, Rick Monday and Charley 
Steiner, earned 28.5 points out of a possible 30. 

On April 21, 2001, the press box at Dodger Stadium was named in Scully's honor. 

In addition to his Dodger broadcasts, the multi-talented broadcaster called play-by-play for National Football 
League games and PGA Tour events on CBS-TV from 1975-82 and play-by-play for Major League Baseball's Game 
of the Week, three World Series and four All-Star Games on NBC-TV from 1983-89. Scully also called play-by-play 
for the World Series on CBS Radio from 1990-97. In all, he has called 25 World Series and 12 All-Star Games. 

Scully portrayed himself in “For Love of the Game,” the 1999 Universal Pictures release starring Kevin Costner. 
During the 1999 World Series, Scully served as master of ceremonies at Major League Baseball's All-Century Team 
unveiling at Atlanta's Turner Field. He was also named best of the century in Los Angeles Sports broadcasting by 
the Long Beach Press-Telegram and the poet laureate of baseball by USA Today. He has also lent his voice to Sony 
Playstation's MLB video game. 

He and his wife, Sandra, reside in Los Angeles. 


On April 21,'2004, the Dodgers dedicated the Vin Scully Press Box 
at Dodger Stadium, named after the club's Hall of Fame broadcaster. 


According to the National Baseball Hall of Fame, Scully's 60 years of service 


is believed to be the longest tenure of any broadcaster in sports history.

BROADCASTER 


Former Dodger outfielder and two-time Major League All-Star, Rick Monday begins his 16th full season as a Dodger broadcaster and 
23rd season overall with the organization. The Emmy-Award winning broadcaster can be heard on the Dodgers’ flagship station KABC 
790 and across the Dodger Radio Network. 

In 2005, USA Today ranked the Dodgers’ radio broadcast team, featuring Vin Scully, Monday and Charley Steiner, as Major League 
Baseball's best, based/on a technical rating, a fan rating and an entertainment rating. The trio earned 28.5 points out of a possible 30. 

In his current role, Monday serves as an analyst for all 162 games alongside play-by-play announcer Charley Steiner. For every game 
throughout the season, Monday is also a co-host on the radio pre-game show and in 2008, he was one of the hosts of the Dodgers’ new 
online webisodes titled “Inside Dodgertown." 

Monday, who joined the Dodgers’ broadcast team in 1993, began his broadcasting career as a sports anchor on KTTV in Los 
Angeles in 1985 while also calling play-by-play and hosting the pregame show for Dodger games on DodgerVision and Z Channel. He 
was nominated for an Emmy as host of the Dodgers’ pregame show on KTTV’s “Dodger Central" in 1988 and he earned an Emmy for 
Live Sports Coverage in 2001. Monday was also a color commentator for CBS-TV at the College World Series championship game in 
1988. He moved to San Diego in 1989 and called play-by-play for the Padres on radio and television for four seasons. 

The 2006 season marked the 30th anniversary of one of the most dramatic moments of Monday's playing career. While playing for 
the Chicago Cubs in 1976, he saved the American flag from being burned by two protesters in left field at Dodger Stadium on April 25. 
Al Campanis, former Dodger Vice President, Player Personnel, presented the flag to Monday after it was used as evidence in the case 
against the two protesters and former U.S. President Gerald Ford presented Monday with a Bicentennial Commendation for his service 
to others. On June 27, 2006, in honor of the 30th anniversary of his heroic efforts, the 109th Congress passed a senate resolution, 
honoring Monday for his courage and patriotism and he has been a guest of former President George W. Bush at the White House on 
several occasions. 

During the 2006 season, Monday released his first book, titled “Tales from the Dodger Dugout,” a retrospective on the 1981 World 
Championship club on which he played a key role. 

A star at Arizona State University (ASU), Monday led the Sun Devils to the 1965 College World Series Championship and earned 
All-American and College Player of the Year honors before the Kansas City Athletics made him the first player ever selected in the Major 
League First-Year Player Draft. He was inducted into the ASU Hall of Fame in 1975. He also serves on the Advisory Board for ASU 
Baseball. 

Monday made his Major League debut in 1966 and was named to the American League Rookie All-Star Team that year. After spend- 
ing six seasons with the Athletics, including an appearance on the 1968 American League All-Star team, and five seasons with the Cubs, 
Monday joined the Dodgers as part of a five-player trade in 1977. He played eight seasons for the Dodgers, helping them to a World 
Championship in 1981 and three NL pennants (1977, 1978, 1981) and was named to the NL All-Star squad in 1978, Overall, Monday 
compiled a .264 career batting average with 241 home runs and 775 RBI while appearing in five League Championship Series and 
three World Series. 

The former left-handed hitter is also known for his dramatic, game winning home run in the ninth inning of Game 5 of the 1981 N.L. 
Championship Series at Montreal, which gave the Dodgers a 2-1 victory and a berth in the World Series. 

In 1977, Monday received the inaugural Humanitarian Award presented by Major League Baseball and in 1995, he was honored with 
the William A. Shea Distinguished Little League Graduate Award, which is given to a Major League Baseball player or individual who 
best exemplifies the spirit of the Little League Baseball program. A list of additional awards can be found below. 

Monday and his wife, Barbaralee, who make regular visits to various veteran's hospitals throughout the year, reside in Vero Beach 
during the offseason.

Emmy Award-winner Charley Steiner enters his fifth season as a play-by-play announcer for the Dodgers 

Beginning in the 2009 season, the veteran broadcaster will call the action for all games on the Dodgers’ flagship station, 
KABC 790 alongside Rick Monday. He has also done extensive work in play-by-play and as a host for the Dodgers’ television 
rightsholders, KCAL 9, and Prime Ticket. 

In 2008, Steiner had the distinction of calling the Dodgers’ historic two-game series in Beijing, China, the first ever Major 
League games played on Chinese soil. Steiner has called games in six different countries as he was also behind the microphone 
for ESPN in 1999 when MLB opened the season for the first time in Monterrey, Mexico and the first-ever Major League game in 
Puerto Rico in 2001. Steiner also called the 2004 Opening Day festivities for the Yankees in Tokyo, Japan. 

In 2005, his first season with the Dodgers, USA Today ranked the club's radio broadcast team, featuring Hall of Famer Vin 
Scully, Rick Monday and Steiner as Major League Baseball's best, based on a technical rating, a fan rating and an entertainment 
rating. The trio earned 28.5 points out of a possible 30. 

Steiner, 58, is best known nationally for his 14 years at ESPN, where he served as a SportsCenter anchor, baseball and 
football commentator, and baseball and boxing reporter. He came to the Dodgers after three seasons on New York Yankee 
broadcasts for WCBS Radio and the YES network. While with the Yankees, Steiner and John Sterling received the best play- 
by-play award from the New York A.I.R. (Achievement in Radio) Awards. 

A native of New York, Steiner grew up listening to Brooklyn games on the radio, kindling a lifelong affection for the Dodgers 
and, in particular, the men that called the Dodger games, including Scully. Steiner's responsibilities at ESPN ranged from 
anchoring SportsCenter to working play-by-play for Major League Baseball on ESPN Radio. He was also a frequent play-by- 
play commentator for ESPN Major League Baseball broadcasts and ESPN 2’s Saturday Primetime football contests. He served 
as SportsCenter's primary boxing reporter/analyst, as well as contributing to the Emmy and CableACE Award-winning Outside 
the Line series. His nationally-acclaimed coverage of the Mike Tyson trial in Indianapolis earned him a Clarion award. 

Prior to joining the Dodgers, Steiner provided the reading voice for the books-on-tape version of Jane Leavy's “Sandy 
Koufax: A Lefty's Legacy" and in 2005, he served as the narrator for the DVD “Dodger Blue: The Championship Years,” which 
was produced by Major League Baseball Productions. He also served as the lead play-by-play announcer for XM Radio at the 
inaugural World Baseball Classic in March 2006 and hosted a radio show on XM from 2006-08, 

He began his professional broadcasting career in 1969 at WIRL Radio in Peoria, Illinois as a newscaster. After a nine-month 
stint at KSTT Radio in Davenport, lowa, Steiner moved to Connecticut, where he served as News Director at WAVZ radio in New 
Haven and, later, at WPOP radio in Hartford. 

After a year and half in Cleveland working at WERE radio and WKYC television as a sportscaster, Steiner moved home to 
New York, where for the next seven years, he was the morning sportscaster on WOR radio, while serving as sports director for 
the RKO Radio Network. 

In addition, Steiner called the play-by-play for the USFL New Jersey Generals and, later, for the New York Jets on WABC 
radio. He won the UPI Best Radio Sportscaster award for New York, New Jersey and Connecticut in 1981, 1983 and 1985,and 
the New York State Broadcasters Award for best radio play-by-play in 1983, 1984, and 1987 before joining ESPN. He continues 
to call the action for the Harvard-Yale football game each fall. 

Steiner is a 1971 graduate of Bradley University, where he was inducted into the school's Hall of Fame in 1995. 
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STEVE LYONS 


BROADCASTER 


Steve Lyons enters his fifth season as a part of the Dodger broadcast team, as he provides analysis on television broadcasts out- 
side of the NL West. He has earned national notoriety as a staple of Fox Sports’ coverage of Major League Baseball from 1996-2006, 
where he earned an Emmy Award and two additional Emmy nominations during his tenure with the network 

He began his Fox career as an analyst for the network's Saturday Baseball Game of the Week studio show, and made the natural 
transition to baseball analysis for Fox's game coverage. Lyons also served as one of the primary anchors on the Fox Sports Net News 
Desk, broadcasting nightly across all 21 FSN regions. Lyons also served as a color analyst on the Arizona Diamondbacks broadcasts 
for 50 games in 2003. 

Lyons' nine-year Major League career included playing for the 1986 American League Champion Boston Red Sox team and the 
1992 National League Champion Atlanta Braves. Lyons posted a career .262 batting average while playing for the Red Sox (1985-86 
and 1991-93), Chicago White Sox (1986-1990), Braves (1992) and Montreal Expos (1992). 

Known throughout baseball for his personality and wit, Lyons penned the 1995 autobiography “Psychoanalysis,” which details his 
time in the minor leagues up through his retirement from the Major Leagues in 1993. 

Lyons, who attended Oregon State University, resides in Hermosa Beach.

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VOICES OF SUMMER 


In:2005, author Curt Smith released the book “Voices of Summer” which ranked the top 101 baseball broadcasters of all- 
time and the Dodgers had a total of 11 current or former broadcasters crack the list. 

Among those were Vin Scully (1st), Ernie Harwell (3rd), Red Barber (Sth), Jaime Jarrin (28th), Ross Porter (61st), Don 
Drysdale (63rd), Al Helfer (69th), Jerry Doggett (88th) and Connie Desmond (90th). Former Dodger Pee Wee Reese, who 
never broadcasted for the club but announced games for CBS and NBC's Game of the Week from 1960-68 after a 16-year 
big league career with the Dodgers, ranked 86th. Dodger broadcaster Charley Steiner was saluted by the author as one of four 
who nearly cracked the list. 

The book ranked baseball's all-time greatest 101 announcers by “longevity, continuity, network coverage, kudos, language, 
popularity, persona, voice knowledge and miscellany.” Each criterion was rated from 1-10, with the perfect score being 100, 

Scully was the only broadcaster to reach that number. 
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JAIME JARRIN 


HALL OF FAME BROADCASTER 


Jaime Jarrin, among the most recognizable voices in Hispanic broadcasting and one of two current Dodger Hall of Fame announc- 
ers, begins his 51st season in the radio booth. Jarrin, “the Spanish Voice of the Dodgers” is also heard on Prime Ticket's SAP channel. 
The Dodgers, with Jarrin and longtime English-language broadcaster Vin Scully, are the only Major League club to feature a pair of 
Hall of Fame announcers. 

In the 2005 book “Voices of Summer,” Jarrin was named as baseball's all-time best Spanish-language broadcaster based on 
“longevity, continuity, network coverage, kudos, language, popularity, persona, voice knowledge and miscellany.” He was rated 28th 
overall among all broadcasters. 

Jarrin became the club's No. 1 Spanish-language broadcaster in 1973, 14 years after he first joined the Dodgers. He was inducted 
into the National Baseball Hall of Fame on July 26, 1998 in Cooperstown, NY as the recipient of the Ford C, Frick Award. Named in 
honor of the former broadcaster and Commissioner of Baseball, the Frick Award has been given annually since 1978 to a broadcaster 
“for major contributions for the game of baseball.” 

The Quito, Ecuador native began working for HCJB in 
his home country when he was just 16 years old and went 
on to become the announcer for the National Congress of 
Ecuador, He came to the United States on June 24, 1955 
and four months later, watched the Dodgers win their first 
World Series, which was when he fell in love with baseball. 
Shortly thereafter, he began working for KWKW in Los 
Angeles, where he was the news and sports director when 
the Dodgers moved to Los Angeles in 1958. For the first 
six-plus years as the Dodgers’ broadcaster, Jarrin did not 
travel and would recreate the games on radio while listen- 
ing to the English-language broadcast from a studio. 

From 1962 to 1984, Jarrin consecutively called close 
to 4,000 games spanning 22 seasons and never missed a 
game. The streak was broken only when he took charge of 
all the Spanish-language radio coverage and production 
for the 1984 Olympic Games in Los Angeles. 

In addition to his work calling Dodger games, Jarrin 
found himself at the center of many international news 
broadcasts, including the funeral of President John F. Kennedy, Pope John Paul Il's visit to America, and several important meetings 
between foreign leaders and Presidents Richard Nixon and Lyndon B. Johnson. 

Jarrin became a household name across the country in 1980-81 when he served as the interpreter for Mexican pitching phenom, 
Fernando Valenzuela during a period known as Fernandomania. The left-hander would eventually become an analyst alongside Jarrin 
beginning in 2003. 

When he was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame, Jarrin became only the second Spanish-language announcer 
to achieve that honor, joining Buck Canel. Jarrin was also the first recipient of the Southern California Broadcaster Association's 
President's Award in February 1998. 

He was given the highest award by the National Association of Hispanic Journalists in June 1998 and received a star on the 
Hollywood Walk of Fame in September 1998. On June 21, 2002 Jarrin was inducted into the California Broadcasters Association 
Hall of Fame and on August 23, 2003, he was inducted into the Hispanic Heritage Baseball Museum during pre-game ceremonies 
at Dodger Stadium. In early 2004, he was honored by the Southern California Sports Broadcasters with the 2003 Foreign Language 
Sports Broadcaster Award and inducted into the Southern California Sports Broadcaster's Hall of Fame. Jarrin was honored again 
by the SCSB with the foreign-language broadcaster of the year award in 2003, 2004, 2005, 2007 and 2008. Earlier this year, he was 
honored by the Society of St. Vincent DePaul for his commitment to changing the lives of at-risk youth in the community. 

His other honors included being awarded La Gran Cruz al Merito en El Grado de Comendador (the highest medal awarded to 
non-military personal) in his native Ecuador in January 1992, named as one of the top 100 Influential Hispanics in the United States 
in Hispanic Business Magazine in 1990 and the Golden Mike Award in 1970 and 1971. Jarrin was the first Latin American to win that 
award. In 2000, he spoke at the MLB Rookie Development seminar, which is designed to prepare top minor league prospects for the 
Major Leagues. 

He has called more than 30 world championship boxing title bouts throughout the world for radio and television stations in Latin 
America, including the Thrilla in Manila between Muhammad Ali and Joe Frazier, He has called 19 All-Star Games and 25 World Series, 
including the 2005 Fall Classic in which he served as the emcee for MLB's Latin Legends ceremony. His broadcasts of the All-Star 
Game, League Championship Series and World Series on CBS, the Latina Broadcasting Network, Cadena Latina and Caracol and 
1989 to 1999 were carried on more than 300 stations. In March 2006, Jarrin served as a play-by-play announcer for the inaugural 
World Baseball Classic. 

Jarrin studied philosophy, letters, journalism and broadcasting at Central University of Ecuador in Quito. His son, Jorge - “The 
Captain" — covers traffic for English and Spanish radio stations in Los Angeles and works for the Dodgers in the Partnerships depart- 
ment. 

Jarrin and his wife, Blanca, reside in Los Angeles 


PEPE YNIGUEZ 


BROADCASTER 


Spanish-language broadcaster Pepe Yniguez begins his 11th full season and 12th overall with the Dodgers. After covering special 
broadcasting assignments for the Dodgers in 1998, Yhiguez made his debut in 1999 as a full-time broadcaster while also assisting 
the club in its community and publicity efforts in Spanish-speaking areas, During past offseasons, Yfiguez has hosted “Central 
Deportiva,” a weekly sports talk show airing Sunday afternoons on KWKW. 

Since 1992, Yfiguez has broadcast numerous events for FOX Sports International, including every World Series from 1997- 
2005. In 1997, he called the All-Star Game at Jacobs Field in Cleveland alongside Tito Fuentes and Dennis Martinez. He has also 
broadcast the annual Caribbean Series, which pits the winners of the Mexican, Venezuelan, Puerto Rican and Dominican Republic 
Winter Leagues. 

Yfliguez has worked for KWKW since 1992 and hosted the Dodgers’ pre and post-game shows, “Hablando con los Dodgers,” in 
1993. From 1993-95 he also served as the color commentator for Los Angeles Raiders broadcasts. 

Yfiguez has two daughters — Karissa and Jaquely — and resides in La Habra, CA. 


FERNANDO VALENZUELA 


BROADCASTER 


2009 marks Fernando Valenzuela's seventh season as the color commentator for the Dodgers’ Spanish-radio broadcasts, 
keeping Fernandomania alive and well in Los Angeles. Valenzuela, 48, offers his insight from a 17-year big league career along- 
side Hall of Fame broadcaster Jaime Jarrin and Pepe Yfiguez during all Dodger home games and select road games. 

in February 2007, at its annual awards luncheon, the Southern California Sports Broadcasters Association named Valenzuela 
as the co-winner of the Foreign Language Broadcaster of the Year Award, marking his first such honor. 

The 2006 season marked the 25th anniversary that Valenzuela, a native of Navajoa, Sonora, Mexico, was the emergency starter 
on Opening Day, 1981. He hurled a 2-0 shutout over the Houston Astros, one of five shutouts in his first eight starts that season. 
The improbable success near the beginning of his tremendous Major League career sparked “Fernandomania," a phenomenon 
which remains not only one of the most memorable periods in Dodger history but also in Southern California sports history. 

While leading the Dodgers to the World Championship that season, he became the first player in Major League history to be 
named Rookie of the Year and win a Cy Young Award in the same season. He baffled hitters with his signature screwball and 
packed opposing stadiums throughout the National League, while also earning the All-Star Game start in Cleveland. He still holds 
the rookie record for consecutive scoreless innings (35.0), as he began his major league career with a 10-0 record and a 0.40 
ERA (4ER/90.0 IP) including his late season call-up in 1980. 

In 17 big league seasons, Valenzuela compiled a 173-153 record and a 3.54 ERA with Los Angeles, California, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, San Diego and St. Louis. He was named to the National League All-Star team for six consecutive seasons from 
1981-1986 and in 1986 he won 20 games while also earn- 
ing the Rawlings Gold Glove Award. 

On June 29, 1990 Valenzuela reached the pinnacle of 
any pitcher's career, as he tossed a no-hitter while blanking 
the St. Louis Cardinals, 6-0. 

The southpaw's success and longevity allowed him to 
etch his name in the Dodger record books, as he ranks 
among the top 10 all-time in nearly every pitching category 
in Los Angeles Dodger history including wins (141, 5th), 
complete games (107, 4th), strikeouts (1759, 4th), shutouts 
(29, 5th), starts (820, 4th) and innings pitched (2,348.2, 
4th), Among the all-time franchise leaders, Valenzuela is 
eighth in victories, fifth in strikeouts, seventh in shutouts 
and seventh in starts, His six Opening Day starts rank third 
in Los Angeles history to Don Drysdale and Don Sutton. 
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In 1986, Valenzuela completed 20 of his starts, the last big league pitcher to accomplish that feat. In fact, since 1980, only 
two pitchers have even reached 15 complete games in a year. 

But far more important than the statistics he posted was the effect he had on baseball. When he made his Major League 
debut, he was just the seventh Mexican to play for the Dodgers and his impact on the game internationally is incalculable. He was 
inducted into the Hispanic Heritage Baseball Museum during pre-game ceremonies at Dodger Stadium on August 23, 2003 and 
in 2002, his first season eligible for Hall of Fame consideration, the left-hander garnered 31 votes. 

In July 2006, he was inducted into Baseball Reliquary’s Shrine of the Eternals in Pasadena. 

Throughout his five seasons as a broadcaster, Valenzuela has teamed up with the Dodgers to bring children’s groups from 
the community to select home games as part of the Amigos de Fernando Program. As a result of this program and his continued 
community involvement, the Reviving Baseball in Innercities Program (RBI) honored Valenzuela with a Lifetime Achievement 
award at its annual banquet in February 2007. 

Valenzuela and his wife Linda have four children, Ricky, Fernando Jr., Linda and Maria Fernanda. He resides in Los Angeles.

The Dodgers and San Francisco Giants played in the longest nine-inning game in Major League history - four hous, 27 minutes - 
on the night of Oct. 5, 2001 at Pacific Bell Park with the Dodgers earning the 11-10 victory. That mark was recently broken by the 
Yankees and Red Sox (4:45).on Aug. 18, 2006. The Dodger/Giant game had broken the previous mark of 4:22, which had been 
reachéd twice, During the historic contest, the Giants’ Barry Bonds hit homers No. 71 and 72 to break the single-season home run 
mark.

For the eighth consecutive season, Major League Baseball and its 30 clubs will be assisting media from around the world in 
its coverage of America's National Pastime. In 2002, the league unveiled an in-depth Media portal at www.MLBPressBox.com. 
There, accredited media members can obtain a login and password that will allow them to access official statistics, daily game 
notes, downloadable media guides from all 30 teams as well as press releases, hi-resolution headshots and graphics. 

Last season, more than 43 million people visited dodgers.com, which was originally created in 1996 by the Dodgers and is 
now powered by Major League Baseball Advanced Media (MLBAM). 

The site, which averages more than two million visitors per day during the regular season, also provides the most extensive 
coverage of the Dodgers on the web, including game stories, notebooks, blogs and a plethora of streaming media. The site's 
GameDay application has a real-time pitch-by-pitch account of 
every Dodgers game in progress. 

In 2008, the Dodgers began producing daily “Webisodes, ” 
which are typically four-minute shows highlighting the day's prac- 
tice or game, providing exclusive behind-the-scenes footage, and 
commentary from Dodger players, coaches, and staff. To watch, 
just go to dodgers.com and the video begins immediately in the 
upper right-hand part of the screen. 

Dodgers.com also has up-to-date bios and statistics on the 
Dodgers’ 40-man roster, daily real-time video and audio high- 
lights, along with photo galleries of the Dodgers both on and 
off the field. 

Fans can watch live out-of-market games on MLB.TV or listen to live games with MLB.com Gameday Audio for all 30 
teams. 

Other sections of the site include a comprehensive history section dating back to the Dodgers first year in 1890. The section 
also includes a tribute to Hall-of-Fame broadcaster Vin Scully, a poetry and literature section with passages read by Scully, Tom 
Lasorda, Rick Monday and former Dodgers Orel Hershiser, Brett Butler and Carl Erskine. In addition, the section contains the 
award-winning multimedia timeline commemorating the life and career of baseball legend, Jackie Robinson. 

Tickets to Dodgers home games can also be purchased on the site, as an extensive ticketing section with listings of all game 
times and dates and a promotional calendar is available. A multimedia tour of Dodger Stadium with 360-degree photos, in-depth 
information on Dodger Luxury Suites, The Stadium Club and the Dugout Club are also available at dodgers.com. 

The site also has a section devoted to community events and the Dodgers Dream Foundation. In 2006, a Spanish version of 
the Dodgers’ web site -www.losdodgers.com - was launched, making information now available in three languages (including 
Japanese). 

Most recently, an interactive section commemorating the Dodgers’ 2008 season-long celebration of their 50th anniversary 
in Los Angeles was launched. Among the offerings are feature stories, photo galleries, historic video highlights and fan voting 
results for the all-time Los Angeles Dodgers roster and the top 50 moments in history.

Batting Champion Qualifications: a batting champion must have 502 or more actual plate appearances (the equivalent of 
3.1 appearances for each of the 162 scheduled games). If, however, there is any player with fewer than the required number of 
plate appearances whose average would be the highest if he were charged with the required number of official at-bats, then 
the player shall be awarded the batting championship. 

Blown Save Definition: when a relief pitcher enters a game in a save situation and departs or the game ends with the save 
situation no longer in effect because he has given up the lead, he is charged with a “blown save.” If the save opportunity still 
exists when he leaves the game, he is not charged with a save opportunity. If the pitcher has not given up the lead when he leaves 
the game, though the save opportunity may no longer exist, he is not charged with a save opportunity. 

Consecutive Streaks: a consecutive hitting streak shall not be terminated if the player's plate appearances (one or more) 
result in a base on balls, hit batsman, defensive interference or sacrifice bunt. A sacrifice fly shall terminate the streak. 
Consecutive-Game Hitting Streaks: a consecutive-game hitting streak shall not be terminated if all the player's plate appear- 
ances (one or more) result in base on balls, hit batsman, defensive interference or sacrifice bunt. The streak shall terminate if 
the player has a sacrifice fly and no hit. 

Consecutive-Game Playing Streak: a consecutive-game streak shall be extended if the player plays one-half inning on 
defense, or if he completes a time at bat by reaching base or being put out. A pinch-running appearance only shall not extend 
the streak, if an umpire ejects a player from a game before he can comply with the requirements of this rule, his streak shall 
continue. 

Determining the Magic Number: determine the number of games yet to be played, add one, and then subtract the number 
of games ahead in the loss column of standings from the closest opponent. 

Determining Earned Run Average: multiply the number of earned runs by nine; take the number and divide it by the number 
of innings pitched. 

Determining Slugging Percentage: divide the total bases of all safe hits by the total times at bat (at-bats do not include walks, 
sacrifices, hit by pitcher, or times awarded first because of interference or obstruction). 

Determining On-Base Percentage: add the total of hits, walks and hit by pitches and divide by the total of at-bats, walks, hit 
by pitches and sacrifice flies. 

Determining Fielding Average: divide the total putouts and assists by the total of putouts, assists and errors. 

Earned Runs Rule: the determination of earned run is as follows: 

An earned run is a run for which the pitcher is held accountable. In determining earned-runs, the inning should be reconstructed 
without the errors and passed balls; and the benefit of doubt should always be given to the pitcher in determining which bases 
would have been reached with errorless play. Until 1969, the reliever could not be charged with an earned run if he entered the 
game after the side could have been retired but for an error, no matter how many runs he subsequently gave up in that inning. 
Now, runs scored by batters who reach base off the reliever are charged as earned on that pitcher's record. They are not, how- 
ever, shared as earned against the team as a whole. Therefore, a discrepancy may occur between the total earned runs charged 
against a team and the sum total of the earned runs charged against in the individual pitchers of that team. (Rule 10.18 (i) 
Earned Run Average Champion Qualifications: to win the earned-run average championship a pitcher must pitch at least 
as many innings as the number of games scheduled for each club in his league that season and have the lowest earned-run 
average. 

Emergency (60-Day) Disabled List: minimum period of inactivity is 60 calendar days. No limit on number of players on list 
at one time but shall only be used when club is at a maximum of 40 players under control. Players on 60-day list do not count 
against 40-man roster. Players placed on this list after Aug. 1 shall remain there for the balance of the season. Day 1 begins 
after said player's last game appearance. 

Fielding Championship Qualifications: the individual fielding champions shall be the fielders with the highest fielding 
average at each position, provided: (1) A catcher must have participated as a catcher at least one-half the number of games 
scheduled for each club in his league that season; 

(2) An infielder or outfielder must have participated at his position in at least two-thirds of the number of games 
scheduled for each club in his league that season; 

(3) A pitcher must have pitched at least as may innings as the number of games scheduled for each club in his 
league that season. EXCEPTION: if another pitcher has a fielding average as high or higher, and has handled more total 
chances in a lesser number of innings, he shall be the fielding champion. 

First-Year Player Draft (Amateur Draft): Major League Clubs meet once a year for the purpose of drafting free agent player 
talent. Selection of a free agent entitles the club to the exclusive right of negotiation with that player. Approximate date of draft 
meetings: summer (early June). Clubs choose in inverse order of Major League standings, selecting free agents and previous 
draftees who had not signed contracts but had instead enrolled in four-year colleges and since had either completed his junior 
year or become 21 years of age. Each organization may select only one player for each of its major league, AAA and AA rosters 
but is not limited to the number of picks for the “A" level. 

Free Agency: 

|. Six years of Major League Service is required to be eligible. 

Il. A player has 15 days from the first day following the World Series to file for free agency. 

Ill. By Dec. 7, former club must offer to arbitrate or becomes ineligible to re-sign player. By Dec. 19, player must accept offer 
or on January 9 former club becomes ineligible to sign the player. (Ineligible club regains eligibility the following May 1). 
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Major League Waiver (ML): this type of revocable waiver is common as it is used to either option a player to a club's minor 
league affiliate or assign a player outright to another major league club from Aug. 1 to the end of the regular season. A player 
claimed on this type of waiver may be pulled back by the requesting club. This is known as a waiver withdrawal. Generally a 
club needs to secure this type of waiver in order to option a player if the date of the assignment is three or more years after 
the date the player first reported to a Major League club during a championship season. One year shall be deducted from 
the above three-year period for each season in which the player may have been charged with an option prior to first report- 
ing to a Major League club during a championship season, A claimed player pulled back by the requesting club may not be 
assigned and cannot be placed on waivers again. When ML waivers are asked for a second time in the same period the 
request shall state that is irrevocable. 

Regular (15-Day) Disabled List: the minimum period of inactivity is 15 calendar days. No limit on number of players that 
may be on at one time. 

Rookie Qualification: a player shall be considered a rookie unless, during a previous season, he has (a) Exceeded 130 at- 
bats or 50 innings pitched in the Major Leagues; or (b) Accumulated more than 45 days on the active roster of a Major League 
club or clubs during the period of a 25-man limit (excluding time in military service or time on the disabled list). 

Save Rule: a pitcher shall be credited with a save when he meets all three of the following conditions; 

(1) He is the finishing pitcher in a game won by his club, and 

(2) He is not the wining pitcher, and 

(3) He qualifies under one of the following conditions: 

a) He enters the game with a lead of no more than three runs and pitcher for at least one inning, 

b) He enters the game regardless of the count, with the potential tying run either on base, at-bat, or on deck (that is, the 
potential tying run is either already on base or is one of the two first batsmen he faces), or 

c) He pitches effectively for at least three innings. 

Tough Save: the reliever comes into the game with the tying runs on base and saves the game. Example: reliever comes in 
with a 5-3 lead, two outs and the bases loaded in the ninth inning. 

Trading Regulations: the trading deadline is July 31. Trades may be made with any other Major League club in the period 
from the end of the championship season through July 31 (5:00 p.m.) without waivers. Waivers are required, however: 

1. If the assignment is to another major league club; from August 1 and ending at 5 p.m. EDT the day after the end of the 
season. 

2. If assignment is to a minor league club, with right of recall, after acquiring three years of major league service; at any time 
during the year. 

3. If assigned to a minor league club without right of recall, after acquiring three years service; at any time during the year. 
4. If assigned to a minor league club, without right of recall, at any time prior to acquiring three years of service, special waiv- 
ers are required between Sept. 1 and the opening of the following season. If player is claimed, request may be withdrawn. If 
no claims are made, club has seven-day period in which to make assignment to minor leagues, 

Unconditional Release Waiver (UR); this irrevocable waiver is used for the purpose of an unconditional release of a player. 
At the time of the request the player shall be removed from all player limits. A player may be informed of the club intention to 
release him on a weekend, but the actual waiver process won't begin until the following business day. During the time a player 
is on an unexpired waiver request bulletin he may discuss employment with other clubs but may not contract with another 
club. If the player has been claimed, he must be informed the end of the two-day period that his contract has been claimed. 
The player has five days from the time he was notified of the claim to either accept the assignment or terminate his contract. 
If the player terminates his contract, he forfeits termination pay. Termination pay may vary. 

Waiver Rules: a permission granted from all 30 clubs to assign a Major League player's contract to another Major League 
team or a minor league affiliate. Such permission is granted only for a specific period of time. The actual request is filed 
through the Commissioner's Office and is not disclosed to the public until the contract is rewarded. 

Winning Pitcher: the starting pitcher will be credited with the win only if the pitcher has pitched at least five complete innings 
and his team not only is in the lead when he is replaced, but remains in the lead for the remainder of the game. EXCEPTION: 
the “must-pitch-five-complete” rule in respect to the starting pitcher shall be in effect for all games of six or more innings. 
In a five-inning game, credit the starting pitcher with a game won only if he has pitched at least four complete innings and 
his team not only is in the lead when he is replaced, but remains in the lead the remainder of the game. When the starting 
pitcher does not meet the preceding criteria and more than one relief pitcher is used, the victory shall be awarded on the 
following basis: 

(1) When, during the tenure of the starting pitcher, the winning team assumes the lead and maintains it to the finish of the 
game, credit the victory to the relief pitcher judged by the official scorer to have been the most effective. 

(2) Whenever the score is tied, the game becomes a new contest insofar as the winning and losing pitcher is concerned. 
(3) Once the opposing team assumes the lead, all pitchers who have pitched up to that point are excluded from being credited 
with the victory except the current pitcher. 

(4) The winning relief pitcher shall be the one who is the pitcher of record when his team assumes the lead and maintains 
it to the finish of the game. EXCEPTION: do not credit a victory to a relief pitcher who is ineffective in a brief appearance, 
when a succeeding relief pitcher pitches effectively in helping his team maintain the lead. In such cases, credit the succeed- 
ing relief pitcher with the victory.

Preston Gomez was a Dodger coach for two tenures under Walter Alston from 1965-68 and 
later on Tommy Lasorda's staff from 1977-79. Gomez, who passed away at age 85 on January 13, 
2009, also managed the San Diego Padres (1969-72), Houston Astros (1974-75) and Chicago Cubs 
(1980). Gomez, a former infielder who played eight games with the 1944 Washington Senators, had 
been a consultant with the Angels for the past 27 years. 


Rosie Gutierrez spent three decades working for the Los Angeles Dodgers, from 1968-1999. 
After working part-time in the Stadium Club, she was hired as a nighttime switchboard operator and 
in 1976, she earned a promotion to secretary for Peter O'Malley. In 1983, Gutierrez became secretary 
for former general manager Fred Claire and served in the same role for former general manager 
Kevin Malone. Her nephew, Chris, also worked in the Dodgers' Public Relations Department and was 
a contributor to the annual media guide. Rosie, an East Los Angeles native, left the Dodgers in 1999. 
and later served as secretary for the Southern California Sports Broadcasters. She passed away on 
March 10, 2009 after a lengthy illness. 


Matt McHale, a longtime Dodger reporter with the Pasadena Star-News, Orange County Register 
and Los Angeles Daily News, passed away on July 14, 2008 at the age of 50. The Connecticut native 
moved to the West Coast in 1984 and his first major assignment with the Star-News was the opening 
ceremonies of the Olympic Games in Los Angeles. 


Elwin “Preacher” Roe, the left-hander who appeared in three World Series with the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, passed away at age 93 on November 9, 2008. The Dodgers acquired Roe from the 
Pittsburgh Pirates prior to the 1947 season along with infielders Billy Cox and Gene Mauch in 
exchange for pitchers Hal Gregg, Vic Lombardi, and outfielder Dixie Walker. Roe pitched a 1-0 
complete-game victory over the Yankees in Game 2 of the 1949 World Series and he led the National 
League with an .880 winning percentage (22-3) in 1951. 


Bill Shelley, the longtime minor league editor for Dodger Dugout newsletter, passed away on Feb. 
4, 2008. Shelley covered every Dodger minor league affiliate during his career, including Campo Las 
Palmas in the Dominican Republic. At the end of spring training, Shelley presented Dodger Dugout's 
four major awards for the Most Valuable Player, along with the top pitcher, rookie and scout.
